The  only  marks  are  a  tiny 
planchet  flake  in  the  field  under  the  nose  tip,  as  struck,  a  tiny  rim  nick  over  star 
6,  and  a  couple  tiny  ticks  on  the  rim  at  the  bottom  of  the  reverse.  M-LDS,  die 
state  b.  The  dash  left  of  the  base  of  the  1  is  dull  but  visible  and  the  fields  are 
covered  with  fine  die  flowlines.  EAC  grade  MS62+  and  tied  for  CC#4.

This  above-average  strike  has  micro- 
porous  planchet  with  the  fields  possibly  smoothed  at  one  time  in  the 
past  and  then  retoned.  The  strike  is  inordinately  bold  for  1794  as  indicated 
by  the  picture.  All  stars  show  at  left,  including  the  two  lowest,  and  there  is  a 
full  17  in  date,  again  unusual  for  this  issue  since  many  were  struck  from 
slightly  misaligned  dies  which  left  certain  portions  of  the  design  weak  to  very 
weak.  The  central  hair  on  Liberty  is  crisp  and  very  detailed,  with  all  strands 
clearly  defined,  not  to  say  bold! The  minor  porosity  and  a  few  pits  aren't  unex¬ 
ceptional  in  a  bust  dollar  of  this  period.  (Coin  is  housed  in  SEGS  About 
Uncirculated  58  holder).  Mintage:  1,758. 

Dollars  bearing  this  date  were  struck  from  a  single  pair  of  dies.  The  flowing 
hair  style  has  six  curls,  the  third  curl  weak.  First  star  is  close  to  1  in  date,  sec¬ 
ond  star  near  first  curl,  but  does  not  touch  it.  The  head  of  Liberty  in  the  1794 
dollar  has  a  full  cheek  and  more  pronounced  jaw  line  than  does  any  of  1  "'95. 
For  the  reverse,  an  eagle  perched  on  a  rock  within  a  wreath.

Crisp  stars,  a  nice  rim, 
excellent  eagle,  and  best  of  all,  superior  eye-appeal  put  it  at  the  forefront  of 
surviving  1795  flowing  hair  dollars.

—  so-called,  a  reference  to  the  darkened,  slightly  porous  texture,  possibly 
from  being  in  a  fire.  Deep  steel  to  charcoal  gray,  the  otherwise  smooth  sur¬ 
face  sleek  and  highly  appealing  because  the  devices  are  crystal  clear  and  bold¬ 
ly  impressed.  The  Gobrecht  Dollars  of  the  late  1 830s  were  struck  on  govern¬ 
ment  account.  The  number  produced  in  1836  was  rather  small.  Some  are 
believed  to  have  been  paid  out  to  silver  bullion  depositors,  who  opted  for  a 
small  number  of  silver  dollars  in  payment  of  their  claim  against  the  mint.  All 
1836  Gobrecht  dollars  were  struck  with  Proof  finish,  and  are  listed  as  Judd- 
60  in  the  Pattern  reference  book.  Opinions  differ  as  to  how  many  were  made, 
but  the  commonly  agreed  figure  is  1,000  +  600  coins  (1,600  total)  struck  in 
1836  and  by  March  31,  1837  with  the  1836  date.  (Coin  in  PCI  Proot  (>3 
“Environmental  Damage"  holder.)

The  1836-39 
dollars  are  Gobrecht’s  master  work,  with  every  intricacy  and  genius  of  the 
engraver’s  craft  put  into  the  design.  Gobrecht’s  flying  eagle  would  appear 
again  in  modified  fashion  on  Longacre’s  cents  of  1856-58  and  later  still,  be 
borrowed  by  America’s  20th  century  master  craftsman,  Augustus  Saint-Gau- 
dens  for  his  1907-33  double  eagle  design.  Toned;  problem-free  rims.

233  1 838  Gobrecht  Dollar.  Type  of  Judd-84.  Restrike.  PCGS  graded  Proof 

63.  Sleek  gray  with  steel  iridescence,  the  fields  reflecting  light  in  a  stimulat¬ 
ing  way  from  the  choice  surfaces.  As  for  Liberty  and  the  eagle,  both  are  inor¬ 
dinately  sharp  —  to  put  it  more  succinctly,  razor-sharp.  Viewed  under  mag¬ 
nification,  the  coin’s  beauty  and  marvelous  detail  jumps  out  at  you. 

The  1 838  Gobrecht  dollar  is  clearly  a  pattern  and  the  second  such  pattern  in 
the  series,  the  issue  of  1836  with  name  below  base  being  the  first.  For  this 
coinage  the  director  ordered  that  the  26  stars  of  1836  be  removed  from  the 
reverse  and  1 3  put  on  the  obverse.  Why  this  was  done  is  not  clear,  but  per¬ 
haps  the  tradition  of  stars  on  the  obverse  was  simply  too  strong  to  overcome. 
Original  issues  of  1838  (and  1839)  have  reeded  edges  as  opposed  to  the  plain 
edge  of  1836. 

The  present  example  is  one  of  the  rare  Restrikes  of  circa  1858-59.  With 
demand  growing,  Mint  Director  Snowden  decided  to  make  everyone  happy 
by  restriking  the  various  Gobrecht  issues  of  1836-39  and  either  selling  or 
trading  them  to  collectors.  In  a  trade  he  expected  something  of  value  not  in 
the  Mint  Collection,  while  the  money  received  in  selling  these  coins  was  used 
to  purchase  rare  specimens  for  the  collection.  He  was  able  to  engage  in  this 
work  for  about  three  years,  but  a  series  of  scandals  erupted  over  such  prac¬ 
tices  and  it  was  stopped.  It  is  believed  that  most  of  the  restrikes  were  made  in 
1 859  and  early  1 860.

234  1838  Gobrecht  Dollar.  Type  of  Judd-84.  NGC  graded  Proof  64.  Deep 

antique  gray  patina  from  center  to  periphery  of  both  sides,  sleek  and  glassy 
smooth,  with  a  blue-as-steel  sheen  to  them.  The  watery  fields  present  a  very 
special  quality  against  which  the  sharp  devices  rise  into  glorious  relief.  Out¬ 
standing  detail  on  Liberty  and  eagle.  All  Gobrecht  silver  dollars  bearing  the 
date  1 838  were  intended  as  patterns  or  restrikes  for  collectors.  None  was  made 
for  circulation.  Nonetheless,  dollars  dated  1838  are  avidly  collected  in  order 
to  fill  this  date  space  in  collections.  In  fact,  this  and  other  patterns  have  been 
listed  in  A  Guide  Book  of  United  States  Coins  and  other  standard  coin  refer¬ 
ences  for  many  years,  which  has  served  to  increase  their  desirability  and  fame. 

As  a  class,  all  1 838  Gobrecht  silver  dollars  are  far  rarer  than  those  dated  1 836 
and  are  slightly  rarer  than  those  dated  1839.  As  is  the  case  with  these  other 
two  dates,  1  838  dollars  exist  in  original  and  restrike  form.  Judd-84  has  Lib¬ 
erty  seated  under  a  curving  array  of  13  stars.  No  Gobrecht  signature  or 
inscription  appears.  The  reverse  flying  eagle  soars  “onward  and  upward”  as 
the  terminology  describes  it,  in  a  plain  field.  Struck  in  silver,  the  coin  has  a 
reeded  edge.  A  great  rarity  in  all  conditions,  this  is  an  especially  choice, 
indeed  one  might  almost  say  gem  specimen.  A  highlight  of  the  present  sale!

235  1839  Gobrecht  Dollar.  NGC  graded  Proof  64.  Brilliant  with  an  overlay  of 

veiled  milky  toning,  the  underlying  fields  glassy  smooth  and  highly  reflective, 
the  raised  features.  Liberty  and  eagle,  in  utterly  sharp  relief!  A  genuinely 
pleasing  specimen  of  this  great  rarity. 

On  December  31,  1839,  the  mint’s  coiner  delivered  300  1839-dated  Gob¬ 
recht  silver  dollars.  Most  went  into  circulation  even  though  they  were  Proofs! 
The  dies  were  kept  on  hand,  and  as  is  the  case  with  dollars  dated  1 836  and 
1838,  restrikes  exist  in  several  varieties.  This  is  Judd- 104  variety  in  which 
Liberty  is  seated  within  a  ring  of  13  stars.  There  is  no  Gobrecht  signature  or 
inscription  and  the  edge  is  reeded.  On  the  reverse,  the  eagle  is  in  a  plain  field. 
From  the  purist’s  standpoint,  there  are  two  Gobrecht  dollars  of  commanding 
importance,  two  issues  specifically  released  into  circulation  at  the  time  of 
issue:  original  strikings  of  1836  (Judd-60)  and  of  1839  (Judd-104).  Superb 
proofs  of  these  and  the  other  dates  are  all  exceedingly  rare  and  desirable!

and  somewhat  reflective  reverse;  minimal  bagmarks,  although  there  are  some 
light  hairlines.  First  year  of  the  modified  designs  following  the  1836-39  Gob- 
recht  pieces.  Only  61,005  minted.  A  very  rare  coin  in  this  grade! 

In  1 840,  the  United  States  was  producing  from  its  own  mine  a  yearly  average 
of  only  $25,000  worth  of  silver,  a  fraction  of  what  was  required  to  make  other 
silver  coins  (half  dimes  to  half  dollars).  Additional  supplies  for  coinage  had  to 
be  imported  or  made  from  melted  Spanish-American  and  other  foreign  coins. 
Ironically,  at  the  time  the  legal  tender  “silver  dollars”  in  commerce  were  apt  to 
be  products  of  one  of  the  numerous  mints  of  Mexico,  a  country  which,  unlike 
the  United  States,  was  busy  minting  more  silver  than  it  could  use  internally. 


NOTABLE  1842  MINT  STATE 


237  1842  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  64.  A  notably  fine  example  of  an  issue  typ¬ 

ically  found  in  lower  grades.  Pleasing  blue  and  golden  accents  strike  your  eye 
from  the  semi-prooflike  fields  of  this  naturally  gray  toned  specimen.  The  sur¬ 
faces  are  much  choicer  than  average.  Desirable  pre-Civil  War  date  without 
the  legend  IN  GOD  WE  TRUST. 


2  58  1842  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  63.  Eight  bagmarks;  light  toning;  heavy  on 

attractiveness  and  mint  frost  beneath  the  toning  (which  ranges  between  gold¬ 
en  russet  and  lovely  greenish  blue).  A  slightly  better  early  date  featuring  the 
No  Motto  designs  as  used  in  1840  to  1865. 


239  1842  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  62.  Medium  gray  patina.  A  frosty  early  seat¬ 

ed  Liberty  dollar. 


240  1846  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  63.  Somewhat  bolder  in  its  strike  than  nor¬ 

mal  for  the  issue,  with  the  only  weak  area  at  the  left  leg  of  the  eagle;  other 
design  elements  are  strictly  well  struck.  Handsome  with  mint  frost  below 
original  light  russet  brown  and  gray  toning.  Bagmarks,  while  present,  are 
minimally  intrusive,  so  we  can  heartily  recommend  it  for  one’s  type  set  or  rare 
coin  portfolio. 


241  1849  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  63.  A  better  date  in  the  No  Motto  series 

(1840-65),  this  has  all  the  fine  characteristics  of  an  original,  undipped  speci¬ 
men,  from  the  heavy  mint  frost  to  the  original  dusky  gold  and  reddish  ton¬ 
ing  with  some  sky  blue  iridescence  near  the  date.  A  sharp  head  on  Liberty 
with  above  average  stars,  plus  unusually  bold  on  the  eagle.  Very  attractive  in 
this  condition.  Only  62,600  minted. 


242  1849  Mint  State  62.  Lightly  cleaned,  but  since  it  has  toned  nicely  in  the 

years  following,  the  cleaning  is  less  noticeable.  Primarily,  the  highest  surfaces 
are  a  little  shiny.  Scarce  seated  Liberty  dollar  from  the  late- 1840s. 
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243  1850  ANACS  graded  Mint  State  60.  Medium  gray  patina  with  a  few  tiny 

rim  marks.  A  prooflike  obverse  contrasts  with  mint  frost  on  Liberty.  Central 
devices  bold  throughout.  Production  of  seated  Liberty  dollars  at  the  Philadel¬ 
phia  Mint  hit  a  low  in  1850  when  7,500  business  strikes  were  produced.  The 
gold  dollar,  introduced  in  1849,  was  a  likely  reason,  since  1850  saw  a  tremen¬ 
dous  production  of  gold  dollars,  amounting  to  481,953  at  the  Philadelphia 
Mint  alone,  a  quantity  far  greater  than  had  been  made  of  any  seated  Liberty 
silver  dollar. 


244  1850  NGC  graded  About  Uncirculated  58.  Medium  toned;  original  luster 

in  the  devices  and  around  stars  and  legends.  Well  struck  for  the  issue;  some 
marks  on  Liberty’s  arm  and  body  with  a  few  others  (minor,  considering  the 
age)  scattered  here  and  there.  Only  7,500  minted. 


245  1853  Mint  State  63.  Obverse  lightly  cleaned  and  retoned,  but  the  revere  is 

full  frosty  white.  Only  the  obverse  has  a  layer  of  blue-gray  patina,  the  reverse, 
except  where  some  of  the  toning  solution  slips  over  onto  the  rim,  remains  in 
its  pearl-white  “from  the  dies”  condition.  A  quite  bold  coin.  A  scarcer  date: 
only  46,1 10  minted.  (Housed  in  PCI  MS63  holder  “Questionable  Toning.”) 


PROOFLIKE  UNCIRCULATED  1855  SEALED  DOLLAR 


246  1855  Mint  State  62.  Prooflike.  With  shimmering  reflective  quality  in  the  sur¬ 

face  on  both  sides,  offset  by  sharply  raised  Liberty  and  eagle.  Only  minor  soft¬ 
ness  occurs  in  some  of  the  strike.  The  color  medium  gunmetal  blue  and  gray 
with  lighter  high  points.  Low  mintage  of  26,000  explains  the  prestige  of  1855 
at  this  grade  level.  Also,  very  few  of  the  usual  field  marks  and  surface  abrasion. 


LUSTROUS  UNCIRCULATED  1857  SILVER  DOLLAR 


247  1857  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  63.  Extremely  vibrant,  silvery  white  luster 

from  top  to  bottom,  an  almost  breathtaking  specimen  when  one  considers 
the  competing  samples  of  1857  on  the  market  in  any  one  auction  season! 
Liberty’s  figure  crisp  and  bold,  with  a  relatively  sharp  eagle  (only  a  few  areas 
softly  impressed  by  the  dies).  Much  of  the  mintage  in  1857  was  used  in  the 
China  trade;  very  few  if  any  1857  silver  dollars  were  used  in  domestic  com¬ 
merce,  explaining  in  part  the  great  scarcity  of  Mint  States. 
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GORGEOUS  GEM  GAMEO 
PROOF  1859  SEATED  DOLLAR 


248  1859  NGC  graded  Proof  65.  Cameo.  Strictly  original  and  blazing  with 

mint  brilliance,  the  fields  exhibit  deep  “watery”  mirrors.  Rising  above  in 
splendid  competition  for  your  attention,  strikingly  bold,  full  frosted-white 
Liberty,  stars,  legends  and  eagle.  As  pretty  as  a  picture  and  sure  to  please  the 
most  sophisticated  buyer  who  understands  just  how  difficult  these  are  to 
obtain  in  superb  condition. 

More  than  a  sufficient  number  of  Proofs  were  made  in  1859  in  the  hope  the 
public,  which  was  becoming  increasingly  interested  in  numismatics,  would 
buy  them.  However,  of  the  approximately  800  Proofs  struck,  it  is  likely  that 
450  or  fewer  were  actually  distributed.  The  rest  were  melted.  Gems  are  rarely 
offered;  gems  with  delectable  strong  cameo  contrast  as  viewed  here,  the  cream 
of  the  crop! 


24' >  1859  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  63.  A  coin  with  particularly  attractive  bright 

silvery  luster  that  is  free  of  toning.  More  than  this,  it  is  well  in  advance  of  aver¬ 
age  MS63  examples  we’ve  seen  offered,  the  mint  bloom  consisting  of  fine  par¬ 
allel  lines  running  in  a  diagonal  direction  from  the  way  the  die  was  polished. 


CHOICE  MINT  STATE  1859-S  SEATED  DOL.IAR 


250  1859-S  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  62.  Lightly  toned,  extensive  mint  bloom 

throughout.  A  light  scratch  crosses  Liberty’s  face;  also,  and  consistent  with 
this  grade  level,  a  small  dig  in  the  field  left  of  the  eagle.  The  silver  dollars  of 
1859  struck  at  the  San  Francisco  Mint  were  made  principally  for  use  in  for¬ 
eign  trade.  Only  20,000  were  struck.  According  to  one  account  reported  in 
Neil  Carothers  Fractional  Money  (pp.  1 49-1 50),  “In  1859  local  merchants 
presented  bullion  for  coinage  into  silver  dollars  for  export.  When  Director 
Snowden  refused  the  superintendent’s  request  for  dies,  that  official  insisted, 
saying  there  was  a  great  excess  of  subsidiary  silver  in  California  which  might 
possibly  be  relieved  by  the  coinage  of  silver  dollars.  Snowden  yielded  to  this 
absurd  suggestion.”  As  the  entire  mintage  of  1859-S  went  to  the  Orient,  the 
1859-S  is  scarce  in  all  grades,  but,  curiously,  is  more  available  than  the  low 
mintage  of  20,000  indicates.  However,  coins  showing  mint  luster  are  all  rare. 


MAGNIFICENT  1860  CAMEO  PROOF 


251  1860  NGC  graded  Proof  65.  Cameo.  Like  the  1859  in  this  grade  (and  from 

the  same  consignment),  a  coin  groaning  under  the  weight  of  its  snow  white 
frost.  Devices  are  creamy  smooth,  refreshing  and  bright  against  the  mirror 
surface.  There  is  some  light  golden  brown  toning  but  the  major  surface  area 
continues  to  be  brilliant,  or  better  still ,  flashy. 

Proof  production  of  the  1860  dollar  was  abnormally  large:  1,330  pieces,  the 
highest  figure  in  the  entire  seated  Liberty  dollar  series,  all  delivered  on  March 
8.  Only  527  were  sold,  however,  and  the  rest  consigned  to  the  melting  pot. 
The  extra  issues  were  produced  because  the  Mint  felt  that  there  would  be 
increased  demand  for  these  over  the  other  silver  Proofs;  this  point  out  that  in 
addition  to  Proofs  being  sold  in  sets,  as  early  as  1860  single  pieces  were  sold 
very  frequently. 
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252  1860  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  63.  Like  the  1859  in  this  grade,  an  essen¬ 

tially  “full  brilliant”  example  and  definitely  scarcer  than  either  1859-0  or 
1860-0,  the  two  hoard  dates,  but  a  little  more  common  than  the  Philadel¬ 
phia  Mint  1859.  Most  stars,  while  full,  aren’t  quite  “bold”,  while  Liberty  and 
the  eagle  truly  are  bold  on  this  choice  example.  Mintage:  217,600. 


254  1860-0  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  62.  Frosty  and  bright,  a  choice  specimen 

of  this  No  Motto  “type.”

1860-0  SEATED  LIBERTY  DOLLAR

253  1860-0  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  65.  Far  and  above  the  normal  bag- 

marked  example  of  this  issue,  a  coin  whose  alliance  of  sleek  mint  luster  and 
bold  strike  gives  it  a  wide  edge  over  any  competitors.  To  view  it  is  to  fall  in 
love  with  it,  even  if  seated  Liberty  silver  dollars  aren’t  your  forte.  It  is  believed 
by  some  sources  that  as  many  as  6,000  coins  were  released  by  the  Treasury 
during  1962-64.  Many  of  these  more  properly  belong  in  the  MS60  grade.  In 
fact,  in  a  humorous  comment  concerning  the  usual  miserable  condition, 
Bruce  Amspacher  wrote  this:  “The  average  BU  1860-0  dollar  earned  the 
nickname  of  ‘Quaker  Oats  dollar,’  because  it  looks  like  it  was  shot  from 
guns.”  According  to  Bowers,  and  this  is  key  to  the  present  specimen,  “I  have 
never  seen  an  Mint  State-64  or  Mint  State-65  coin  from  the  Treasury  hoard. 
When  such  higher  graded  coins  come  on  the  market  they  are  usually  from 
cabinets  formed  years  earlier.”  Expect,  then,  to  pay  a  stiff  premium  for  the 
outstanding  condition  of  this  handsome  specimen! 


MAJESTICALLY  TONED  PROOF  1861  SILVER  DOLLAR

255  1861  NGC  graded  Proof  66.  A  coin  invested  with  needle-point  devices 

from  the  specially  polished,  carefully  inspected  Proofing  dies,  which  left  the 
stars  and  legends,  Liberty  and  eagle,  in  impressive  detail.  Toning  progressed 
to  the  point  where  the  entire  surface  s  covered  in  attractive  dusky  lavender, 
steel-blue,  and  russet-gold  color.  The  fields,  gorgeous.  No  one  can  be  so 
maddingly  blind  as  to  call  this  lovely  1861  Proof  anything  but  majestic!  ( In 
NGC  holder  2019050-005.) 

Although  1,000  Proofs  were  made,  it  is  believe  only  about  350  were  ever 
sold.  Of  issued  dated  in  the  early  1860s,  the  1861  is  the  rarest  Proof  today.  Sin¬ 
gle  Proof  dollars  cost  $1.60  each  at  the  Mint.  (Were  we  only  fortunate 
enough  to  own  a  Time  Machine  and,  with  some  worn  double  eagles,  to 
return  to  those  halcyon  days  at  the  Philadelphia  Mint  and  snag  a  few  hun¬ 
dred  pieces!) 


BEAUTIFUL  CHOICE  MINT  STATE 
1861  SEATED  DOLLAR 


256  1861  NGC  graded  Mint  State  64.  A  vivid  near-gem  with  a  crisp  strike  that 

displays  every  detail  of  the  head,  shield,  drapery,  and  eagle's  feathers.  The 
satiny  faces  exhibit  the  grandeur  of  the  seated  Liberty  dollar  design  better 
than  most,  with  a  finish  that  is  brilliant  and  sparkling  beneath  light  natural- 
gray  patina.  A  scarce  coin,  this  piece  has  the  rarity  of  its  Civil  War  inheritance 
when  most  silver  coins  were  exported  to  South  America  or  Europe  as  worth 
more  than  face  value.  A  bold  impression,  virtually  mark-free  surfaces  with 
high  technical  grade,  and  exceptional  eye  appeal  like  this  always  sends  waves 
of  excitement  across  the  auction  floor. 


Seated  Dollars 


257  1863  NGC  graded  Proof  65.  Shimmers  with  blue-as-steel  and  dusky  laven¬ 

der  toning,  the  fields  remarkably  smooth  with  almost  hairline-free  perfection. 
The  1863  year  should  ring  a  bell  with  collectors  who’ve  done  their  mintage 
homework,  since  this  issue  has  the  lowest  number  minted  from  1859  to 
1873,  only  460  Proofs.  The  basic  elements  are  these:  extreme  rarity,  100% 
razor-sharpness,  lovely  color,  sleek  surfaces,  and  overall  eye-popping  visual 
appeal.  Anybody  with  even  a  small  perception  of  this  coin’s  rarity  in  gem 
Proof  65  quality  will  want  to  place  a  bid. 

The  difficulty  in  ordering  Proof  sets  in  1862-1865  may  have  restricted 
sales  in  those  years.  In  the  North,  especially  in  Philadelphia,  New  York 
City,  and  Boston,  numismatics  was  growing  rapidly  in  this  decade,  and 
each  month  saw  new  collectors  join  the  hobby. 


ATTRACTIVELY  TONED  PROOF  1863  SEATED  DOLLAR 


258  1 863  PCGS  graded  Proof  64.  A  coin  whose  originality  and  boldness  fasci¬ 

nates  the  eye:  deep  steel  blue  toning  glows  with  iridescence  on  both  sides,  and 
the  absence  of  spots  or  other  impairment  causes  a  glow  of  delight  in  anyone 
who  views  it.  The  mint  struck  a  mere  460  pieces  in  Proof  this  year,  having 
learned  from  prior  years  when,  in  1860  and  1861,  a  thousand  pieces  each 
were  made  but  half  the  issue  had  to  be  melted  as  unsold.  This  attractively 
toned  specimen  boasts  extra  bold  devices  and  smooth,  reflective  fields.  But  a 
single  li  nt  line  in  the  right  obverse  (beside  the  arm)  may  be  the  only  element 
restraining  the  grade  from  a  higher  number. 


259  1866  With  Motto.  PCGS  graded  Proof  64.  Cameo.  Not  only  is  this  piece 

strikingly  beautiful  with  its  white-on-black  cameo  contrast,  but  it  has  striking¬ 
ly  bold  strike  as  well,  from  the  little  stars  to  the  two  shields,  and  everything  in- 
between.  Make  a  notation  in  your  catalog  to  bid  on  this  lovely  Proof.  All  Proof 
seated  Liberty  dollars  of  the  post  Civil  War  years  are  important  as  correspond¬ 
ing  high-grade  business  strikes  are  virtually  impossible  to  find. 


260  1866  Brilliant  Proof  63.  Dusky  lavender  gray  toning  with  attractive  gold 

and  blue  iridescence,  the  fields  nice  and  watery,  the  devices  as  though  given 
an  extra  blow  with  the  dies  which  brought  the  design  into  full  form.  Only 
625  issued;  1866  being  the  first  time  IN  GOD  WE  TRUST  appears  on  a 
seated  Liberty  dollar.  (In  SEGS  Proof  63  holder.) 


INCREDIBLY  BEAUTIFUL  1867 
MINT  STATE  65  “PQ”  DOLLAR 


261  1867  NGC  graded  Mint  State  65.  Premium  Quality.  Hold  your  breath 

and  then  gaze  upon  this  wondrous  1867  seated  Liberty  dollar,  for  it  offers  the 
viewer  a  blizzard’s  blast  of  “hard  white”  luster  so  intense  and  pleasing  as  to 
send  it  into  the  stratosphere!  (Where  it  sends  you,  the  viewer,  we  ll  leave  to 
your  imagination.)  If  ever  a  coin  deserves  the  “PQ”  addendum  to  its  numer¬ 
ical  grade,  then  it  is  this  piece.  Everywhere  you  look  the  luster  shines  with 
from-the-die  fresh  bloom.  One  tiny  obverse  nick  is  visible  under  magnifica¬ 
tion,  otherwise  utterly  pristine.  As  a  side  note,  there  are  presently  (as  of  June 
2003),  two  NGC-graded  MS65  examples  and  two  PCGS  MS65s,  with  none 
higher.  We  cannot  see  how  any  of  the  other  three,  attractive  and  technically 
accurate  as  they  may  be,  we  cannot  see  how  they  could  surpass  this  remark¬ 
able  —  indeed,  incredible  1867!

262  1867  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  63.  Prooflike  fields  displaying  sleek  reflec¬ 

tive  quality;  by  contrast,  the  eagle  and  figure  of  Liberty  are  frosted  from  the 
dies.  The  provide  a  nice  bit  of  contrast.  The  coin,  while  primarily  untoned, 
does  exhibit  a  bit  of  golden  russet  color  at  the  edge.  This  piece  from  the  early 
days  of  the  With  Motto  style  (1866-73)  in  which  IN  GOD  WE  TRUST  is 
inserted  above  the  eagle  on  an  attractive  curving  scroll.  Only  46,900  made. 


263  1870  Brilliant  Proof  63.  Although  it  has  been  retoned  after  cleaning,  still  a 

sharp,  choice-appearing  specimen,  albeit,  somewhat  matte-surfaced  in  the 
fields.  Proof  mintage  this  year  came  to  an  even  one  thousand  pieces.  (Housed 
in  SEGS  Proof  63  “Retoned”  holder.) 


264  1871  PCGS  graded  Proof  63.  Light  dusky  gray  with  associated  russet  color, 

probably  this  was  dipped  years  ago  and  allowed  to  toned  under  natural  con¬ 
ditions.  A  very  sharply  struck  Proof  of  the  second  (With  Motto)  type,  issued 
from  1866  until  1873.  Liberty  is  lightly  frosted;  there  is  a  faint  hairline  across 
her  body.  One  of  only  960  Proofs  issued  this  year. 


265  1  871  Brilliant  Proof  63.  Another  retoned  piece  after  cleaning,  with  most  of 

the  mirror  reflectivity  evident  in  the  fields.  Proof  sales  this  year  dropped  to 
960  pieces.  (SEGS  Proof  63  ''Retoned. ”) 


268  1 872  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  63.  A  desirable  year  among  collectors  to  rep¬ 

resent  the  With  Motto  design,  mintage,  while  not  exactly  high,  is  sufficient 
to  supply  a  respectable  number  of  mint  quality  coins.  This  well  struck  MS63 
sports  extremely  choice  bloom  or  host  beneath  a  veil  ol  light  milkv  toning. 
A  few  tiny  bagmarks  consistent  with  the  grade,  but  all  in  all.  problem-free. 


266  1871  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  64.  Nicely  toned  With  Motto  type,  a  well 

struck  example  bathed  in  russet  and  antique  gray  patina  covering  both  sides. 
This  may  be  the  commonest  year  of  its  type  but  choice  certified  Mint  States 
are  by  no  means  readily  available. 


LOVELY  TONED  PROOF  1872  SEATED  DOLLAR 


267  1872  Brilliant  Proof  65.  (In  an  ICG  Proof  65  holder.)  Pleasing  original  sur¬ 

faces  toned  deep  steel  with  smoke-gray,  areas  of  iridescent  blue,  a  little  honey 
gold,  and  even  some  attractive  rose-pink  shades.  Mintage  similar  to  1871 
(only  950  Proofs  made  of  1872),  and  similar  rarity  in  all  grades.  A  desirable 
issue  of  this  type,  the  seated  figure  of  Liberty  makes  a  nice  cameo  contrast 
against  the  reflective  field.

269  1873-CC  PCGS  graded  About  Uncirculated  50.  Final  year  of  Type,  a  key  date  in  the  seated  Liberty  dollar  series.  Light  gray  toning;  luster  in  the  devices  and 

other  protected  areas.  In  1873  the  Carson  City  Mint  struck  2,300  standard  silver  dollars.  Emphasis  later  in  the  year  was  on  a  new  silver  denomination,  the  trade 
dollar,  examples  of  which  were  minted  continuously  at  this  facility  from  1873  through  1878.  Few  1873-CC  dollars  exist  in  any  Mint  State  level.  In  a  recent  Stack’s 
sale  of  May  2003,  a  PCGS  AU55  realized  $51,750. 

The  1873-CC  is  the  rarest  seated  Liberty  dollar  from  the  Carson  City  Mint,  although  it  is  not  the  lowest  mintage  date  (that  distinction  belongs  to  1871-CC). 
Presumably,  most  were  melted.  Based  upon  the  ratio  of  surviving  pieces,  Bowers  estimates  that  no  more  than  1,000  reached  the  channels  of  circulation,  and  the 
number  may  have  been  closer  to  750! 


LUSTROUS  ABOUT  UNCIRCULATED  1873-CC  SILVER  DOLLAR

270  1873-CC  NGC  graded  About  Uncirculated  55.  Light  milky  gray  toning  on  either  side,  with  immaculate  surfaces  free  from  the  usual  heavy  handling,  nicks  or 

scuffs.  The  pleasing  part  about  this  coin  is  how  unusual  it  is  to  find  so  nice,  with  1873-CC  being  the  rarity  among  Carson  City  Mint  issues.  If  you  are  compla¬ 
cent  when  this  coin  comes  up  for  bidding,  your  inattention  may  make  you  miss  a  golden  opportunity  to  acquire  one  of  the  sharpest,  most  attractively  preserved 
specimens  on  the  market  today. 

Although  legislation  authorizing  the  creation  of  the  US  Mint  at  Carson  City  was  approved  by  both  houses  of  Congress  on  March  3,  1863,  actual  building  did 
not  begin  until  1866.  Work  advanced  at  a  snail’s  pace.  It  wasrn't  until  another  three  years  had  passed  before  coining  machinery  arrived. 

Manufactured  by  Morgan  &  Orr  in  Philadelphia,  who  created  many  of  the  steam-powered  coining  presses  then  in  use  throughout  the  world,  the  first  six-ton 
press  was  installed  at  the  Carson  Mint  in  1869.  As  was  customary  in  those  days,  received  a  large  painted  “1”  to  signify  the  first  press  located  in  the  coiner’s 
department. 

On  February  11,1 870,  this  press  struck  the  first  coin  bearing  the  soon-to-be-famous  CC  mintmark,  a  seated  Liberty  dollar. 

For  nearly  a  quarter  of  a  century  it  was  used  to  strike  most  of  the  larger  denomination  coins  during  the  years  the  mint  actually  operated:  from  1870  to  1885, 
and  again  from  1889  to  1893. 

When  the  press  suffered  a  cracked  arch  in  1878,  it  was  repaired  at  the  local  shop  of  the  Virginia  &  Truckee  Railroad.  Proud  of  their  handiwork,  V&T  machin¬ 
ists  replaced  the  original  brass  Morgan  &  Orr  plate  with  one  bearing  the  name  of  their  railroad. 
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Trade  Dollars 


2 72  1873  NGC  graded  Proof  64.  This  well  struck  example  greets  the  eye  with 

its  dusky  natural  gray  and  russet  gold  color,  the  result  of  many  years  in  a  pro¬ 
tected  location,  away  from  cleaning,  free  of  impurities  in  the  atmosphere. 
The  devices  are  nicely  frosted  against  the  mirror  field.  And  the  only  weakness 
in  the  design  seems  to  be  at  one  claw.

seated  demurely  in  crisp  detail.  Medium  antique-gray  with  blue  accents  around 
the  stars  and  date,  some  deeper  lavender-gray  around  the  reverse  legends. 

It  appears  Proofs  of  the  1875  trade  dollar  met  with  a  better  reception  by  col¬ 
lectors  than  did  the  coins  of  1873  and  1874,  as  described  in  Bowers  ency¬ 
clopedia  of  trade  dollars,  “for  quire  a  few  more  1875  Proofs  are  known  today 
than  either  of  the  other  two  early  dates.”

Stars  on  the  right  side  flat;  those  on  the 
left,  sharp.  The  conventional  wisdom  has  it  that  700  Proofs  were  struck  in 
1875,  but  there  is  reason  to  believe  the  number  may  have  been  900,  accord¬ 
ing  to  Bowers  in  his  1000+  page  volume  1  encyclopedia.

278  1875-CC  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  64.  With  agreeable  surfaces  and  a  first- 

rate  strike,  the  condition  of  the  surface  is  enhanced  by  toning  that  is  fresh 
and  original.  The  color  ranges  from  heather-brown  to  dusky  gray  and  gold, 
with  both  sides  equally  balanced  as  to  color,  depth  of  strike,  and  overall  frosty 
condition.  A  desirable  Trade  dollar  struck  at  the  mint  at  Carson  City,  Neva¬ 
da.  1  hese,  while  intended  for  circulation  in  the  Orient,  were  soon  released 
into  domestic  circulation  where,  because  they  weren  t  monetized,  caused  dis¬ 
ruption  to  businesses  and  workers  alike.

A  total  of  12  Proofs  were  struck  at  the  New  Orleans  mint,  February  20, 
1879,  on  the  reopening  of  the  mint  as  a  coining  facility  (it  had  been  closed 
at  the  outbreak  of  the  Civil  War  in  186  land  remained  closed  during  the  peri¬ 
od  of  Reconstruction.)  Only  two  seen,  according  to  Breen  in  his  1977  vol¬ 
ume  on  U.S.  Proof  coinage,  “neither  would  ever  be  qustioned  by  a  collector 
seeing  only  the  obverse!  They  compare  well  with  Philadelphia  proofs;  they  are 
among  the  most  carefully  made  New  Orleans  proofs.  They  were  first  report¬ 
ed  in  Coin  Collectors  Journal  about  1880,  the  listings  continued  for  several 
years  in  pocketsize  vademecums  for  collectors,  but  afterwards  listings  were 
dropped  and  the  coins  forgotten.” 

Forgotten  no  more,  here  is  a  Branch  Mint  proof  of  the  highest  quality  and  a 
significant  numismatic  rarity!

One  or  two  little  marks  in  the  field  by  the 
face,  mustn’t  be  overlooked,  plus  a  small  mark  at  Liberty’s  temple;  the  eagle, 
for  its  part,  strikes  us  as  needle-sharp,  almost  as  bold  as  a  Philadelphia  Mint 
Proof!  Furthermore,  the  critter’s  snowy  white  feathers  are  complete  on  the 
neck,  in  the  wings  and  tail,  and  of  main  importance  to  collectors  and  the 
dealer  community,  strongly  impressed  across  the  breast. 

The  Carson  City  Mint  struck  its  last  gold  and  silver  coins  in  1885,  when  the 
Cleveland  administration  withdrew  funding  for  the  facility.  Reopened  on 
July  1,  1889,  under  a  more  liberal  Treasury  department  in  Washington,  pro¬ 
duction  resumed  but  only  350,000  were  made  in  the  months  remaining  in 
the  calendar  year.  Offerings  in  higher  grades  such  as  this  splendid  MS64  are 
apt  to  be  one  at  a  time  instead  of  by  the  roll  or  barrelful.  A  Mint  State  64  is 
always  a  candidate  for  a  color  photo  and  a  waving  header.  Be  sure  to  wave 
your  bid  at  the  staunch  and  sober  auctioneer  at  the  front  of  the  room  if  you 
want  this  handsome  specimen  for  your  own!

389  1889-CC  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  62.  Deep  Mirror  Prooflike.  Two  tone 

contrast  from  the  way  the  mirror-deep  field  provides  a  backdrop  for  the 
raised,  frosted  devices.  A  well  struck  rarity  from  the  Carson,  Nevada  mint. 
The  surface  reflects  light  off  of  the  glassy  smooth  field  in  a  way  that  is  really 
enjoyable  to  view.  The  bold  devices,  for  their  part,  create  a  white  presence,  or 
silvery  white  to  be  more  precise,  with  unusually  few  bagmarks  given  this 
modest  numerical  condition.  Sharp  breast  and  leg  feathers;  crisp  hair  on  Lib¬ 
erty,  at  the  brow,  over  the  ear,  all  are  prime  pointers  to  the  depth  of  detail 
you’ll  see  when  viewing  this  handsome  1889-CC. 

The  mintage  was  350,000  pieces  in  1 889.  There  were  none  made  at  this  West¬ 
ern  facility  in  1886,  1887,  or  1888  for  a  simple  reason:  politics.  The  Repub¬ 
licans,  who  had  sanctioned  and  established  a  mint  at  Nevada  in  1870,  were 
booted  out  of  the  presidency  for  the  first  time  since  the  Civil  War  in  1884.  A 
heavyweight  contender,  300-pound  Grover  Cleveland,  candidate  for  the 
Democratic  party,  won  the  vote  and  became  president.  One  of  his  first  actions 
in  office  was  to  abolish  the  Carson  City  Mint.  He  did  this  as  a  budgetary  mea¬ 
sure.  He  considered  the  mint  a  waste  of  taxpayer  money.  Through  the  simple 
expedient  of  refusing  to  fund  the  operation,  the  mint  was  forced  to  close,  its 
workers  laid  off.  (The  U.S.  Mint  is  under  the  U.S.  Treasury  Department, 
which  bows  to  the  President,  it’s  master.)  Only  when  Cleveland  lost  the  next 
election  in  1888,  did  the  returning  Republican  administration  reward  its 
backers  by  restoring  funds  to  the  beleaguered  Carson  City  mint.  (Cleveland 
returned  to  office  in  1893,  so  out  went  the  funding  again  for  Carson  City, 
such  was  its  fate  as  a  plaything  of  politics!)  This  1 889-CC  represents  a  historic, 
if  brief,  reawakening  of  the  production  of  coins  in  Carson  City.  And  it  will 
always  be  one  of  our  favorite  dates  in  the  Morgan  Dollar  series.

coin  that  has  oceans  of  brilliant  mint  luster  remaining  from  its  short  while  in 
circulation.

Considerable  agitation  surrounded  the  close  of  the  Carson  City 
Mint.  For  budgetary  reasons,  the  newly  elected  President  of  the  United 
States,  Grover  Cleveland,  saw  fit  to  cut  the  budget  of  the  mint.  In  so  doing, 
he  instructed  his  Treasury  Department,  under  whose  thumb  the  mint’s  oper¬ 
ated,  to  close  the  Carson  facility  as  a  waste  of  taxpayer  money.  The  excess 
would  easily  be  handled  by  nearby  San  Francisco  Mint.

407  1893-CC  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  64.  Gleaming  “cartwheel  spin  luster 

throughout;  a  handsome  specimen  of  this  very  scarce  issue.  The  strike  is  cer¬ 
tainly  above-average.  The  hair  at  the  ear,  the  breast  feathers  on  the  eagle,  cen¬ 
trally  located,  are  uncharacteristically  bold  on  this  well  struck,  well  preserved 
coin.

dollar.  This  issue  seems  prone  to  soft  devices.  It  seems  prone  to  uninspiring 
luster.  Well,  the  present  offering  is  anything  but  “normal”  then  —  it’s  design 
is  well  impressed  by  the  dies  on  both  sides,  and  the  luster  glows.  The  fields 
and  devices  display  brilliant  silvery  white  bloom  from  the  dies.  The  way  it 
skips  around  the  surface  can  only  be  described  as  “cartwheel”  radiance. 

The  1893-0  is  scarce  in  all  Mint  State  grades  and  is  rare  in  higher  grades. 
Probably  1,500  to  3,000  MS60  to  62  coins  remain;  about  600  to  1,200 
MS63  pieces;  only  200  to  300  MS64s,  according  to  the  Bowers  encyclo¬ 
pedia  and  other  experts,  and  a  paltry  10  to  20  in  MS65  or  better.  This 
piece,  because  well  struck,  is  far  and  away  better  than  average.

The  1894  date  has  added  value  since  a  business  strike  is 
very  difficult  to  obtain  nice;  collectors  often  will  choose  a  razor-sharp  Proof 
instead,  to  fill  the  void  in  their  date  and  mint  collections.

Leading  up  to  the  famous  1 895  issue 
from  this  same  mint,  the  1894  coinage  for  some  reason  escaped  the  hands  of 
hoarders  and  instead  made  it  into  circulation.  Only  a  few  hundred  mint  states 
remain,  and  most  of  those  are  well  bagmarked  or  dull.  Not  so  with  this  agree¬ 
able  specimen.  Indeed,  this  has  a  beautiful  cheek  and  portrait  on  Liberty  and 
even  boasts  a  little  prooflike  reflection  in  the  fields  on  both  sides.  As  such,  it 
belongs  in  your  collection.

The  rarity  comes  as  now  surprise  to  the  student  of  numis¬ 
matics.  It  seems  the  12,000  business  strikes  were  melted,  probably  in  the  great  destruction  following  passage  of  the  Pittman  Act  of  1918  which  consigned  hun¬ 
dreds  of  millions  of  silver  dollars  to  the  Treasury’s  furnaces.  The  remaining  880  pieces,  those  represent  the  Proofs  sold  with  the  Proof  sets  to  collectors  at  a  pre¬ 
mium  over  face  value,  are  the  residue  over  which  today’s  buyers  must  compete  if  they  wish  to  complete  their  1878-1921  Morgan  silver  dollar  sets. 

As  far  as  the  “clarity  of  detail”  —  or  in  the  parlance  of  the  hobby,  the  coin’s  “strike”  —  this  too  is  impressive  in  the  extreme.  Put  a  glass  to  the  coin  if  you  don’t 
believe  us.  A  low  power  magnifying  lens,  say  5x  or  lOx,  reveals  the  strength  of  detail,  the  intricate  design  elements,  and  the  way  the  dies  impressed  themselves  on 
its  sleek  white  planchet.  Accompanying  the  clarity  is  the  coin’s  brilliance,  and  what  a  snow  white  elegant  specimen  it  is  for  an  1895  Morgan  dollar  rarity!  Silver, 
as  you  know,  is  one  of  the  most  highly  reflective  metals  in  existence,  capturing  none  of  the  colors  of  the  spectrum  but  instead  reflecting  back  the  whole  mass  that 
blends  together  to  form  white.  This  specimen,  untoned  and  original,  gleaming  and  fresh,  is  almost  whiter  than  white.  Leave  it,  then,  that  it  has  first-class  bril¬ 
liance.  Finally  comes  the  aesthetic  appeal,  and  here,  too,  a  coin  of  this  caliber  doesn’t  come  along  but  once  in  a  blue  moon!  The  coin  is  downright  gorgeous. 

Now  it  is  your  turn.  Bring  an  oxygen  bottle  with  you  for  bidding.  Inhale  deeply  from  it  and  then  hold  your  breath  while  your  bid  card  remains  firmly  in  the  air. 
Observe  the  nice  man  at  the  front  of  the  room  (see  how  he  smiles,  how  friendly  he  is),  as  he  calls  out  the  bids.  Don’t  let  him  overlook  you,  for  goodness  sake. 
The  truth  is,  once  this  desirable  1895  is  hammered  to  your  account,  you’ll  be  the  proud  owner  of  the  most  incredible  and  impressive  brilliant  specimen  of  its  date 
on  the  market  today!  (Housed  in  NGC  holder  1704391-001.) 
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the  reverse,  where  the  field  are  more  protected  by  the  “busy”  design  of  the 
eagle  and  wreath,  the  luster  expands  to  cover  nearly  nine-tenths  of  the  sur¬ 
face.  In  other  words,  a  coin  in  high  About  Uncirculated  grade;  a  well  struck 
example  of  this  elusive  New  Orleans  mint  date.  (Coin  in  Accugrade  MS60 
holder.)

Mintage  came  in  at 
1,01 1,000  with  by  far  the  majority  of  the  issue  well  circulated.  Bagmarked 
examples  can  be  had  for  a  price;  but  in  MS65  quality  the  collector  may  often 
have  a  long  wait  before  finding  an  acceptable  specimen. 
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1  he  Pattern  Half  Dollars  of  1877  —  A  Superb  Sampling 

Of  all  pattern  coins  that  have  been  collected  over  the  years,  no  single  dedicated  group  has  attained 
more  celebrity  or  recognition  than  the  half  dollars  of  1877.  In  this  incredible  year,  some  44  die  and 
metal  permutations  were  struck,  some  to  the  extent  of  just  a  single  coin,  others  to  the  extent  of  a 
handful,  but  none  in  any  magnitude.  As  a  consequence,  today  the  pattern  varieties  of  this  year  are 
Rarity-7  (4  to  12  known),  Rarity-8  (2  or  3),  or  unique  (just  1).  Possibly  fewer  than  200  pieces  are 
accounted  for  totally,  spread  over  the  44  known  varieties,  averaging  less  than  five  coins  per  variety! 

ho  go  with  the  mixture  of  sometimes  breath-taking  pattern  obverses  for  the  1877  half  dollars,  new 
reverses  were  made,  some  of  them  also  extremely  intricate.  Yet  none  of  the  patterns  employed  the 
regular  eagle  obverse  or  reverse  of  the  half  dollar  then  in  circulation. 

The  original  allocation  of  1877  pattern  halves  was  not  documented,  but  as  seems  likely  they  were 
never  offered  to  the  general  collector,  since  early  auction  cataloguers  knew  little  about  them.  They 
were  not  descrbed  in  the  literature  until  years  later,  when  William  H.  Woodin  and  Edgar  H.  Adams 
published  their  book  on  pattern  coinage  in  1913. 

There  are  enough  rarities  and  different  dies  to  tax  even  the  most  patient  and  well-heeled  numis¬ 
matist.  Our  offering  of  the  following  13  high-quality  specimens  of  1877  Pattern  half  dollar  brings 
to  the  auction  block  a  rare  opportunity  for  the  astute  buyer,  a  presentation  the  scale  of  which  out¬ 
ranks  almost  every  other  that  has  gone  before  and  is  on  a  par  with  the  famed  William  Sieck  col¬ 
lection  (sold  in  1981)  and  the  Harry  W.  Bass,  Jr.  group  (auctioned  in  1999).

This  remarkable  specimen  incorporates  George  T.  Morgan’s  design  as  used  the  following  year  on  his  silver  dollar.  The  1877  Morgan  half  dollars  were  the  prede¬ 
cessors  of  this  design,  it  may  be  by  necessity  than  by  choice.  When  the  new  silver  dollar  was  proposed  early  in  the  year  1878,  Morgan  acted  hastily  to  create  a 
design.  He  had  this  and  the  other  1877  pattern  half  dollars  from  the  year  before  as  his  models,  so  drew  upon  this  experience  and  utilized  his  earlier  design. 

The  obverse  displays  the  head  of  Liberty  modeled  after  Anna  Williams,  a  young  Philadelphia  schoolteacher  who  remained  unknown  until  her  identity  was  revealed 
in  an  article  in  a  Philadelphia  newspaper.  The  reverse  features  a  compact  eagle  on  a  shield  shaped  like  a  spade.  This  is  one  of  the  more  attractive  and  ornate  designs 
of  all  the  1877  pattern  half  dollar  designs.

relief  portions  which,  along  with  liberty  and  the  intricately  modeled  reverse  also  include  cameo  frost  on  stars,  date  digits  and  letters  in  the  legends.  Mostly  bril¬ 
liant  save  for  encirclement  of  lovely  amber-gold  patina  at  the  rims  on  either  side.  A  magnificent  coin! 

The  obverse  of  this  design  uses  George  T.  Morgan's  head  of  Liberty  as  preceding,’  the  same  motif  fount  its  way  onto  the  1 878  silver  dollar  the  next  year.  The 
reverse  with  small,  compact  eagle  displayed  on  a  spade-shaped  shield,  but  with  different  arrangement  than  the  preceding.  Just  four  to  five  specimens  believed  to  exist 
today,  this  is  the  finest  known  of  four  certified  by  NGC  and  PCGS.  (Holder  number  1669504-001 .)  The  large  and  varied  selection  of  patterns  coined  in  1877  con¬ 
sist  mostly  of  the  half  dollar  denomination.  Designs  are  attributed  to  George  Morgan  (employed  at  the  Mint  1876  to  1925,  one  of  the  longest,  most  illustrious 
careers  of  any  U.S.  Mint  engraver),  William  Barber  (father  of  Charles  E.  Barber  and  on  the  Mint’s  payroll  from  1869  to  1879),  and  Anthony  Paquet  (who  did 
odd  engraving  jobs  for  the  mint  as  early  as  1857-8  and  died  in  1882).  Many  of  the  half  dollar  patterns  coined  in  silver  have  weights  of  about  185  grains  rather 
than  192  grains.  The  reason  for  this  is  unknown.

IN  GOD  WE  TRUST  in  incuse  letters;  around  the  bad  is  a  laurel  wreath  tied  with  ribbon  below.  Another  of  the  extremely  rare  pieces  struck  in  silver.  In  the 
1 960s  and  early  1 970s,  advanced  Pattern  collector  Armand  Champa  was  only  able  to  trace  two  examples  of  Judd  1 506  half  dollars  in  the  price  records  up  to  that 
time  (five  sale  appearances  were  involved,  one  coin  having  sold  twice,  the  other  three  times).  Since  then,  the  Garrett  Collection  offered  a  piece,  bring  the  total  to 
three.  With  the  current  PCGS/NGC  population  of  two  this  agrees  with  the  Rarity-8  estimate  of  Pollock.  In  any  event  the  piece  must  surely  rank  as  a  major  rai 
ity.  Such  regular  issue  rarities  as  the  1885  trade  dollar  and  1894-S  dimes,  and  so  on,  are  seen  as  “common”  by  comparison!

the  William  Sieck  sale  of  1981,  although  one  was  offered  in  the  Harry  Bass,  Jr.  Collection  sale.  Part  1,  lot  1221 .  The  obverse  of  this  modified  Morgan  piece  shows 
his  head  of  Liberty  facing  left,  similar  to  the  preceding,  but  smaller  and  surrounded  by  a  beaded  circle.  The  date  1877  is  below  and  the  inscription  at  the  border 
reads  E  PLUR1BUS  UNUM  with  stops  between  the  words  and  flanked  by  stars  to  the  number  of  thirteen  for  the  thirteen  original  colonies.  The  reverse  poses  an 
eagle  with  raised  wings,  standing  on  a  scroll  inscribed  IN  GOD  WE  TRUST.  Behind  the  scroll  are  an  olive  branch  and  three  arrows.  Two  of  the  arrows  are  thun¬ 
derbolt  shaped.  This  design  is  surrounded  by  a  beaded  circle,  and  so  balancing  the  obverse  motif,  with  the  legend  UNITED  STATES  OF  AMERICA  above  and 
the  denomination  HALF  DOLLAR  below. 

This  particular  specimen  boasts  gorgeous  dar  iridescent  coloration  throughout  the  obverse  and  reverse  with  the  reverse  being  particularly  beautiful.  The  surfaces 
are  clearly  Gem  with  no  hairlines  or  marks  visible  to  the  naked  eye.  Of  all  pattern  coins  those  that  have  been  admired  the  most  are  the  illustrious  half  dollars  of 
1877.  In  this  single  year,  some  44  different  die  and  metal  combinations  were  produced,  several  perhaps  to  the  extent  of  only  a  single  coin,  others  to  the  extent  of 
a  handful,  but  rarely  in  quantity.  As  a  consequence,  today  any  and  all  pattern  varieties  of  this  year  are  Rarity-7  (seven  to  12  known),  Rarity-8  (two  or  three),  or 
unique  (just  one).  Possibly  fewer  than  200  specimens  are  known  totally,  dispersed  among  the  44  known  varieties,  or  an  average  of  fewer  than  five  coins  per  vari¬ 
ety!  Judd  1514  is  a  prime  example  in  that  there  are  only  six  coins  certified

The  fabulous  unique  Garrett  Collection  specimen  (Bowers  and  Ruddy,  Nov.  1979,  lot  386,  $25,000)  featuring 
deep  russet  brown  and  steel  blue  toning.  A  sharply  struck  Gem.  The  obverse  is  the  same  as  Judd  1514  and  Judd 
1516  with  George  T.  Morgan’s  Liberty  facing  left  within  a  beaded  circle.  The  reverse  displays  an  eagle  on  a  spade¬ 
shaped  shield,  holding  three  arrows  in  its  left  talon  and  an  olive  sprig  in  its  right.  The  shield  partially  overlies  a 
band  inscribed  IN  GOD  WE  TRUST.  The  shield  and  band  are  surrounded  by  a  laurel  wreath.  The  legend 
UNITED  STATES  OF  AMERICA  is  at  the  border  above,  and  the  denomination  HALF  DOLLAR  is  below. 
Neither  Bass,  Part  1  or  William  Sieck  had  this  Judd  specimen  as  part  of  its  holdings  of  famous  1877 patterns!  Pollock 
gives  the  coin’s  provenance  as  Cogan,  March  1883;  Bowers  and  Merena  (sic),  November  1979,  Garrett,  Lot  386, 
Proof  182.6  grains.  Being  unique,  it  is  the  only  certified  example  known.  NGC  serial  number  215324-003. 

As  is  related  in  the  biographies  of  engravers  given  in  the  introduction  to  the  Bass  Collection  patterns,  “the  young 
[Englishman]  George  T.  Morgan  came  to  Philadelphia  in  1876  at  the  request  of  Mint  Director  Henry  R.  Lin- 
derman.  The  director  was  no  admirer  of  the  work  of  the  incumbent  chief  engraver,  William  Barber,  who  had 
been  in  the  position  since  January  1869,  nor  did  he  appreciate  the  talents-such  as  they  were-of  Barber’s  assistant, 
his  son  Charles.  Thus,  he  sought  a  talented  engraver  from  the  other  side  of  the  Atlantic. 

“Upon  arrival  in  Philadelphia,  Morgan  was  greeted  with  less  than  enthusiasm  by  Chief  Engraver  Barber,  who 
protested  that  there  was  not  enough  room  in  the  Engraving  Department  for  Morgan  to  work.  I  hus,  he  was 
forced  to  secure  an  atelier  in  another  building.  Soon  after  coming  to  America,  the  immigrant  was  befriended  by 
well-known  Philadelphia  artist  Thomas  Eakins,  who  introduced  him  to  Anna  Willess  Williams,  a  young  kinder¬ 
garten  schoolteacher,  who  posed  for  him  in  the  same  year.  She  sat  several  times  lor  Morgan,  who  made  sketch¬ 
es  of  her  likeness. 

“In  the  next  year,  1877,  Miss  Williams’  portrait  was  translated  into  plaster  models,  and  then  into  dies.  The  half 
dollar  denomination  was  selected  as  the  medium,  for  reasons  that  are  understandable  when  viewed  in  context.'

Only  a  single  example  certified  by  either  grading  service  as  of  June  2003.  One  example  of  Judd- 1522  is  permanently  impounded,  and  traces  to  the  November  1 979 
sale  of  the  Garrett  specimen,  lot  387,  later  appearing  in  the  Bowers  and  Ruddy  July  1981  Sieck,  lot  237,  afterwards  to  the  Harry  W.  Bass,  Jr.  Research  Founda¬ 
tion,  183.8  grains,  die  alignment  360  degrees. 


According  to  the  author  of  the  Andrew  Pollock  standard  reference  of  Patterns,  “A  sketch,  attributed  to  Mint  engraver  George  T.  Morgan,  is  very  similar  to  the 
reverse  design  (see:  Numismatic  Art  in  America  by  Cornelius  Vermeule,  p.  74).  The  sketch  was  probably  prepared  as  a  study  by  which  the  aesthetic  quality  of  the 
design  could  be  evaluated  prior  to  the  preparation  of  pattern  coinage  dies.  It  may  have  been  one  of  the  two  sketches  which  accompanied  a  letter  from  Morgan  to 
Director  Linderman,  dated  February  26,  1877:  ‘Sir:  With  reference  to  your  letter  of  23rd  inst.  I  beg  to  enclose  two  rough  ideas  for  half  dollar  with  the  Eagle  on 
the  Shield.  I  think  they  introduction  of  the  wreath  would  give  a  richness  to  the  design  but  I  shall  be  glad  to  have  your  opinion.  .  .’”

The  small  B  on  the  bust  for  William 
Barber,  the  chief  engraver  at  the  mint  from  1869  when  I.ongacre  died  and  1879  when  Barber’s  son,  Charles,  was  appointed  to  the  post  upon  his  father’s  death. 
On  this  obverse  the  last  7  in  the  date  is  distant  from  the  denticles.  The  reverse  eagle  is  displayed  on  a  shield  with  an  olive  sprig  and  three  arrows.  The  shield  par¬ 
tially  overlaps  a  band  divided  into  four  quadrants,  with  the  mottoes  IN  GOD  WE  TRUST  and  E  PLURIBUS  UNUM  expressed  in  Gothic  letters.

by  William  Barber  featuring  the  head  of  Liberty  in  a  helmet  with  a  small  defiant  eagle  on  the  visor.  Under  a  magnifying  glass  the  details  of  this  obverse  are  indeed 
fascinating!  Reverse  shows  a  small  eagle  displayed  on  a  shield  around  which  a  broad  band  ornamented  with  scroll  work  and  dots  and  divided  into  four  sections. 
Just  three  specimens  were  traced  by  Armand  Champa  in  the  1960s  and  early  1970s,  and,  confirming  that  it  is  a  great  rarity,  just  three  examples  certified  by  NGC 
and  PCGS  as  of  June  2003. 

This  black-on-white  Cameo  example  exudes  the  freshness  of  a  Proof  coin  struck  perhaps  25  years  ago,  let  alone  125  years  ago!  The  fields  are  mark  free  and  void 
of 1  milk)'  discoloration  —  as  indeed  they  should  be  given  the  Proof  66  Cameo  designation  —  but  which  is  neverthless  present  on  so  many  of  the  Proof  coins  of 
this  era.  There  is  what  appears  to  be  a  long  hairline  from  the  first  star  to  Miss  Liberty’s  nose,  however,  it  is  most  certainly  the  NGC  holder  that  is  scratched  and 
not  the  coin!  Although  George  T.  Morgan’s  head  of  Liberty  comprised  the  majority  of  1877  pattern  varieties,  William  Barber  (chief  engraver,  1869-79)  had  his 
own  entries:  The  first  was  not  particularly  original,  but  an  adaptation  of  his  so-called  Sailor  Head  used  earlier  in  the  decade  on  pattern  20-cent  pieces.  Still  anoth¬ 
er  design  that  is  not  signed,  but  which  is  attributed  by  Andrew  Pollock  to  Barber  is  quite  extraordinary,  and  depicts  Liberty  in  a  Roman-style  crested  helmet,  com¬ 
plete  with  fringe  at  the  top.  The  helmet  is  engraved,  and  includes  in  relief  the  depiction  of  an  eagle.  Examined  under  magnification,  the  whole  assembly  is  intri¬ 
cate  and  inspires  awe  in  any  collector.  This  was  one  of  the  most  popular  designs  because  of  its  intricacy.  Barber  had  borrowed  the  eagle-on-helmet  from  a  sketch 
done  decades  earlier  by  Christian  Gobrecht,  it  seems,  and  uses  it  to  masterful  effect  on  this  Judd  1526  example.

The  eagle  grasps  an  olive 
branch  in  its  right  talon  and  a  bundle  of  arrows  in  its  left.  The  motto  E  PLURIBUS  UNUM  is  over  the  eagle’s  head.  The  legend  UNITED  STATES  OF  AMER¬ 
ICA  and  the  denomination  HALF  DOLLAR  are  at  the  border,  above  and  below  respectively.  Extremely  rare ,  just  five  specimens  traced  by  Armand  Champa,  with

Note:  This  reverse  was  used  on  Judd  1501  and  Judd  1502  as  well.  Although  Pollock  and  others  attribute  this  obverse  to  William  Barber,  researcher  Harrv  W 
Bass,  Jr.  cataloger  offers  this  supposition:  “It  could  be  Barber’s  work,  and  perhaps  the  style  of  the  diadem  reflects  this.  On  the  other  hand,  the  intricacies  of  the 
helmet  and  the  generally  uncluttered  appearance  of  the  die  are  more  like  Morgan’s  work.  Per  contra,  the  date  1877  seems  to  be  ever  so  slightly  to  the  right,  not 
quite  centered,  and  this  would  be  more  indicative  of  Barber.  The  jury  seems  to  be  out  on  this  one.  The  entire  concept  may  have  been  borrowed  from  a  sketch 
by  Christian  Gobrecht,  mentioned  in  the  introduction  to  the  pattern  section.  Regardless  of  its  authorship,  the  die  has  always  been  a  showpiece  among  1877 
half  dollars-a  ‘must  have’  item.

A  new  obverse  occurs  here  in  which  the  head  of  Liberty  faces  left,  with  the  motto  IN  GOD  WE ’TRUST  above 
and  the  date  1877  below.  Liberty  is  wearing  a  coronet  inscribed  LIBERTY  in  raised  letters.  The  coronet  is  dec¬ 
orated  with  wheat  ears,  cotton  leaves  and  bolls.  There  are  13  stars  at  the  border,  arranged  seven  left  and  six  right. 
Reverse  with  an  eagle’s  standing  on  a  tablet  inscribed  E  PLURIBUS  UNUM,  its  wings  spread.  The  eagle  holds 
an  olive  branch  in  its  right  claw  and  three  arrows  in  its  left.

The  motto  E  PLURIBUS  UNUM  is  in  the  field  above  the 
eagle.  The  legend  UNITED  STATES  OF  AMERICA  is  above  and  the  denomination,  HALF  DOLLAR,  is  below.  The  proportions  of  the  eagle  and  its  olive 
branch,  etc.,  seem  to  be  somewhat  irregular,  according  to  the  Bass  Foundation,  “marking  this  as  an  excellent  candidate  for  the  hand  of  William  Barber  or,  per¬ 
haps,  his  son  Charles.  As  noted  earlier,  the  lack  of  local  talent  prompted  Mint  Director  Henry  R.  Linderman  to  bring  George  T.  Morgan  to  Philadelphia  from 
England  in  1876.”  Only  two  Judd  1535  examples  certified  as  of  June  2003;  one  impounded,  ex  Byron  Reed,  in  the  Western  Heritage  Museum.  This  traces  to 
either  the  Harry  W.  Bass,  Jr.  sale  or  the  Garrett  collection.

with  13  stars  around  and  the  date,  1877,  below.  She  is  wearing  a  coronet  inscribed  LIBERTY  with  a  star  at  the  point.  Her  hair  is  tied  in  a  bun  behind  her  neck. 
This  variety  has  the  tip  of  the  bust  point  left  of  the  digit  1.  The  date  positions  were  first  identified  by  Harry  Bass.  All  examples  of  this  sub-variety  of  P-1  "’1 1  have 
the  obverse  die  cracked  through  the  date  and  stars  one  to  five.  The  other  sub-variety  has  the  obverse  die  perfect.  An  example  in  copper,  part  of  the  Morris  Evans 
Collection,  Lot  2094,  is  from  the  first  obverse  die  with  the  die  crack  visible.  Copper  impressions  from  the  second  obverse  die  have  not  been  identified.  A  total  of 
four  Judd  1540  pattern  halves  certified  by  PCGS  and  NGC  as  of  June  2003.  This  coin  appears  to  be  struck  in  moderately  high  relief  giving  the  portrait  of  Miss 
Liberty  a  cameo  effect  reminiscent  of  the  very  best  in  medallion  portraiture.  The  fields  are  covered  in  gun  metal  blue  and  lavender  “hazy"  toning  which  is  quite 
attractive  by  virtue  of  the  main  devices  retaining  a  strong  silver,  frosted  appearance.

Plain  Edge.  NGC  graded  Proof  65.  Mule  of  the  1850  annular  Cent  reverse 
and  the  1853  wreath  cent  reverse.  Rarity-8,  with  only  2  graded!  The  demand 
for  a  smaller  cent  encouraged  the  Mint  to  experiment  with  various  alloys  and 
smaller  formats  in  1853.  The  Mint  director,  in  a  letter  dated  January  17, 
1854,  explained  that  the  pattern  cents  struck  in  1853  were  not  designed  to 
exhibit  the  size,  design  or  form  of  a  new  cent  coin,  but  to  show  how  clear  an 
impression  the  alloy  would  receive  in  coinage  and  to  exhibit  the  color  and 
other  physical  properties  of  the  German  Silver  metal,  a  composition  of  nick¬ 
el,  copper,  and  zinc. 


471  1854  Pattern  Cent.  Judd-164  Original,  Pollock-189.  Copper  or  Bronze. 

Plain  Edge.  PCGS  graded  Proof  65.  Brown.  Ex  Benson  Collection.  Deep 
steel  brown  with  medium  gray  around  the  devices.  Firmly  struck  and  eye¬ 
catching  in  its  design  and  original  conception. 

On  April  3,  1854,  Mint  Director  Snowden  proposed  to  the  Secretary  of  the 
Treasury  that  the  copper  coins  be  reduced  in  weight.  He  had  concluded  that 
it  was  the  government’s  stamp  on  the  coins  and  not  their  intrinsic  value  that 
made  them  circulate.  The  bulk  resulting  from  maintaining  their  intrinsic 
value  was  a  hindrance  to  their  use. 

Snowden  therefore  directed  the  preparation  of  a  cent  weighing  100  grains  in 
copper,  and  one  of  96  grains  in  French  bronze;  copper  95%,  tin  4%,  zinc 
1%.  These  were  struck  using  two  obverse  dies,  the  Liberty  head  and  the  fly¬ 
ing  eagle,  and  two  reverse  dies  with  different  wreaths. 

1858  Pattern  Cent.  Judd-208,  Pollock-253.  Copper-Nickel.  Plain  Edge. 
NGC  graded  Proof  63.  Famous  “transitional"  Indian  cent  with  everything 
identical  in  design  to  the  1859  cents  but  dated  1858.  The  laurel  reverse  was 
used  only  in  1859  on  the  regular  coins.

graded  Mint  State  67.  Superb!  Only  two  certified  by  the  grading  services! 
The  three  experimental  compositions  used  to  strike  these  pieces  used  a  com¬ 
bination  of  copper  and  aluminum  in  varying  ratios.  Judd  observes  that  it  is 
difficult  to  properly  identify  some  of  the  pieces  struck  from  these  alloys, 
because  although  the  composition  of  the  alloy  may  be  surmised  from  the 
weight  and  color,  the  exact  composition  cannot  be  determined  without  dam¬ 
aging  the  coin.  For  this  apparent  reason,  Pollock  lumps  together  Judds  353, 
354,  and  355.  After  all  the  experimentation  with  copper-aluminum,  copper- 
nickel,  etc.,  the  mint  finally  settled  on  95%  copper,  4%  tin  and  1%  zinc,  also 
known  as  French  bronze,  as  an  acceptable  compromise  for  America’s  one-cent 
and  two-cent  pieces.  This  extremely  rare  1864  Pattern  uses  the  otherwise 
identical  dies  for  striking  regular  issue  Indian  cents.  (PCGS  serial  number 
7206365.)

These  are  the  facts, 
not  suppositions:  1)  Rarity-8,  only  2  or  3  known.  2)  Total  of  two  graded.  3) 
Highest  one  graded.  4)  Rarer  than  the  bronze  1864-L  Proofs  of  which  see 
description  of  a  recent  sale  below. 

Possibly  the  coin  from  the  famed  Judd  collection,  certainly  in  the  forefront 
for  being  the  finest  known;  this  extremely  rare  Pattern  uses  the  obverse  and 
reverse  dies  from  the  regular-issue  1 864  Indian  cents  of  the  type  having  James 
Longacre’s  “L”  initial  on  the  Indian  princess’s  hair  ribbon.  One  researchers 
suggests  that  two  different  obverses  were  employed  to  produce  the  varieties 
struck  in  copper-nickel,  nickel,  oroide,  and  aluminum.  The  present  offering 
appears  to  be  Obverse  1  in  which  the  bust  point  extends  to  the  left  of  the  1 
in  the  date.  The  tip  of  the  ribbon,  with  four  diamonds,  points  over  the  6  in 
the  date  (see  Pollock,  p.  124). 

With  a  bronze  Proof  64  red  1 864-L  Indian  cent  recently  going  for  $149,500 
in  a  Heritage  auction,  this  Rarity-8  aluminum  strike  should  be  viewed 
accordingly.  Any  serious  Pattern  buyer  will  want  to  participate  in  possibly 
creating  a  record  sale  price  for  Judd-361,  since  the  ownership  of  this  remark¬ 
able  coin  —  which,  by  the  way  is  in  phenomenal  condition  —  puts  the  pos¬ 
sessor  in  a  league  all  his  own!  An  virtual  unheard-of  opportunity  for  the  spe¬ 
cialist!  Coin  is  housed  in  NGC  holder  1721495-001.

Plain  Edge.  PCGS  graded  Proof  65.  Red.  Full,  glowing  color  and  highly 
mirrored  surface  makes  this  a  resplendent  example,  the  fields  being  smooth 
and  glassy,  the  devices  sharp  with  relief  as  though  cut  by  a  laser  beam!  This 
desirable  Type  is  configured  with  a  Liberty  head  facing  left  within  a  circle  of 
13  stars  around  and  the  date  1863  below.  The  head  is  similar  to  the  one 
employed  on  large  cents  circa  1843-1857.  For  the  reverse,  the  denomination 
3  CENTS  in  a  laurel  wreath,  with  the  legend  UNITED  STATES  OF 
AMERICA  around.  This  wreath  reappears  nearly  eighty  years  later  on  the 
experimental  “cents”  of  1942! 

According  to  Andrew  Pollock’s  reference,  “because  of  interest  in  the  possible 
coinage  of  bronze  three-cent  pieces,  Mint  Director  Pollock  [no  relation!]  had 
strikings  from  these  dies  prepared  to  give  government  officials  the  opportu¬ 
nity  to  evaluate  the  size  and  weight  of  the  proposed  denomination.  These 
would  have  weighed  144  grains,  based  on  the  suggested  standard  of  48  grains 
for  the  bronze  Indian  cent.

Edge.  NGC  graded  Proof  64.  Cameo.  Light  nickel-gray  toning  haze.  Found 
on  both  thick  and  thin  planchet  strikings,  weight  range  from  a  low  of  43.9 
to  a  high  of  46.2  grains.  This  has  360  degree  alignment.  Sharply  struck  and 
featuring  two-tone  contrast  between  devices  and  mirror-field.  A  scarce  exam¬ 
ple  of  this  type,  similar  to  the  design  used  to  coin  regular-issue  three-cent 
pieces.

Walter  Breen  in  an  arti¬ 
cle  on  transitional  patterns  wrote  that  both  the  nickel  and  copper  impressions 
of  Judd-416  and  417  “have  the  same  reverse  die  (light  double  punching  at 
left  edge  of  5,  plain  center  dot)  as  used  on  all  regular  proofs  of  1866.  This 
tends  to  confirm  in  my  mind  its  status  as  a  true  prototype.”  Plenty  of  mint 
color  still  adheres  to  the  delicate  proof-smooth  fields  and  razor-sharp  devices, 
making  this  a  remarkable  opportunity  for  the  specialized  collector  or  sophis¬ 
ticated  investor  who  wants  a  little  something  extra  to  spice  up  a  portfolio  of 
rare  coins.  (NGC  serial  number  61541 1-019).  1 1  graded.

graded  Proof  65.  Ultra  Cameo.  Deep  watery  black  fields  from  the  superb 
reflection  contrasted  by  stark  beautiful  white  frost  on  the  devices.  A  magnif¬ 
icent  specimen!

NGC  graded  Proof  66.  Brown.  Smooth  glassy  finish  in  the  fields,  the  color 
deep  steel  brown  with  delectable  purple  and  blue  accents  when  the  coin  is 
held  just  right.  A  coin  like  this  makes  a  fashionable  statement  in  any  numis¬ 
matist’s  holdings!

Usual  nickel  five-cent  coinage 
of  1883  was  75%  copper  and  25%  nickel.  This  pattern  uses  an  experimental

tinued.  The  net  effect  of  this?  Nothing.  The  mint  stuck  with  the  traditional 
“nickel”  alloy  and  uses  it  to  this  day!

Plain  Edge.  Brilliant  Proof  63.  Minor  corrosion  on  reverse,  as  often  occurs 
with  these  interesting  pieces.  The  obverse  has  a  shield  with  13  stripes  and  the 
motto  E  PLURIBUS  UNUM  separated  by  stops  above.  Behind  the  shield  are 
two  crossed  poles  bearing  a  liberty  cap  and  a  diminutive  eagle.  A  scroll  pass¬ 
ing  in  front  of  the  shield  is  inscribed  LIBERTY.  The  denomination  5 
CENTS  is  centered  within  a  curved  olive  spring.  Both  sides  have  a  beaded 
border  in  place  of  the  usual  rim-with-denticles.

Reeded  Edge.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  64.  This  unusual  strike  of  the  reg¬ 
ular  1876-CC  obverse  and  reverse  dies  on  a  nickel  planchet  is  not  listed  in 
Davis,  Adams- Woodin,  or  Judd,  but  did  receive  Pollocks  designation  as 
#  1 602  in  his  recent  reference  on  this  important  series  of  United  States  coins. 
Struck  in  nickel  and  bearing  a  reeded  edge  as  on  the  regular  issue  1876-CC 
dimes,  the  devices  are  justifiably  weak  since  the  normal  silver-copper  alloy 
used  on  production  pieces  is  much  softer  than  the  experimental  nickel  (per¬ 
haps  nickel-copper?)  alloy  used  on  this  unique  Pattern.  As  seems  likely,  the 
mint  pressman  failed  to  account  for  the  difference  in  hardness  when  adjust¬ 
ing  his  equipment.  Similar,  possibly  Rarity-8,  examples  of  this  1876-CC  date 
struck  on  copper  planchets  are  known,  one  of  which  appeared  in  Bowers  and 
Ruddy’s  1982  Rare  Coin  Review.  The  present  unique  nickel  specimen  is  from 
the  G.  D.  Woodside,  1892  sale,  Lot  318;  Wayte  Raymond  February  1942 
sale;  and  Olsen,  Lot  372A.  It  is  a  landmark  offering  in  the  series  and  should 
elicit  a  lot  of  attention  for  its  unique  characteristics  as  a  Carson  City  branch 
mint  Pattern  issue!

A  fas¬ 
cinating  design  and  an  incredibly  beautiful  specimen  of  this  design  by 
Charles  E.  Barber.  Surfaces  are  immaculate,  as  the  Proof  68  grade  suggests; 
the  devices  100%  bold  and  frosted  against  mirror-deep  reflectiveness.  A 
toned  specimen,  both  sides  are  lovingly  enveloped  in  deep  antique  gray-blue 
iridescence  with  suggestions  of  gold  and  purple-magenta.  A  stunning  coin  in 
this  beautiful  condition.  (NGC  serial  number  919576-007.) 

The  Charles  Barber  “Washlady”  series  of  patterns  consists  of  the  following 
denominations:  Dime,  Quarter,  Half,  and  Silver  Dollar.  Liberty  faces  left, 
with  the  legend  around  and  the  date  below.  Her  hair  band  is  inscribed  LIB¬ 
ERTY.  The  band  itself  is  ornamented  with  ears  of  wheat,  cotton  leaves  and 
bolls.  For  the  reverse.  Barber  chose  a  simple  yet  balanced  concept:  the 
denomination  ONE  DIME  within  a  circle  of  dots.  Around  this  circle  is  a 
wreath  of  wheat  and  cotton.  The  motto  E  PLURIBUS  LINLJM  is  inscribed 
within  an  ornamental  cartouche  above.  The  “Washlady”  nickname  is  men¬ 
tioned  as  early  as  the  Adams-Woodin  pattern  reference  (c.  1913).

This  exquisite  specimen  is  the  only  1916  pattern  dime  graded  by  PCGS  or  NGC  of  the  various  types.  Listed  by  Bow¬ 
ers  in  his  forthcoming  8th  edition  Judd  book  as  unique,  it  is  without  question  the  most  famous  of  the  1916  pat¬ 
terns  for  the  proposed  Mercury  dime.  In  recent  years  some  have  expressed  surprise  that  when  a  new  specimen 
of  a  1916  Pattern  is  discovered  it  is  usually  worn,  unlike  the  present  specimen  —  worn,  and  also  quite  contrary 
to  what  one  expects  of  a  Pattern.  The  fact  is  that  these  patterns  so  closely  resembled  the  regular  issue,  according 
to  Judd,  “that  they  were  put  into  circulation  by  one  owner  after  another.  It  seems  obvious  that  there  are  proba¬ 
bly  six  or  more  different  varieties  with  about  a  dozen  specimens  known  overall.  The  surfaces  are  lustrous  under¬ 
neath  natural  russet-gray  variegated  toning.  The  patina  is  even  over  both  surfaces  and  is  free  of  marks  or  the  car¬ 
bon  spots. 

This  unique  Judd- 1984  (old  Judd  1794A)  variety  prominently  displays  the  designer’s  initial  “W”  on  the  obverse 
and  larger  fasces  on  the  reverse  in  addition  to  other  minor  differences.  Housed  in  an  earlier-style  PCGS  holder 
withh  green  tag  (circa  1997-1998). 

A.  A.  Weinman  designed  the  dimes  and  half  dollars  of  1916.  The  obverse  of  the  dime  displays  a  winged  head  of  Liberty 
derived  from  the  denarii  of  Ancient  Rome.  The  designer  explained  that  “the  wings  crowning  her  cap  of  Liberty  are  intend¬ 
ed  to  symbolize  liberty  of  thought.”  He  selected  “the  fasces  and  olive  branch  to  symbolize  the  strength  which  lies  in  unit)', 
while  the  battle-ax  stands  for  preparedness  to  defend  the  union.  The  branch  of  olive  is  symbolical  of  our  love  of  peace. 

Only  a  single  example  is  known,  ex  Newcomer,  Raymond,  58  ANA,  Bareford-Stacks  10/81,  Hayes-Stacks  10/85,  Auction  88  and  is  the 
illustrated  example  on  www.  uspatterncoins.  com  s  website,  an  authoritative  source  for  information  on  all  of  America's  pattern  coins  in 
addition  to  the  Judd  and  Pollock  references. 
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491 A  1875  Pattern  Twenty-cent  Piece.  Judd-1393,  Pollock-1536.  Rarity-7. 
Copper.  Plain  Edge.  PCGS  graded  Proof  64.  Red  and  Brown.  A  splendid 
composition  for  a  Pattern  twenty-cent  piece,  the  obverse  bears  William  Bar¬ 
ber’s  intriguing  “Sailor  Head”  Liberty  wearing  a  high-pointed  coronet.  Sim¬ 
ilar  motifs  appeared  on  1875-dated  pattern  half  eagles  and  eagles,  the  1876 
pattern  dollars,  and  1877  pattern  dimes,  quarters,  and  half  dollars.  In  a  way, 
th  is  design  resembles  the  portrait  on  the  “Young  Head”  Queen  Victoria 
coinage.  Reverse  has  a  shield  with  the  numeral  20  incused  at  its  center.  Rays 
emanate  from  the  top  of  the  shield,  and  arrows  and  olive  sprigs  are  crossed  at 
its  base.  A  popular  (and  rare)  type  - —  popular,  partly  because  it  is  rare,  and 
again  for  the  pleasing  design.  This  well  struck  Proof  replete  with  deep  mint 
red  color  interspersed  with  blue-brown  to  purple-brown  shades.  A  minor 
dappled  effect  on  the  portrait  due  to  the  toning.  Only  seven  certified.

per.  Plain  Edge.  PCGS  graded  Proof  64.  BN  T  here  is  a  tiny  pit  in  the  field 
in  the  V  made  by  the  pole  and  Liberty’s  arm,  no  doubt  mint-originated.  Fully 
struck  and  decidedly  beautiful  because  of  the  deep  steel  brown  color,  this 
design  by  Barber  (William,  the  father,  not  Charles,  the  younger)  was  paired 
with  the  STANDARD  reverse  wreath  of  cotton  and  corn.  Just  14  graded.

Lovely  purple-gold¬ 
en  to  blue  toning  at  the  rims,  sleek  mirrors  and  astoundingly  beautiful  frost¬ 
ed  devices.  Charles  Barber's  eagle  has  spread  wings  holding  an  olive  branch 
in  its  right  talon  and  three  long  slender  arrows  in  its  left.  The  arrows  and 
branch  extend  behind  the  eagle’s  wings. 

Although  the  new  silver  dollar  had  been  accepted  the  year  before  Charles  E. 
Barber  submitted  his  “Washlady”  design  not  only  for  the  dollar  but  for  the 
half  dollar,  quarter  dollar  and  dime.  (NGC  serial  number  239681-004.)

A  well  toned  example  of  this  early  issue, 
the  surface  deep  smoke-gray  color  with  colorful  iridescent  undertones  (pur¬ 
ple,  gold,  blue).  Needle-sharp  detail  on  the  eagle  is  unusual  for  this  pattern, 
but  that  is  what  one  sees  here!  Liberty’s  curling  waves  of  hair  are  also  sharply 
impressed  by  the  dies. 

In  accordance  with  Mint  Director  Robert  Patterson’s  plan  to  have  the  entire 
U.S.  coinage  redesigned,  an  extensive  series  of  half  dollar  patterns  was  pro¬ 
duced  in  1838.  Most  of  the  dies  were  engraved  by  Christian  Gobrecht.  Judd- 
72  is  a  popular  Type,  with  originals  Rarity-7  and  weighing  206  grains  (the 
current  standard),  restrikes  Rarity-5  on  lighter,  192-grain  planchets,  the 
statutory  weight  for  half  dollars  issued  after  February  1853..

Not  only  is  this  one  of 
only  2  specimens  graded,  but  it  is  in  outstanding  condition,  with  fields 
smooth  as  glass  and  the  figure  of  Liberty  so  sharp  you  could  cut  just  rubbing 
your  thumb  along  the  edge  of  the  coin  (fortunately  the  NGC  holder  pre¬ 
cludes  this).  On  the  reverse,  the  center  feathers  of  the  eagle  are  rounded  but 
not  exactly  flat  as  on  some  of  the  known  pieces  in  silver  and  copper.  The 
obverse  design  is  Christian  Gobrecht’s  famous  Liberty  seated  on  a  rock  hold¬ 
ing  a  shield  with  a  scroll  inscribed  LIBERTY  in  incuse  letters.  This  design  is 
similar  to  the  type  adopted  on  the  1839  half  dollars  having  “no  drapery” 
beneath  the  crook  of  the  elbow.  There  are  minor  differences  in  the  designs, 
including  the  shape  of  the  rock,  the  spacing  of  the  stars,  the  arrangement  of 
the  drapery,  and  the  width  of  the  stripes  in  the  shield.  For  the  reverse,  the 
artist  used  an  upright  eagle  with  wings  extended  holding  an  olive  branch  and 
four  arrows.  Both  dies  are  attributed  to  Christian  Gobrecht.  A  sketch  of  his 
illustrating  the  reverse  design  is  featured  in  Elvira  Clain-Stefanelli’s  article 
“From  the  Drawing  board  of  a  Coin-Engraver,”  1991  ANA  Centennial 
Anthology,  p.  94,  fig.  39. 

Comparison  of  the  photograph  with  this  coin  reveals  this  to  be  the  Auction 
‘81  specimen,  lot  315,  as  described  in  Pollock  under  subhead  (1)  on  page  37 
of  the  reference:  “a  preponderance  of  original  mint  orange,  just  starting  to 
fade  into  very  light  brown.”  (Now  housed  in  NGC  holder  186066-003.) 


HIGH  GRADE  LONGACRE-INSPIRED  1839  HALF

Reeded  Edge.  NGC  graded  Proof  66.  Brown.  Mint  engraver  James  Lon- 
gacre  prepared  dies  for  the  half  dime  and  dime  and  half  dollar  patterns  with 
three  different  reverses  using  a  “cereal”  wreath.  However,  the  wreath  was 
adopted  for  only  the  half  dime  and  dime.  Pieces  struck  combining  this 
reverse  with  the  regular  obverse  dies  of  1859  are  transitional  muling  because 
UNITED  STATES  OF  AMERICA  does  not  appear  on  either  side.  Only 
seven  graded. 

At  this  time,  Anthony  Paquet  made  patterns  for  the  double  eagle  and  half 
dollar  and  a  new  reverse  die  for  the  quarter  dollar.  The  Paquet  and  the  three 
Longacre  pattern  half  dollars  were  sold  as  sets  by  the  Mint.  Many  mule  half 
dollars  were  made  by  combining  the  designs  of  Longacre  and  Paquet,  with 
this  glossy  brown  Judd-246  being  a  prime  rarity  and  example!

Delicate  lavender-gold  toning  in  areas  close  to  the 
rim  on  both  sides  extends  with  fading  light  into  the  centers,  where  the  silvers' 
elegance  takes  over.  This  coin  quickly  draws  you  to  its  intriguing  design.  Lib¬ 
erty  is  seated  facing  left,  with  13  stars  around  and  the  date  1872  below.  Her 
right  hand  rests  on  the  head  of  an  eagle  which  is  standing  with  spread  wings 
behind  her.  A  sword  is  in  her  left  hand,  and  her  left  arm  rests  upon  a  shield.

In  short,  it  is  an  amazing  coin:  bold 
throughout,  as  is  the  way  with  James  Longacre’s  alluring  Indian  princess 
design.  The  reverse  uses  the  type  to  coin  regular-issue  seated  silver  dollars.

Longacre’s  purpose  with  this  motif  is  to  express  a  representation  of  America, 
by  a  female  figure,  in  aboriginal  costume,  seated,  contemplating  one  of  the 
usual  emblems  of  liberty,  elevated  on  a  spear,  which  she  holds  in  her  right 
hand;  her  left  hand  resting  on  a  globe,  representing  the  western  hemisphere.

PLURISUB  UNUM  interspersed  with  13  stars  around  and  the  date  1879 
below.  Liberty’s  hair  is  combed  straight  back  and  tied  with  a  ribbon,  a  hair 
band  crossing  the  top  of  her  head  is  inscribed  LIBERTY.  A  string  of  pearls  is 
around  Liberty’s  neck.  On  the  reverse,  Morgan  chose  his  “defiant”  eagle,  first 
used  on  one  of  his  1877  pattern  half  dollars.  The  eagle  faces  left,  standing  on 
a  wide  scroll  having  the  motto  IN  GOD  WE  TRUST.  Behind  the  scroll  are 
an  olive  branch  and  three  arrows.  At  the  border  above  is  the  legend  UNIT  - 
ED  STATES  OF  AMERICA  and  below  the  denomination  ONE  DOLLAR. 
Researchers  trace  the  “Schoolgirl”  term  back  to  New  York  Coin  &  Stamp 
Company’s  Doughty  Collection  sale  of  April  1891.  It  is  possible  that  the 
name  was  conceived  by  Harlan  P.  Smith  or  David  Proskey,  early  American 
numismatists.  Only  six  certified.

The  top  surfaces  of  the  date,  if  viewed  at  an  angle,  are  slightly  shallower 
at  the  center  than  at  the  top  and  bottom,  indicating  that  either  the  punch 
had  a  dished  configuration  or,  more  likely,  the  logotype  was  “rocked" 
when  it  was  entered  into  the  die;  comparison  of  other  $20  pieces  using 
this  logotype  would  answer  the  question.

1854  Type  2.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  65.  A  blaze  of  luster  greet  the  eye  when  you  first  view  this  handsome  Gold  Dollar  of  the  Type  2  design.  The  mint  frost 
leaves  a  strong  impression  on  the  mind  since  it  exhibits  warm  golden  orange  color  and  is  smooth  and  satiny  from  top  to  bottom.  Many  of  this  issue  were  han¬ 
dled  or  mishandled,  leaving  behind  only  a  handful  of  first-rate  gems.  PCGS  has  done  its  job  and  deserves  a  compliment  for  the  way  it  graded  this  on  the  con¬ 
servative  side.  All  strike  elements  are  bold:  the  date,  the  wreath,  Liberty’s  hair  and  headdress,  the  rims  on  both  sides  and  the  denticles  as  well. 

The  Indian  small  head  gold  dollar  —  second  of  three  circulating  U.S.  gold  coins  of  this  denomination  —  was  short-lived.  Fabrication  of  the  coin,  designed  by 
Chief  Mint  Engraver  James  Barton  Longacre,  was  carried  out  over  just  three  calendar  years:  1854,  1855  and  1856.  The  mintage  for  circulation  totaled  1,752,219 
pi  ;  es  split  between  five  production  facilities:  Philadelphia  (no  mint  mark),  San  Francisco  (S  mint  mark),  New  Orleans,  (O  mint  mark),  Dahlonega,  Georgia  (D 
mint  mark),  and  Charlotte,  North  Carolina  (C  mint  mark).  The  mint  mark  is  positioned  on  the  coirn's  reverse,  below  the  wreath.  Very  few  Gems  survive,  very 
few  indeed.  Collectors  train  themselves  to  know  this.  So  when  such  a  coin  as  this  gem  MS65  1854  presents  itself,  the  result  often  surprises  many  in  the  room! 
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530  1854  Type  2.  Luster  and  Detail  of  Mint  State  64,  Net  Mint  State  62.  Rim 

Flaw.  At  2  o’clock  on  the  obverse  (and  corresponding  5  o’clock  on  the 
reverse),  a  minor  pinch  in  the  metal  occurred,  slightly  affecting  the  denticles. 
Value  of  MS62  as  it  is  frosty  and  choice.  Scarce  Type  2  “Indian”  design  with 
small  Liberty  head  who  the  engraver,  Longacre,  adorned  with  a  fashionable 
feathered  headdress  like  an  Indian  war  bonnet. 


531  1854  Type  2.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  62.  Middle-grade  of  “choice”  fea¬ 

turing  dusky  toning,  frost  throughout,  a  decidedly  sharp  strike.  Interesting¬ 
ly,  there  is  a  faint  ghost  of  Liberty’s  portrait  within  the  wreath,  a  natural  result 
when  the  dies  clashing  together  and  injuring  themselves  slightly.

luster  glowing  with  frost.  Centers  are  much  better  than  average  for  this  Type, 
with  Liberty’s  hair  clearly  defined,  the  feathered  headdress  impressive  in  its 
detail,  and  most  of  the  date  clear,  having  only  the  tops  of  the  18  weak. 

The  diameter  of  the  gold  dollars  was  expanded  from  13  millimeters  for  the 
Coronet  head  to  14.86  mm  for  the  Indian  head.  The  first  examples  of  the 
new  dollar  were  struck  beginning  in  August  1854.  The  weight  remained  at 
1.67  grams  and  the  purity  at  90  percent  gold,  10  percent  copper  and  silver. 
The  head  of  the  Indian  maiden  was  made  narrower,  and  in  a  relief  that  was 
above  what  was  usual  (which,  it  soon  turned  out,  was  a  mistake).  The  obverse 
displayed  the  statutory  words  UNITED  STATES  OF  AMERICA  replacing 
the  13  six-pointed  stars.  According  to  Breen,  the  head  of  the  Indian  princess 
with  plumed  headdress  did  not  represent  any  actual  Native  American.  “Lon¬ 
gacre  used  this  head  in  over  a  dozen  different  contexts,  altering  headdress 
according  to  fancy.  It  first  appears  on  the  gold  dollar  and  double  eagle  of 
1849,  then  on  the  $3,  later  on  the  elndian  head!  cent,  still  later  on  the  1865 
nickel  3c  and  a  variety  of  pattern  5c  coins,  finally  on  the  pattern  eagles  of 
1868  only  a  few  short  months  before  Longacrels  death.” 


OUTSTANDING  MINT  STATE 
1855  TYPE  2  GOLD  DOLLAR 


532  1 855  Type  2.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  64.  Premium  Quality.  High  on  the 

staff  of  the  grading  scale,  a  coin  whose  beauty  and  frostiness  puts  it  in  the 
vicinity  of  MS65  quality.  Liberty’s  hair  is  amazing  for  its  depth  and  detail. 
The  headdress  follows  along  by  being  just  as  crisp,  just  as  attractive.  As  far  as 
the  wreath  goes,  it  too  shows  a  full  blow  from  the  dies,  with  only  the  top  edge 
of  1 8  in  the  date  weak.  Luster  frost  is  found  everyplace,  from  the  open  spaces 
to  the  curve  of  the  cheek.  A  very  high  grade  for  this  Indian  head  type.  The 
small  head  of  Liberty  appears  only  in  1854-56;  later  issues  were  redesigned 
by  mint  engraver  Longacre.  The  head  on  1856-89  is  much  larger,  that  is, 
wider  and  taller,  as  well  as  in  lower  relief  to  improve  strike.

with  only  minor  limitations  in  the  detail  of  the  date,  plus  original  satiny 
organ-gold  appearance  and  no  objectionable  surface  blemishes.  Second  year 
of  a  three-year  Type  Two  design  and,  despite  its  availability  in  lesser  Mint 
State  grades,  a  surprisingly  scarce  issue  at  the  MS63  level.

choice  and  lustrous.  What  appears  at  first  glance  to  be  light  scratches  on 
obverse  and  reverse  are,  in  reality,  defects  in  the  plastic  of  the  PCGS  holder; 
this  coin  is  really  very  sharp  for  its  date  and  origin.  Only  the  rim  denticles  are 
weak,  as  is  the  central  part  of  the  date  and  denomination.  Mintage:  5,235. 

The  Charlotte  Mint  never  produced  eagles  ($10  pieces)  or  double  eagles 
($20),  nor  did  it  strike  the  three-dollar  pieces,  but  Charlotte  did  contribute 
to  the  coining  of  gold  dollars.  Authorized  by  the  Act  of  March  3,  1849,  this 
small  coin  debuted  that  same  year.  Coined  in  part  to  utilize  the  vast  amounts 
of  gold  from  new  discoveries  in  California,  the  gold  dollar  was  also  belated 
recognition  of  the  Bechtler  Family’s  success  with  this  denomination. 

The  first  gold  dollar  featured  a  bust  of  Liberty  wearing  a  coronet.  At  13  mil¬ 
limeters  diameter,  these  coins  were  thought  to  be  too  small  to  be  practical, 
and  the  size  was  increased  to  15mm  in  1854.  The  second  type  displayed  a 
portrait  of  Liberty  adorned  with  a  Native  American  headdress  in  place  of  the 
coronet.  This  too  was  modified  slightly  in  1856  to  improve  the  strike.  All 
three  styles  of  gold  dollar  featured  a  wreath  on  the  reverse.  Few  collectors 
realize  it,  but  by  the  time  this  1859-C  dollar  was  issued,  something  like  40% 
of  the  gold  deposited  at  the  Charlotte  Mint  were  coming  from  returning 
miners  from  the  California  gold  fields!

Most  1873-issues  are  from  the  replace¬ 
ment  “Open  3”  reverse  die,  only  1,800  of  the  Closed  3  were  made!  Only  the 
1875  has  a  lower  mintage  until  the  1,600  pieces  of  1880  (which,  being 
hoarded,  isn’t  in  the  same  rarity  class  as  this  1873  Closed  3).

545  1874  PCGS  graded  Proof  64.  Ex  Harry  W.  Bass,  Jr.  Collection.  From  the 

description  in  the  Bass  sale  catalog:  A  wonderful  gem  with  very  light  yellow 
gold  devices,  and  strong  cameo  contrast.  A  few  very  minor  hairlines  and 
other  planchet  imperfections  are  noted.  Only  L  of  LIBERTY  is  visible.  Light 
die  polish  lines  and  lint  marks  are  visible.  This  is  a  very  common  issue  in 
Mint  State,  however,  a  rarity  when  in  Proof  quality.  Only  20  Proofs  were 
struck  with  about  half  of  these  surviving  today.  When  examining  market 
appearances  at  auction  over  the  past  decade,  we  find  that  only  four  examples 
have  appeared,  or  one  every  30  months. 

This  is  a  true  American  numismatic  treasure,  one  of  the  most  important  gold 
dollars  of  any  date,  any  mint  to  be  auctioned  in  our  lifetime.  By  way  of  com¬ 
parison,  several  Proof  1875  gold  dollars  appear  on  the  market  for  each  single 
Proof  1874!  Much  could  be  said  about  this  coin,  without  fear  of  exaggera¬ 
tion.  Simply  stated,  it  is  fantastic.  Again,  the  opportunity  is  more  relevant 
than  the  price  paid.

denomination,  the  1875  stands  out  for  its  extremely  low  mintage  and  conse¬ 
quent  rarity  in  all  grades.  We  are  pleased  to  offer  in  this  lot  a  well  struck, 
warm  golden  example.  The  fields  exhibit  nice  prooflike  reflection  from  the 
dies  while  the  devices  provide  a  nice  contrast  in  being  frosted.  Full  strike  pre¬ 
vails,  including  the  recess  areas  such  as  LIBERTY  on  the  headband,  which 
shows  completely.  The  mints  struck  a  number  of  low-mintage  gold  dollar 
issues,  but  none  so  low  as  the  famous  1875.

548  1 883  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  67.  Superb!  Our  estimate  of  this  specimen 

will  be  every  collector’s  estimate,  which  is  that  it  is  supremely  beautiful  graces 
as  it  is  by  shimmering  golden  luster.  The  fields  as  well  as  the  devices  are  first- 
rate.  Indeed,  they  are  incredibly  smooth,  glowing,  and  with  the  devices  100% 
bold  including  the  wreath  and  ribbon  bow,  Liberty’s  hair  and  feathered  orna¬ 
ment.

The  surface  golden 
orange  in  color,  naturally  toned,  pristine  within  the  confines  of  Proof  64 
quality  1  he  few  little  hairlines  are  almost  to  inconsequential  to  mention.

55 1  1888  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  67.  Superb!  Dazzling  and  attractive,  like  the 

1883  gold  dollar  in  this  grade,  a  first-rate  example  that  seems  to  have  escaped 
the  vicissitudes  of  time  better  than  most.  The  series  extends  from  1849  to 
1889,  when  Congress,  in  a  bout  of  house-cleaning,  decided  to  “rationalize” 
Americas  coinage  denominations.  In  the  process  (pursuant  to  the  Coinage  Act 
of  1890),  this  gold  dollar  denomination  was  thrown  out,  as  were  the  three-cent 
piece  and  three-dollar  gold.  In  1888,  the  year  before  the  sudden  demise  of  the 
gold  dollar,  only  16,580  pieces  were  issued.  Many  were  snapped  up  by  specu¬ 
lators  and  hoarders,  curious  as  that  may  seem  in  an  era  when  there  were  only  a 
few  thousand  collectors  scattered  around  the  country.

ters,  which  are  already  weak  due  to  a  large  reverse  die  break  that  extends  ver¬ 
tically  from  rim  through  eagle  to  lower  rim.  A  scarce  branch  mint  issue:  only 
18,140  produced.

553  1839-D  Mint  State  63.  The  reverse  has  several  minor  rim  nicks  and  abra¬ 

sion  in  the  field  while  the  very  boldly  struck  obverse  has  much  cleaner  than 
average  surfaces,  presenting  an  ideal  opportunity  for  the  collector  of  these 
rare  Dahlonega  branch  mint  pieces.  Final  year  of  the  William  Kneass  design, 
which  lasted  only  from  1834  to  1839.  According  to  Doug  Winter’s  master¬ 
ful  tome  on  the  various  coins  struck  at  this  Southern  branch,  observes  astute¬ 
ly,  “The  1839-D  is  popular  due  to  its  status  as  the  only  Classic  Head  quarter 
struck  at  the  Dahlonega  Mint."  Winter  goes  on  to  conclude,  “the  1839-D 
quarter  eagle  is  generally  seen  in  Very  Fine  and  Extremely  Fine  grades.  About 
Uncirculated  examples  are  scarce  but  are  more  plentiful  than  once  believed. 
I  his  date  is  rare  in  the  higher  AU  grades  and  is  very  rare  in  Mint  State.  One 
superb  Uncirculated  coin  is  known." 
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554  1843-c  Small  Date.  Crosslet  4.  Extremely  Fine  40.  In  ICG  EF40  holder, 

a  partly  lustrous  example  of  this  elusive  variety,  somewhat  uncertainly  struck 
on  the  eagle  —  which  has  more  than  just  wear  —  the  obverse  being,  on  the 
other  hand,  sharper  than  most  of  the  few  survivors.  A  glass  reveals  choice, 
broad  rims  without  any  nicks  or  marks,  while  a  wetted  forefinger  finds  the 
page  in  the  Guide  Book  wherein  is  listed  the  low,  low  mintage  for  1843-C 
with  the  desirable  crosslet  4:  only  2,988  minted!  Typical  grade  is  perhaps 
Very  Fine,  which  puts  this  at  the  higher  end. 

Normal  light  golden  color.  It  should  be  understood  that  the  color  of  the 
Charlotte  and  Dahlonega  gold  coins  was  more  a  function  of  the  minting 
methodology  employed  at  the  facility,  than  of  the  raw  material  from 
which  they  were  produced.  In  fact,  the  both  Mints  produced  gold  coins 
from  a  variety  of  gold  sources:  naturally-occurring  gold  (from  Georgia,  as 
well  as  other  states),  foreign  gold  coins,  gold  bullion,  scrap  gold,  etc. 
They  even  made  coins  from  gold  that  was  brought  in  from  great  dis¬ 
tances.  For  example,  the  Charlotte  and  Dahlonega  actually  coined  a  great 
deal  of  California  gold  from  1851-1854,  which  was  brought  back  by 
local  miners  returning  from  the  California  gold  fields.  Thus,  there  is  no 
foolproof  way  to  know  whether  or  not  a  particular  Charlotte  gold  coin 
was  produced  from  locally  mined  metal. 


SCARCE  MINT  STATE  1848  QUARTER  EAGLE 


557  1848  NGC  graded  Mint  State  61.  Bold  devices  with  only  minor  weakness 

at  one  eagle  leg,  the  coronet  and  Liberty’s  hair  crisply  detailed.  Lightly  toned 
with  good  luster  and  struck  from  obviously  die-polished  dies.  Almost  com¬ 
pletely  lacks  the  usual  abrasions  of  this  grade. 


555  1845  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  62.  Light  yellow-gold  patina,  a  frosty,  well 

struck  Philadelphia  Mint  issue  from  the  early  days  of  Christian  Gobrecht’s 
“Liberty”  $2.50  gold  design.  Mintage:  91,051. 


558  1860-c  PCGS  graded  About  Uncirculated  58.  A  few  tiny  marks  on  the 

portrait,  with  a  shallow  round  void  in  the  field  below  AM  on  the  reverse,  nei¬ 
ther  meaning  very  much  in  the  overall  scheme.  A  lustrous,  boldly  made  late- 
issue  Charlotte  Mint  quarter  eagle.  Only  7,469  minted.  This  is  the  last  quar¬ 
ter  eagle  from  the  Charlotte  Mint.  All  known  specimens  are  weakly  struck, 
particularly  on  the  eagle  on  the  reverse.  High  grade  pieces  are  extremely  rare 
and  only  a  few  better  than  Extremely  Fine  have  been  offered  at  auction  in  the 
recent  years.  Because  of  the  poor  strike,  grading  an  1 860-C  quarter  eagle  is 
difficult  and  one  must  take  into  consideration  such  characteristics  as  the 
quality  of  the  surfaces  and  mint  luster  (rather  than  merely  looking  at  the 
“high  points”  for  wear)  to  determine  the  coin’s  actual  grade.  The  1860-C  is  a 
very  rare  date  in  any  condition,  of  course,  given  the  mintage  and  high  attri¬ 
tion  from  the  Civil  War  (1861-65). 


RARE  1867  “IMPAIRED”  PROOF  QUARTER  EAGLE 


556  1845-D  NGC  graded  About  Uncirculated  58.  With  only  19,460  pieces 

minted  in  the  first  place,  it  stands  to  reason  there  would  be  few  surviving  at 
this  level  of  the  grading  scale.  We’re  pleased  to  see  such  clean  surfaces  and 
ample  mint  frost.  The  combination  gives  an  attractive  look  to  the  coin.  It  is 
useless  to  look  for  problems,  for  there  aren’t  any.  Bold  rim  denticles  with  wide 
flat  rims  frame  the  central  motif. 


559  1867  Net  Proof  63.  Struck  as  a  Proof  and  surfaces  those  ol  Proof  65  quali 

ty,  but  sadly,  it  has  suffered  severed  damage  along  the  rim  at  4  to  5  o'clock. 
The  devices  well  frosted  and  needle-sharp  (including  stars),  the  fields  highlv 
reflective.  A  shame,  really,  since  as  a  Proof,  1867  is  very  rare  with  only  SO 
pieces  made!

A  rare  date  in  an  absolute  sense  that  is  also  technically  superior  to  vir¬ 
tually  all  known  1 872-S  Quarter  Eagles.  Only  a  few  graded  in  Mint  State. 
The  surfaces  on  both  sides  are  lustrous  rather  than  reflective;  all  devices  show 
high  point  detail,  with  a  few  wispy  contact  marks  in  the  more  exposed  areas 
of  the  fields.  A  landmark  offering  for  this  date  and  mint. 


561  1875  PCGS  graded  About  Uncirculated  55.  Give  bidders  a  sporting  shot 

and  they’ll  run  the  price  up  on  a  coin  of  this  date.  For  1875,  especially  in  the 
gold  coinage  from  the  Philadelphia  Mint,  is  the  King  of  Dates,  Quarter  eagle 
mintage,  although  it  did  not  drop  all  that  drastically  from  1874’s  3,940 
mintage,  did,  nevertheless  achieve  a  low  point  when  400  business  strikes 
came  off  the  press,  along  with  20  Proofs.

Utterly  superb  in  its  overall  state  of  preservation;  what’s  even  more  impres¬ 
sive  is  that  this  coin  had  to  have  been  one  ot  the  finest  ever  struck  at  the 
Philadelphia  Mint!  It  boasts  everything  from  crisp  sharp  devices  (fully  frost¬ 
ed)  to  smooth-as-glass  mirror  fields.  Actually,  the  smooth-as-glass  bit  may  be 
something  of  a  misnomer  since  all  genuine  Proof  U.S.  gold  pieces  from  this 
period  exhibit  an  interest  artifact  of  the  coining  process.  Their  mirror  sur¬ 
face  has  a  lovely  “orange  peel”  quality  to  it.  Amply  on  display  here,  the  pre¬ 
sent  1907  is  just  about  100%  perfect.  Full  depth  in  the  fields,  needle-sharp¬ 
ness  on  the  hair  and  coronet,  the  date  and  stars,  similar  blowout  sharpness  on 
the  eagle,  the  shield,  the  claws,  arrows  and  branch  —  in  fact,  nowhere  on  the 
coin  can  there  be  said  to  be  any  signs  of  weakness.  For  this,  NGC  has  desig¬ 
nated  it  with  a  bold  Star  for  “eye  appeal.”  Without  a  doubt  this  is  the  finest 
known,  the  highest  one  graded  of  its  date  and  denomination,  in  a  word,  the 
quintessential  Proof  Liberty  quarter  eagle.

The  strike  is  100%  sharp  on  the  hair 
and  feathered  headdress;  just  as  bold  are  the  wreath  and  ribbon  bow  on  the 
reverse,  two  areas  where  any  weakness  first  occurs  due  to  the  way  the  design 
elements  aligned  on  the  $3  denomination.  This  unusual  piece  was  struck 
from  1854  to  1889,  and  was  authorized  by  the  Act  ol  February  21,  1853.  It 
was  never  popular  and  saw  very  little  circulation,  causing  mintage  to  lag 
except  in  1854,  1855,  1874,  and  1878.  The  Civil  War  years  of  1861-1865 
saw  very  limited  numbers  coined.

581  1 869  NGC  graded  Proof  66.  Cameo.  "Star"  Designation  for  Eye-Appeal. 

A  landmark  offering  in  the  field  of  Proof  $3  gold  coinage,  one  of  the  hand¬ 
somest  examples  of  this  or  any  date  you  will  ever  be  presented  with  an  oppor¬ 
tunity  to  buy.  Undoubtedly  the  finest  graded.  This  1869  has  it  all:  crisp  detail 
on  Liberty  and  the  wreath,  both  being  highly  frosted;  full  rims  and  rim  den¬ 
ticles,  full  legends  and  clear  date,  also  left  in  a  frosted  condition  by  the  spe¬ 
cially  prepared  proofing  dies.  And  deep  “orange  peel  mirror  fields  that  are 
extra  glassy,  extra  smooth  and  reflective.  Mintage  of  $3  Proofs  was  never  very 
high  to  begin  —  only  the  dates  in  the  later  1880s  can  be  considered  moder¬ 
ately  common.  All  others,  particularly  the  1860’s  issues,  are  all  extremely  rare. 
In  1869,  for  instance,  the  number  coined  was  25.  That’s  it,  twenty-five  lone¬ 
ly  Proofs,  all  made  and  sold  as  part  of  the  very  expensive,  highly  prized  gold 
Proof  sets  sold  to  a  few  wealthy  individuals,  some  of  them  America’s  most 
famous  19th  century  collectors.  Somehow  this  lovely  1869  made  it  through 
the  intervening  130-odd  years  in  its  pristine  “from  the  dies”  original  state. 
And  it  is  a  golden  opportunity  today’s  buyer  shouldn’t  let  pass.  (NGC  hold¬ 
er  1727695-003.) 

An  exciting  gold  market  “corner"  took  place  on  Wall  Street  on  a  Friday 
in  the  autumn  of  1869,  the  year  of  this  phenomenal  Proof  $3  gold  piece. 
Two  cunning  speculators,  Jay  Gould  and  Jim  Fisk,  parleyed  their  posi¬ 
tion”  in  gold  into  a  near  corner.  They  would  have  succeeded,  too,  had  not 
President  Grant  instructed  his  Treasury  Secretary  to  release  some  of  the 
government’s  gold  supply  into  the  market  to  stem  the  buying  frenzy. 
Prices  in  the  metals  markets,  which  had  gone  to  a  premium  of  42%  over 
par  during  the  heat  of  the  action  (meaning  that  it  took  about  $28  in 
greenbacks  to  purchase  a  $20  gold  piece),  plummeted.  And  it  took  many 
months  for  international  trade  to  return  to  normal.  I  he  Gould-Fisk 
manipulation  would  go  down  in  the  history  books  under  the  name  of 
Black  Friday.

Only  in  1874  and  again  in  18  8 
do  we  see  even  a  slight  increase  in  numbers  minted,  with  1874  being  a  well- 
liked  date  to  put  in  a  Type  Set  of  gold  coins.

This,  our  earliest  gold  piece,  was  struck  during  George  Washington’s  second 
administration.  Few  people  realize  that  the  first  President  was  one  of  the 
Mint’s  most  avid  supporters,  seeing  the  organization  through  its  darkest  days 
when  congress  wasn’t  overly  keen  on  having  such  a  high-cost  facility  funded 
by  taxpayers.  Why,  just  holding  a  coin  like  this  frosty  1795  Half  Eagle  in 
one’s  hand  creates  an  image  of  those  halcyon  days  when  America  was  fresh 
out  of  the  nest  and  struggling  to  survive,  while  the  rest  of  the  planet  seemed 
large  and  menacing.  That  we  survived,  and  that  this  gold  piece  survived,  it  a 
testament  to  the  power  of  an  idea:  that  a  people  are  fully  capable  of  guiding 
their  own  destiny. 

Die  characteristics:  From  an  obverse  with  stars  11  and  12  merged,  star  11 
joining  Y.  The  reverse  has  a  palm  leaf  merged  with  center  of  U.  Final  S  in 
STATES  is  low  and  solidly  merged  with  the  wreath.  Struck  from  a  fascinat¬ 
ing  pair  of  dies,  we  can  list  only  one  or  two  identifying  points  on  the  reverse: 
The  letter  T  of  United  has  its  lower  left  serif  running  heavily  into  the  top 
feather  of  the  eagle’s  right  wing  and  the  serif  overlies  the  feather  so  that  its 
entire  length  may  be  seen.  A  faint  raised  spur  runs  from  the  left  edge  of  a  den¬ 
ticle  into  the  top  right  edge  of  the  letter  T.

branch  and  arrow-sharp  arrows.  If  ever  an  early  1803  half  eagle  deserves 
attention,  this  one  does.  Jot  down  in  your  sale  catalog  the  preceding  specifics, 
as  well  as  the  fact  each  and  every  star  displays  full  needle-point  detail. 

The  capped  bust  style,  introduced  in  1795,  got  paired  with  a  new  heraldic 
eagle  in  1797  (although  one  issue  dated  1795  was  actually  struck  in  1798). 
By  1803  when  this  handsome  choice  mint  state  piece  was  struck,  the  mint 
was  on  a  roll  —  in  those  days,  33,506  pieces  was  considered  a  roll  in  halt 
eagle  production.  It  so  happens,  97%  of  the  issue  was  melted  or  exported. 
Only  a  few  hundred  remain  in  all  grades,  far  fewer  in  choice  MS63.

It  has  warm  golden  color  and  is  awash  in 
mint  bloom.  From  center  to  periphery,  high  points  to  open  fields,  the  luster 
shines.  There  is  a  little  orange  patina  in  areas  around  the  rims  and  extending 
partway  into  the  field  on  both  sides.  The  strike  rates  an  A  in  terms  of  central 
devices  (hair,  cap,  drapery;  eagle’s  breast,  wings,  shield).  About  the  only  weak¬ 
ness  one  can  point  to,  and  it  is  minor  as  well  as  expected,  is  on  that  portion 
of  the  shield  where  the  left  wing  (from  the  viewer’s  angle)  merges  with  the 
shield  edge.  A  small  nick  on  the  chin  is  about  the  only  one  we  find  deserving 
mention.  Rims  are  exceptional;  the  whole  coin  verging  on  gem  quality.

It  possesses  outstanding  color  (deep  gold  with  hints  of 
orange),  sparkles  from  the  semiprooflike  field,  and  boasts  full,  sharp  relief  on 
the  cap  and  curls,  the  eagle’s  breast  and  wing  feathers  as  well  as  shield.  Those 
conversant  with  this  series  will  see  at  once  just  how  imposing  and  unusually 
choice  the  present  MS64  is!  We  wouldn't  be  surprised  to  see  it  fetch  a  run¬ 
away  price  in  today’s  active  rarities  environment.  The  mint  coined  32,488 
pieces  with  the  heraldic  style  eagle  in  1807;  but  95%  of  the  issue  was  either 
exported  or  melted  when  the  public  learned  their  bullion  value  was  higher 
than  face  value.  Today,  only  a  few  dozen  survive  in  Uncirculated  to  choice 
Uncirculated  grades.

cause  a  thrill  of  excitement  in  any  advanced  collector  of  United  State  gold 
coinage.  It  has  many  things  going  for  it,  in  addition  to  the  desirable  feature 
of  the  1814/3  overdate.  For  starters,  the  centers  are  unusually  sharp  and 
detailed.  Needle-point  detail  can  be  found  in  Liberty’s  hair  and  cap,  plus 
most  of  the  stars  (but  not  all  of  them,  unfortunately).  On  the  reverse,  the 
eagle  displays  impressive  definition  in  its  wings  and  leg  feathers,  as  well  as  the 
shield  centered  over  the  breast.  What  at  first  appears  to  be  a  series  of  parallel 
lines  in  the  ear  and  nearby  hair  are  indeed  a  series  of  parallel  lines  in  the  ear 
and  nearby  hair,  but  these  trace  to  the  reverse  shield,  odd  as  that  may  seem. 
What  happened  is  that  the  dies  came  together  without  an  intervening 
planchet.  In  the  terminology  of  numismatics,  the  dies  “clashed”  —  and  in  so 
doing,  left  behind  traces  of  each  other  on  the  opposing  side.  A  ghost  of  Lib¬ 
erty  can  also  be  made  out  around  the  eagle.  Foremost  from  a  value  stand¬ 
point,  there  is  luster,  luster  everywhere,  and  not  a  bit  of  diminishnient  any¬ 
where,  high  points  to  open  areas  in  the  field,  making  it  indispensable  for  the 
advanced  collector  of  U.S.  gold.

William  Kneass 
designed  this  attractive  issue,  which  lasted  a  mere  five  years,  until  1838.

for  the  bold  centers:  hair  over  the  ear,  coronet  with  LIBERTY,  and  eagle’s 
feathers.  The  eagle’s  legs  and  shield  are  also  unusually  well  struck  for  an  issue 
struck  at  the  mint  at  Charlotte,  North  Carolina  in  1 840  (or  any  year,  for  that 
matter).  Mintage:  18,992.  This  underrated  date  is  very  scarce  in  all  grades 
and  is  particularly  hard  to  locate  better  than  Extremely  Fine.  As  a  date,  and 
in  About  Uncirculated  58  condition,  it  is  even  more  elusive  than  the  lower 
mintage  1 839-C.  Most  are  softly  struck  on  the  hair  curls  around  Liberty’s 
face,  which  is  fortunately  not  the  case  here.

What  appear  to  be  several  raised  die  lines  are  present  at  Liberty’s  eye  and 
crossing  the  cheek  below,  these  were  in  the  die  and  are  a  characteristic  of  this 
date.  Always  scarce  in  Uncirculated  condition,  an  1 845  No  Motto  piece  is 
exceptionally  rare  at  this  desirable  grade  level.  Well  worth  considering!

607  1847  NGC  graded  Mint  State  64.  Almost  on  a  par  with  the  1845  in  this 

grade  in  terms  of  overall  rarity,  and  an  excellent  coin  for  its  depth  of  strike  or 
lustrous  surface  condition.  The  bold,  square  rims  provide  a  nice  frame 
around  the  central  motif.  There  is  a  thin  die  break  from  the  rim  through  the 
space  between  4  and  7,  extending  through  the  back  part  of  the  neck  and  then 
on  up  to  the  upper  hair  waves  above  the  coronet.  Christian  Gobrecht  was 
responsible  for  the  Liberty  $5  design  issued  from  1839  to  1907.  Since  this 
denomination  was  in  active  use  in  commerce,  pieces  tend  to  be  found  well 
circulated.  Only  a  few  dozen  exist  in  mint  condition,  with  fewer  still  at  this 
important  grade  level  of  Mint  State  64.

612  1868  NGC  graded  About  Uncirculated  50.  Normal  light  surface  abrasions 

for  the  grade.  A  very  scarce,  low  mintage  date  struck  at  Philadelphia.  Only

A  very  scarce  branch  mint  date  from  1868:  52,000  made, 
though  few  extant  in  About  Uncirculated  grades.

The  golden  hues  are  utterly  fresh, 
meaning  that  PCGS  hit  the  nail  on  the  head  with  its  MS65  grade!  Which 
also  means  you’ll  definitely  want  to  nail  this  one  for  your  collection  or  rare 
coin  portfolio,  and  when  you  do  you’ll  be  tickled  pink!

A  scarce  branch 
mint  date  from  the  period  just  following  the  decline  of  the  California  gold 
rush’s  heady  period.  A  railroad  now  stretched  from  sea  to  sea,  across  the  chal¬ 
lenging  High  Sierras  of  the  Golden  State,  which  would  bring  with  it  com¬ 
merce  and  a  flood  of  new  settlers  to  the  lush  central  valley  just  inland  from 
San  Francisco  and  the  City  by  the  Bay. 


616  1873-S  About  Uncirculated  50.  A  minor  impurity  streak  on  the  neck  and 

the  usual  light  surface  abrasions;  well  struck,  as  with  most  from  this  Far  West 
mint.  Only  31,000  minted.  Value  increases  rapidly  as  the  grade  advances 
from  Very  Fine  to  Extremely  Fine  and  on  to  About  Uncirculated.

it  turned  out,  1909  saw  the  close  of  this  storied  branch  mint.  A  mere  34,200 
pieces  were  coined,  almost  all  entered  circulation  since  who  knew  then  that 
the  mint  was  facing  an  uncertain  luture?  This  MS61  has  the  usual  scuffs  and 
small  marks  consistent  with  the  grade;  the  devices  arc  well  struck  and  the 
mintmark  plain  and  nicely  defined  (a  definite  "plus  ).

O''  1913  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  63.  Once  the  novelty  of  the  new  sunken 

rehet  Indian  S3  gold  design  had  worn  off  which  it  did  after  heavy  hoarding 
by  collectors  and  the  public  in  1908-1909,  interest  lagged.  The  result  was 
that  most  issues  after  1909  reached  circulation;  few  were  saved,  even  those  at 
the  more  prolific  Philadelphia  mint.  A  choice,  frosty  example  from  the  year 
the  government  imposed  an  Income  Tax  on  the  American  people  for  the  first 
time,  and  also  Irom  the  year  the  government  established  a  central  bank,  the 
Federal  Reserve  system. 

63-4  1913-S  NGC  graded  Mint  State  62.  One  small  mark  on  the  feathered  war- 

bonnet,  another  on  the  eagle’s  wing,  with  minor  contact  with  other  coins  in 
the  fields  consistent  with  this  near-choice  grade.  A  scarce  San  Francisco 
branch  issue,  only  408,000  were  struck. 


635  1914  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  64.  A  great  difference  occurs  between  an 

Indian  head  $5  in  MS63  and  one  in  MS64  condition,  as  this  handsome,  well 
struck  specimen  amply  reveals.

The  obverse  was  engraved  with  stars  arranged  eight  left  and  eight 
right.  Some  have  explained  this  star  count  to  represent  admission  ofTennessee 
as  the  16th  state  in  June  1796.  Therefore,  one  must  conclude  that  these  coins 
were  not  struck  until  that  time  (although  no  documentary  evidence  exists  to 
verify  these  conclusions).  Die  state  evidence  indicates  that  some  of  these  1796 
eagles  were  struck  before  1797,  while  others  were  struck  later. 

Offered  is  a  wonderful  About  Uncirculated  50  example,  one  of  the  cleanest, 
most  attractive  specimens  we’ve  cataloged  in  some  time.  Lustrous  and  light¬ 
ly  reflective  light  yellow  gold  with  orange  accents  on  the  high  points.

61.  Three  varieties  of  1797  Heraldic  Eagle  ten-dollar  gold  coins  are  known, 
all  from  a  single  obverse  die.  Emission  sequence  of  these  varieties,  therefore, 
is  based  on  die  states  of  the  obverse.  In  addition,  one  of  the  three  reverse  dies 
was  also  used  with  1798/7  obverse  dies,  thus  extending  this  die  linked  group. 
These  coins  exhibit  an  interesting  contradiction,  with  16  obverse  stars  and 
just  13  reverse  stars. 

Approximately  200  to  300  examples  of  1797  are  known,  with  a  small  num¬ 
ber  being  Mint  State  examples,  including  this  frosty  specimen.  Exceptional¬ 
ly  well  struck  and  beautiful,  with  only  scattered  hairlines  and  nothing  unto¬ 
ward  to  speak  of.

The  obverse  of  this  piece  cracked  along  tops  of  all  letters  of  LIBERT  Y  and 
joins  rim  above  B.  Reverse  faintly  cracked  from  base  of  R  in  AMERICA 
through  olive  leaves  and  tail  to  rim  and  in  letters  UNI  near  bottom.

example.  A  single  die  marriage  is  known  for  the  1 800-dated  eagles.  It  was 
long  believed  that  this  was  a  rare  issue;  however,  more  recent  study  indicates 
that  it  is  more  common  than  once  assumed.  Approximately  1 50  examples  are 
known  with  a  number  of  Mint  State  survivors,  like  this  handsome  MS60 
example.  Die  state  evidence  indicates  that  some  1800-datcd  coins  were  actu¬ 
ally  struck  after  the  first  1801  eagles.  This  reverse  die  was  used  for  eagles 
dated  1799,  1800,  and  1801.  Minor  roughness  in  the  fields  on  cither  side 
from  contact  with  other  coins;  the  fields  retain  much  of  their  original 
prooflike  reflection.  A  bold  strike  on  hair  and  eagle.

The  early 
gold  of  America  was  melted  or  exported  in  vast  amounts.  Only  a  few  pieces 
escaped  this  fate.

Mint  State  63.  1  his  variety  was  once  considered  a  rarity;  however,  it  is  now 
considered  the  most  common  1803  die  marriage.  An  intriguing  aspect  of  the 
reverse  die  is  the  presence  of  a  tiny  star  on  the  top  surface  of  the  cloud  far¬ 
thest  to  the  right.  This  feature  was  first  discovered  and  publicized  by  Harry 
Bass.  Walter  Breen  noted  that  Harry  Bass  discovered  this  variety  at  the  1 966 
ANA  Convention.  This  example  demonstrates  an  early  die  state,  with  light 
obverse  die  cracks  and  a  perfect  reverse  die.  Full  blossoming  luster,  sharp  hair, 
complete  obverse  stars  (all  of  which  are  bold),  and  bright  golden  color.  There 
are  a  few  light  adjustment  lines  through  the  clouds  on  reverse. 


645  1803  About  Uncirculated  50.  Cleaned  and  slightly  dented,  there  being  a 

curved  line  on  the  obverse  and  some  scattered  marks  on  the  face.  Rim  dents 
and  solder  are  also  problems  with  this  marginal  specimen,  though  at  arm’s 
length  it  is  not  all  that  unattractive.

This  coin,  while  relatively  common  in  circulated  grades,  rises  to  the  level  of  a 
great  rarity  in  this  outstanding  condition.  All  of  the  obverse  stars  are  full,  all  of 
Liberty’s  hair  waves  and  buns  show  crystal  clear  detail,  with  the  coronet  (with 
LIBERTY)  having  a  razor-fine  edge.  Meanwhile,  the  eagle  and  shield  are  the  pic¬ 
ture  of  perfection  for  such  an  early  $10  gold  piece.  In  1843,  the  weight  and 
diameter  of  the  Eagle  were  reduced  and  the  obverse  and  reverse  redesigned.  Lib¬ 
erty  now  faces  left.  A  natural  appearing  eagle  replaces  the  heraldic  motif  of  1795- 
1804  on  the  reverse.  The  value,  TEN  D.,  is  shows  for  the  first  time  on  this 
denomination.  In  1841,  63,131  pieces  were  minted  at  Philadelphia. 


647  1845-0  NGC  graded  About  Uncirculated  53.  Normal  small  surface  abra¬ 

sions.  Desirable  for  its  New  Orleans  mintmark.  A  high-grade  example. 


648  1853  NGC  graded  Mint  State  60.  Numerous  small  bagmarks  in  the  frosty 

surface  of  this  well  struck  Uncirculated  specimen.  The  1 838- 1 865  pieces  lack 
a  motto  on  the  reverse.  On  all  of  these,  until  the  end  of  the  series  in  1907, 
the  value  is  abbreviated  to  TEN  D.

eagle,  with  more  mint  bloom  behind  the  stars  and  legends.  A  well  struck, 
high  grade  example.

650  1869  NGC  graded  Proof  66.  Ultra  Cameo.  A  lovely  specimen  with  rich  gold  surfaces.  Frosty  devices  give  the 

piece  a  cameo-like  effect,  as  do  the  significantly  basined  field,  somewhat  of  an  anachronism,  a  return  to  the  ear¬ 
lier  years  of  the  decade.  There  is  a  tiny  lintmark  at  the  12th  star  which  can  be  used  to  identify  this  piece.  Also, 
the  coin  housed  in  NGC  holder  1 1 5054-001  .The  Proof  mintage  was  a  paltry  25  pieces,  of  which  fewer  than 
half  are  believed  to  exist  today,  always  keeping  in  mind  the  considerations  that  some  are  institutionalized  and 
others  are  damaged.  As  to  the  number  of  splendid  gems  mounting  a  challenge  to  this  handsome  Proof  66,  prob¬ 
ably  none!  In  any  event,  the  number  available  in  all  grades  is  very  small,  it  may  be  years  until  we  offer  another 
specimen  at  auction. 

Date  logotype  lightly  into  the  die,  somewhat  to  the  left,  and  ever  so  slightly  high  (with  regard  to  the  first  digit). 
On  the  head  of  Miss  Liberty  some  markers  serve  to  identify  the  die,  including  a  rust  spot  resembling  a  tiny  ear¬ 
ring  beneath  the  lobe,  and  several  scattered  rust  spots  to  the  left  of  the  lowest  left  curl. 

On  the  reverse  the  “white”  shield  stripes  are  quite  curious  and  irregular,  the  Proof  surface  being  interrupted  many 
times.

and  orange-gold.  The  natural  haze  of  these  pieces  gives  us  a  sense  of  its  antiq¬ 
uity  and  long  residence  in  an  old-time  collection.  Crisply  struck  except  at  the 
exact  centers  where  a  little  weakness  occurs  on  nearly  all  know  specimens. 
(Identifiable  by  two  minute  water  spots  near  Liberty’s  mouth;  PCGS  holder 
6554572.) 

Only  25  made,  February  18;  no  hint  of  restrikes.  Although  Akers  has  esti¬ 
mated  7  or  8  survivors,  we  believe  the  true  number  is  somewhat  higher,  but 
catalog  illustrations  prevent  more  accurate  provenance  tracing.  The  tentative 
roster  below  may  represent  as  few  as  ten  different  specimens;  it  excludes  the 
coin  from  the  Government  of  India’s  proof  set,  which  vanished  many  years 
ago  and  may  have  been  melted.

653  1877  NGC  graded  About  Uncirculated  58.  A  single  small  mark  behind 

Liberty  in  a  field  that  is  clearly  prooflike.  Both  sides  seem  to  sparkle  with  the 
remaining  mirror-smooth  reflection,  whereas  the  devices  are  sharply  defined, 
in  frosted  relief.  A  great  deal  of  verbiage  has  been  spilled  over  these  rare 
Philadelphia  Mints,  but  justifiably  so.  1873,  1875,  1876,  and  1877  all  failed 
to  achieve  the  millennium  figure,  meaning  that  fewer  than  a  thousand  of 
each  were  struck.  The  figure  for  1877  is  exactly  817  piece,  comprised  of  797 
so-called  business  strikes  (coins  intended  to  circulate)  with  a  further  20  spec¬ 
imens  struck  in  Proof  for  collectors.  A  lovely  About  Uncirculated  58  like  the 
present  coin  is  nothing  to  be  sniffish  about  —  it  ranks  high  on  the  scale  of 
surviving  specimens,  in  fact,  with  only  a  few  peers  and  fewer  superior  to  it.

However,  in  high  quality,  MS64,  such  as  seen 
here,  the  coin  becomes  a  great  conditional  rarity  since  lesser  survivors  are 
plagued  by  extensive  bagmarks.

Mintage  at  38,000  creates  the  conditions  for  rari¬ 
ty  in  any  gold  coin,  particularly  one  from  the  San  Francisco  mint  where  issues 
tended  to  reach  circulation  more  quickly  than  on  the  East  Coast  were  many 
$10  and  $20  pieces  stayed  in  bank  vaults  as  backing  for  the  paper  money.

Struck  to  the  tune  of  500 
pieces,  many  consider  this  first  or  Wire  Edge  Indian  $10  to  be  a  pattern  coin 
and  it  is  so  described  in  the  Judd  reference  of  Pattern  coinage.  Augustus 
Saint-Gaudens,  considered  by  many  as  the  greatest  of  modern  sculptors, 
introduced  a  new  high  standard  of  art  in  the  United  States  with  this  1907 
gold  Eagle  (along  with  his  similarly  impressive  Double  Eagle).  The  obverse 
shows  the  head  of  Liberty  crowned  with  an  Indian  war  bonnet  while  an 
impressive  majestic  eagle  dominates  the  reverse.  A  departure  from  older  tra¬ 
dition  is  found  on  the  edge  of  the  coin,  where  46  raised  stars  are  arranged 
signifying  the  states  of  the  Union,  instead  of  a  lettered  or  reeded  edge.  These 
first  eagles  were  struck  without  the  motto  IN  GOD  WE  TRUST.  President 
Theodore  Roosevelt  personally  objected  to  the  use  of  the  motto  on  coins.

The  mint  at  San  Francisco  opened  for  business  in  1854  in  response  to  the 
flood  of  gold  bullion  issuing  from  California’s  Sierra  Nevada  mother  lodes. 
From  gold’s  discovery  in  1848  until  the  mint  opened,  a  number  of  private 
mints  operated  in  this  part  of  the  state.  Much  of  the  issue  from  San  Francis¬ 
co  went  east  through  various  means  to  satisfy  the  needs  of  commerce  and  for 
use  as  export.  Those  double  eagles  that  stayed  behind  in  California  were  used 
a  currency  since  the  state’s  residents  shunned  paper  money  of  any  kind.  1  his 
is  the  main  reason  why  double  eagles  are  found  circulated  (often  heavily  so) 
and  only  rarely  in  fresh  mint  condition.  The  Mint  State  65  offered  here  is 
quite  naturally  among  the  finest  in  existence.  Perhaps  only  a  few  thousand 
frosty  original  coins  exist  out  of  the  original  mintage.  1  hese  trace  to  the  ship¬ 
wreck  of  the  passenger  liner  S.  S.  Central  America,  which  floundered  off  the 
East  Coast  in  a  storm  late  in  1857.

Toned  light  pinkish  orange,  no 
doubt  from  the  10%  copper  alloy  used  in  it  to  strengthen  the  metal  to  help 
minimize  wear.  It  so  happens,  this  coin  never  was  stress-tested  in  circulation; 
the  random  bagmarks  more  than  likely  point  to  it  being  shifted  around  in  bank 
vaults.  The  major  portion  of  $20  gold  pieces  was  used  as  backing  tor  paper 
money  and  bank  deposits  in  the  gold  standard  era.  Since  mintage  was  almost 
entirely  confined  to  Philadelphia  and  San  Francisco  in  those  days,  with  only  a 
trickle  coming  from  New  Orleans  and  Carson  City  in  the  earliest  period  (New 
Orleans  was  temporarily  closed  at  the  time  this  1877  $20  piece  was  minted). 
There  were  42,565  struck,  with  a  handful  reported  Uncirculated,  the  remain¬ 
der  in  worn  grades.  Hence  the  pressure  from  collectors  to  own  one.  Hence  the 
stiff  premium  for  Mint  State  60  and  above.

It  was  a  breath-taking  idea,  but  simple.  It  called  for  courage,  for  audacity,  for 
a  reckless  disregard  of  consequences,  but  nevertheless  it  was  simple.  President 
Theodore  Roosevelt  instructed  Augustus  Saint-Gaudens,  noted  American 
sculptor,  to  conceptualize  designs  for  an  improved  $20  gold  piece.  Saint- 
Gaudens,  using  his  native  talent  and  throwing  away  standard  mint  rules,  cre¬ 
ated  his  design  for  a  high  relief  coin  fashioned  along  the  lines  of  the  high 
relief  ancient  Greek  gold  pieces  of  2,500  years  ago!

State  64.  Knife  or  wire  edge  from  the  intense  squeezing  received  under  the 
pounding  of  the  high-relief  dies.  Records  show  these  required  upwards  of  5 
blows  from  the  dies  to  bring  up  the  relief.  A  satin  smooth  jewel  whose  main 
feature  is  its  pristine,  bagmark-free  originality. 

In  the  summer  of  1907,  Saint-Gaudens,  who  had  been  in  failing  health 
for  some  time,  took  a  turn  for  the  worse,  and  in  August  he  died.  Ironi¬ 
cally,  he  never  lived  to  see  examples  of  his  own  Double  Eagle  design. 
After  President  Roosevelt  had  been  appeased  by  the  striking  of  1 1 ,250 
High  Relief  coins,  the  Mint  obtained  permission  to  revise  its  design, 
wherein  the  relief  was  lowered,  the  Roman  numerals  eliminated,  and 
more  familiar  numeral  punches  used  for  the  date.  1  his  was  amenable  to 
high-speed  production,  and  from  then  to  the  end  of  the  series  in  1933 
Double  Eagles  were  so  made.

en-orange  with  subtle  nuances  of  color.  In  the  summer  of  1907,  Saint-Gau- 
dens,  who  had  been  in  failing  health  for  some  time,  took  a  turn  for  the  worse, 
and  in  August  he  died.  Ironically,  he  never  lived  to  see  examples  of  his  own 
Double  F.agle  design.  As  described  in  the  footnote  to  the  1907  High  Relief, 
Roosevelt  had  been  satisfied  by  the  issue  of  11,250  High  Relief  coins.  The 
Mint  obtained  permission  to  revise  its  design:  the  relief  was  lowered,  the 
Roman  numerals  eliminated,  although  the  motto  IN  GOD  WE  TRUST  still 
did  not  appear  on  the  first  issues  of  1907-08.  The  lowered-relief  design 
remained  in  production  until  1933  when  the  double  eagle  was  eliminated 
from  America's  coinage.

Today,  much  of  the  precious  metal  that  went  into  the 
fabric  of  these  handsome  $20  pieces  is  locked  up  in  rudely  cast  400  ounce 
oin  gold”  bars  stored  deep  in  the  bowels  of  Fort  Knox  Depository  and  the 
New  York  Federal  Reserve  Bank.

A  spectacular  Com¬ 
memorative  issue,  among  the  most  famous  gold  issues,  certainly  the  most 
attractive  and  massive.  Struck  on  a  round-format  2-1/2  ounce  planchet  (90% 
gold,  10%  copper  alloy  for  hardness),  it  has  all  the  beauty  and  heft  that  one 
would  hope  to  experience  in  such  an  aristocratic  striking.  The  surfaces  are 
pristine  with  satiny  texture  and  free  of  the  usual  handling  marks  common  to 
large  gold  coins.  The  color  being  bright  golden,  it  seems  to  call  to  you  like 
the  Siren  beckoning  Sinbad  in  the  story  of  the  golden  fleece. 

The  designs  for  the  Pan-Pacific  $50  coins  are  by  Robert  Aitken.  Round  and 
octagonal  forms  were  struck,  with  the  round  pieces  scarcer,  483  sold  vs.  645 
of  the  octagonal.  Aitkems  obverse  bears  a  helmeted  head  of  Minerva;  the  owl, 
symbol  of  wisdom,  is  on  the  reverse.  The  date  in  is  Roman  numerals  on  the 
obverse,  the  mintmark  tucked  away  on  the  reverse  at  right  beside  a  pinecone.

PCGS  graded  Mint  State  63.  An  essentially  choice  example  of  this  rare  and 
always  impressive  commemorative  gold  coin.  Both  sides  are  shimmering  with 
brilliance  and  an  appealing,  uniform  warm  golden  tint.  One  has  to  look  very 
closely  to  find  even  the  slightest  well  scattered  abrasions  and  the  central 
devices  are  free  from  discoloration.  A  few  tiny  hairlines  in  the  portrait  remove 
it  from  MS64  quality.T 

The  goddess  Minerva  or  Athena  wears  the  crested  helmet  found  on  numerous 
depictions  of  her  in  ancient  Greek  coinage;  it  is  (as  usual)  pushed  back  off  her 
face,  to  signify  peaceful  intentions.  Researchers  have  not  found  the  exact 
Greek  coin  used  as  Aitken’s  prototype  of  this  head,  though  the  crested  helmet 
is  of  the  Athenian  type,  and  there  are  numerous  silver  coins  of  Velia  and 
Corinth  showing  her  in  this  type  of  helmet,  sometimes  wreathed  as  here,  often 
with  other  devices  on  it.  Most  such  types  have  a  long  tailpiece  to  the  crest, 
which  is  omitted  here.  She  is  depicted  as  wearing  mail  (plate  rather  than 
chain)  —  a  strange  anachronism;  on  her  shield  is  MCMXV  (1915),  only  the 
second  use  of  Roman  numerals  for  date  in  United  States  coinage  history.

PCGS  graded  Mint  State  63.  Both  obverse  and  reverse  of  this  large  issue  dis¬ 
play  a  bright,  glossy  luster  over  surfaces  that  range  from  golden  to  pale 
orange.  The  only  grade-limiting  factors  are  a  few  minor  hairlines  and  facial 
marks,  the  owl  being  noticeably  better  than  many  seen  on  MS64  quality 
specimens.  The  eye  appeal  of  this  piece  when  combined  with  the  popularity' 
of  the  octagonal  $50  format  and  the  importance  of  its  background  should 
command  significant  bidder  interest. 

Why  Minerva?  She  was  the  goddess  of  wisdom,  skill,  agriculture,  horti¬ 
culture,  husbandry,  wifery,  spinning  and  weaving,  among  other  things, 
and  she  taught  her  followers  to  grow  and  use  olives,  whose  oil  was  long 
indispensable  in  cooking  and  providing  light  by  night.  All  these  were 
important  in  California.  On  the  reverse  is  her  owl,  seated  on  a  branch  of 
long-leafed  pine,  possibly  meant  for  ponderosa  to  judge  from  the  enor¬ 
mous  cones.  Between  the  cone  farthest  to  right  and  inner  border  of  long 
and  short  beads  (often  called  the  Morse  code  circle)  is  the  mintmark  S. 
Below  the  branch,  vertically  above  the  R  of  FRANCISCO,  are  the  initials 
RA  for  Robert  Aitken,  the  designer.  Both  sides  of  the  octagonal  coin,  but 
not  the  round,  show  an  additional  border  of  dolphins,  said  to  be  sym¬ 
bolic  of  the  continuous  water  route  created  by  the  completion  of  the 
Panama  Canal.

graded  Mint  State  60.  Light  greenish  gold,  a  lustrous,  well  struck  specimen. 
The  obverse  features  a  cleverly  positioned  eagle  with  its  wings  spread  wide. 
In  its  beak  it  holds  a  scroll;  in  one  claw  a  branch,  possibly  meant  to  be  the 
olive  branch  of  peace.  In  the  other  claw,  a  bundle  of  arrows  and  a  slanting 
Union  shield.  The  reverse  has  the  company’s  inscription  in  a  rectangle,  with 
engine-turned  design  above  and  below.  A  rare  Territorial  gold  piece  minted 
from  native  California  gold  rush  gold  bullion. 


758  1851  Augustus  Humbert  $50  Gold  or  “Slug.”  880  THOUS.  Mint  State 

60  or  Better,  Reverse  Mint  State  63+.  The  obverse,  very  lightly  cleaned,  has 
an  exceptional  strike  and  wonderful  matte-like  luster  from  the  dies.  The 
reverse  engine-turned  design  is  incredibly  detailed,  almost  mesmerizing  when 
you  view  it  up  close.  Furthermore,  both  sides  are  relatively  mark-free  for  one 
of  these  giant  $50  pieces.  The  coin  weighs  two  and  one-half  ounces  and  was 
produced  by  United  States  Assayer  of  Gold,  Augustus  Humbert.  Struck  at  the 
Assay  Office  under  the  directorship  of  Humbert,  this  federally-sanctioned 
facility  was,  in  effect,  a  non-coining  mint.  The  way  Humbert  played  the  sub¬ 
terfuge  was  to  issue  ingots  in  $50  to  $  1 0,000  denominations  “to  be  struck  of 
refined  gold,  of  uniform  fineness,  and  with  appropriate  legends  and  devices, 
similar  to  those  on  our  smaller  coins  [!]  with  their  value  conspicuously 
marked,  and  the  inscriptions  LIBER  I  Y  and  L1NITED  STA 1  ES  OF  AMER¬ 
ICA.”  This  weasel  wording  concealed  what  the  California  authorities  and 
Mint  Director  R.  M.  Patterson  well  knew:  The  ingots  would  circulate  as 
money,  with  inscriptions  conformable  to  the  Mint  Act  of  April  2,  1792,  dif¬ 
fering  primarily  in  denomination  from  normal  federal  coins. 

The  $50  “slugs”  as  they  came  to  be  known,  proved  very  popular  until  the 
official  federal  mint  went  into  operation  in  1854.  Though  hundreds  of  thou¬ 
sands  were  struck,  most  were  subsequently  melted  and  the  material  used  to 
make  double  eagle  planchets  for  striking  into  coins  (hence  the  large  1854-S, 
1855-S,  1856-S,  1857-S  production  numbers  of  this  denomination).  Today 
Humbert’s  $50  “ingots”  are  all  scarce,  with  original  Mint  States  quite  rare. 


760  1852  Wass,  Molitor  and  Company  $10  Gold.  NGC  graded  Extremely 

Fine  45.  A  few  of  the  usual  old  circulation  marks  in  the  fields.  Sharp  obverse; 
what  appears  to  be  more  wear  on  the  reverse  points  to  a  lesser  boldness  in  the 
strike  from  the  dies.  According  to  Breen’s  encyclopedia,  confirmed  elsewhere, 
“Reuse  of  the  old  Dubosq  $10  reverse,  and  probably  other  old  dies,  explains 
the  weak  appearance  of  reverses  of  almost  all  Wass,  Molitor  $5s  and  $10s. 
(Don  Kagin  first  pointed  out  their  reuse  of  the  Dubosq  reverse).’

761  1855  Wass,  Molitor  &  Company  $50  Gold.  PCGS  graded  Extremely  Fine  40.  A  few  normal  knocks  on  the  portrait  and  in  the  fields;  well  centered  on  a  defect- 

free  planchet.  The  gold  smelting  an  assaying  plant  of  Wass,  Molitor  &  Company  struck  five,  10,  20,  and  50  dollar  coins.  Mintage  began  in  1852,  lapsed  in  1853 
and  1854,  and  ended  with  a  high  output  of  $20  and  $50  pieces  in  1855.  A  considerable  number  of  the  $50  coins  were  made,  however,  almost  all  were  melted 
when  the  San  Francisco  mint  came  on  stream.  The  company’s  $50  round  is  its  most  famous,  with  Extremely  Fine  40  grade  specimens  more  difficult  to  acquire 
than  the  usual  much  abraded  Very  Fine  pieces.

Details  of  Mint  State  60  or  better,  however  lightly  cleaned  on  the  reverse  and  heavier 
cleaning  and  possible  smoothing  of  the  surface  on  the  obverse  to  remove  scratches  at  the  first  star.  Worth  examining  since  it  is  much  better  looking  than  our 
description  may  make  it  out  to  be.  Struck  on  a  bright  yellow  gold  planchet,  indicating  a  certain  amount  of  silver  alloy  in  the  bullion.  A  sharp  strike  for  this  Col¬ 
orado  Territory  issuer.

763  1860  Mormon  $5  Gold.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  61.  Warm  orange-gold  toning  with  lighter  rubbed  gold  highlights.  Choice  rims  and  fields.  The  first  name 

given  to  the  organized  Mormon  Territory  was  the  “State  of  Deseret,”  the  last  word  meaning  “honey  bee.’  I  he  beehive,  which  is  illustrated  on  the  reverse  of  the 
1 860  $5  gold  piece,  was  a  favorite  devices  of  the  followers  of  Joseph  Smith  and  Brigham  Young.  1  his  one-year  Type  is  one  of  the  most  attractive  lerritorial  designs, 
as  well  as  among  the  scarcest.  In  Mint  condition,  a  coin  which  ranks  high  on  the  rarity  scale. 

The  history  of  the  Gold  Rush  is  inextricably  intertwined  with  that  of  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter  Day  Saints,  more  familiarly  known  as  the  Mormon 
Church.  As  Don  Taxay  has  pointed  out,  Mormon  “Forty-Miners”  included  both  James  Marshall  (who  made  the  actual  discovery  of  gold,  January  24,  1 848)  and 
Sam  Brannan  (who  galloped  through  San  Francisco  streets  shouting  about  it),  as  well  as  many  of  the  earliest  miners.  One  of  the  richest  deposits  was  on  Mormon 
Island,  downstream  from  Sutter’s  Mill  at  Coloma  on  the  American  River. 

When  Mormon  miners  began  bringing  gold  dust  back  in  quantity  to  Deseret  (  Honeybee’)  Territory  (the  Salt  Lake  City  area),  Brigham  Young  conceived  the  idea 
of  creating  a  distinctive  local  coinage. 

On  the  1860  $5,  the  inscription  in  the  Deseret  alphabet  (only  in  use  during  1852-69)  is  in  English,  a  phonetic  rendering  of  HOLINESS  TO  1  HE  LORD.  I  he 
[202]  coined  July  27  through  Dec.  12,  1859,  from  1860-dated  dies,  cannot  be  distinguished  from  the  [587]  struck  between  Jan.  14,  1860  and  March  8,  1861. 

According  to  researches  by  Dr.  Donald  Kagin  in  reference  to  the  1860  gold  issue:  “A  jeweler,  J.  M.  Barlow,  made  the  new  dies  at  the  request  of  Brigham  Young. 
A  mint  was  temporarily  established  in  Barlows  jewelry  shop  where  he  was  assisted  by  Douglas  Brown.

765  1856  Flying  Eagle.  PCGS  graded  Proof  63.  The  foremost  Flying  Eagle 

cent  rarity  and  a  handsome,  well  struck  coin  that  boasts  an  impressive  eagle. 
The  eagle  (as  well  as  the  wreath),  needle-sharp.  All  of  the  chest  and  wing 
feathers  bold,  the  tail  also,  and  the  eye  and  beak  well  defined.  This  famous 
Cent  is  the  work  of  James  B.  Longacre,  the  mint  engraver  from  1844-69 
who,  in  the  pattern  stage  in  1856-58  suggested  two  different  eagles  for  the 
new  reduced  weight  (72  grains)  cents.  His  larger-size  eagle  was  chosen  by  the 
Mint  Director  and  this  is  the  end  result,  the  1856  Flying  Eagle.  Spot-free; 
very  choice  for  the  grade;  worth  a  look,  worth  a  strong  bid. 


KEY  DATE  1856  FLYING  EAGLE  CENT 


7 66  1856  Flying  Eagle.  NGC  graded  Proof  61.  Original  golden  russet  toning. 

Mint  designer-engraver  James  Barton  Longacre  reworked  Gobrecht’s  famous 
flying  eagle  of  1836-9  and  placed  it  on  the  obverse  of  Americas  first  Small 
Cents.  These  were  at  once  given  the  name  “white  cents”  by  the  public  and 
must  have  been  strikingly  brilliant  and  silvery  when  new  compared  to  the  old 
red  Large  Cents  then  being  withdrawn.  For  the  reverse  Longacre  adapted  his 
wreath  of  cereals  design  from  Gold  Dollars  and  Three-dollar  Gold  pieces. 
Together,  these  borrowings  combine  to  give  us  one  of  our  nations  most 
attractive  coin  designs.  It  is  unfortunate  the  Flying  Eagle  had  to  be  retired. 
Unfortunate,  that  is,  for  lovers  of  artistic  coinage;  but  fortunate  for  today’s 
avid  coin  buyers. 


767  1857  Flying  Eagle.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  65.  Full  tail  feathers  and 

complete  eye,  beak,  and  nasal  opening  on  the  other  end,  the  polar  opposites 
of  which  caused  striking  difficulties  since  they  lie  opposite  the  wreath  on  the 
reverse.  A  gem  toned  Uncirculated  specimen  which  is  spot-free  which  has 
only  a  couple  of  tiny  marks  at  the  ONE  of  ONE  CENT.

A  landmark 
offering  in  the  Flying  Eagle/Indian  Cent  series  with  its  resplendent  reddish  tan 
luster  and  crisp  overdate.  The  upper  curve  and  right  corner  of  the  earlier  7  is 
clearly  visible  above  and  to  the  right  of  the  final  8  in  date,  making  this  the  verv 
early  die  state  on  this  well  struck  specimen  (most  specimens  coming  weakls 
stuck  on  the  tail  and  right  wreath).  The  eagle’s  neck  feathers  arc  extra  detailed, 
as  is  the  eye  and  beak,  the  upper  wing  (with  its  broken  wingtip  —  a  diagnos 
tic  feature  of  the  overdate).

high-quality  offering  of  the  overdate,  from  the  same  source  and  almost  on  a 
par  with  the  MS64  example.  This  lustrous,  toned  coin  does  have  a  little  more 
flattening  on  the  eagle’s  tail,  which  is  the  main  cause  of  the  sudden  demise  of 
the  flying  eagle  type  and  replacement  by  the  more  technically  perfect  Indian 
head  style  of  1859-1909.  The  broken  upper  wingtip  is  a  dead  giveaway  for 
the  overdate,  but  there  is  also  plainly  seen  the  curve  of  the  7  above  the  sec¬ 
ond  8. 


770  1858  Large  Letters.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  65.  A  few  light  toning 

streaks  in  the  obverse  field;  sleek  mint  luster  plus  full  eagle’s  wing,  tail,  and 
head.  Sharp  business  strikings  of  1857-58,  with  full  feather  and  leaf  details, 
are  seldom  offered.  The  usual  weaker  strikings  eventually  stimulated  the  mint 
director,  Snowden,  to  authorize  a  design  change  late  in  1858,  to  the  first 
“Indian”  head  type. 


771  1858  Small  Letters.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  64.  Sleek  mint  luster  and 

eye-appeal;  a  few  tiny  spots  to  the  left  of  the  date  and  within  the  opening  of 
the  wreath  at  top.  Scarce  in  this  condition.

1859  PCGS  graded  Proof  65.  A  high-end  Proof  of  this  type  struck  only  in 
IK5'>  with  the  Indian  head  obverse  and  simple  wreath  of  laurel  leaves.  Deli- 
i  a rdy  toned;  pristine  and  glossy.  In  a  circa  1998  PCGS  holder  with  possibil¬ 
ities  of  crack-out  and  upgrade. 


773  1859  NGC  graded  Proof  64.  Popular  and  important  one-year  Type  in  the 

always  exciting  Indian  Cent  series  of  Proofs.  A  well  struck,  gleaming  speci¬ 
men  whose  Liberty  head  is  frosted  against  a  reflective  field.  Lightly  toned. 
This  year  only,  a  laurel  wreath  occupied  the  reverse;  in  later  issues  this  would 
be  replaced  by  a  wreath  of  oak  leaves.  Designs  are  by  Longacre,  who  created 
the  preceding  Flying  Eagle  design  as  well.  Mintage:  800,  with  a  certain  num¬ 
ber  of  pieces  melted  as  unsold.

tion,  confirming  the  Proof  64  PCGS  grade.  The  first  of  the  new  reverse 
pieces,  and  a  glistening  original  Proof.  For  the  reverse  of  the  1 860,  the  mint 
substituted  a  new  oak  wreath  in  which  a  shield  is  placed  in  the  opening  at  the 
top  where  the  two  ends  of  the  wreath  close  into  a  semicircle.  This  handsome 
lightly  toned  specimen  has  needle-sharp  relief  and  great  visual  appeal.  The 
perfect  combination  for  a  collector  of  Indian  cents.  Mintage  in  Proof  was 
only  1,000,  but  several  hundred  were  later  melted  by  the  mint  as  unsold.

Struck  in  the  mid-part  of  the  copper-nickel 
series,  which  ran  from  1859  to  1864,  a  very  choice  example  which,  except  for 
a  few  carbon  flecks  on  the  Indian  side,  has  sleek  mirrors  atop  which  the  frost¬ 
ed  devices  seem  to  float  in  two-tone  relief.  Lightly  toned. 


778  1863  PCGS  graded  Proof  65.  Among  the  top-end  specimens  in  this  out¬ 

standing  numerical  grade,  a  classy  specimen  whose  surface  is  naturally  toned. 
Honey-gold  to  reddish  hues  almost  encompass  the  obverse  and  delicately 
intrude  into  the  reverse.  The  design  elements  are  all  crisp  and  fully  detailed, 
having  received  a  sharp  double-blow  from  the  dies  as  was  the  technique  used 
by  the  mint  when  striking  these  rare  Proofs.  Only  460  Proofs  were  made,  all 
of  which  went  with  the  Proof  sets  that  year. 


779  1864  Copper-nickel.  PCGS  graded  Proof  65.  Includes  Eagle  Eye  Photo 

Seal  documentation,  confirming  the  PCGS  grade.  Warm  golden-oriented 
color  with  a  blue  undertone  that  gives  it  extra  eye  appeal.  Surfaces  smooth 
and  shimmering,  the  devices  well  frosted  and  as  sharp  as  a  knife,  including 
the  feather  ends,  including  the  shield  on  the  reverse,  and  everything  in- 
between!  In  brief,  a  gorgeous  specimen  of  this  final  year  of  the  copper-nickel 
Proofs.  Only  370  specimens  made 

Longacre  referred  to  this  profile  of  Liberty  in  letters  and  official  memo¬ 
randa  (in  the  National  Archives)  as  that  of  the  Venus  Accroupie,  ‘Crouch¬ 
ing  Venus,’  apparently  one  of  the  Greco-Roman  statues  of  Venus  then 
housed  in  a  Philadelphia  museum.  He  first  placed  it  on  the  1849  gold 
dollar,  then  on  the  1849  double  eagle,  later  on  the  1854  three-dollar 
piece  and  the  second  and  third  gold  dollar  designs  (1854,  1856),  before 
modifying  the  headdress  for  the  cent  to  give  it  “a  more  national  charac¬ 
ter.”  It  is  this  style  we  have  come  to  know  as  the  “Indian”  cent. 


780  1864  Bronze.  PCGS  graded  Proof  66.  Red  and  Brown.  Includes  Eagle  Eve 

Photo  Seal  documentation,  confirming  the  PCGS  grade.  A  superlative  exam¬ 
ple  of  this  rare  Proof,  deep  reds  and  golden  brown.  The  field  on  either  side 
glassy  smooth,  highly  reflective,  while  the  Indian  head  stands  forth  in  sharp 
frosted  relief.  With  1 864  Indian  cent  Proof  production  split  over  several  types 
and  varieties,  there  were  only  about  100  Bronze  No  L  1864  pieces  made, 
although  this  figure  may  possibly  include  some  pieces  with  L.  Breen,  in  his 
earlier  Proofs  encyclopedia,  reports  that  “the  division  into  370+  copper-nick¬ 
el  and  100+  bronze  is  inevitable,  given  that  (1)  silver  proof  sets  at  the  time 
included  the  cents,  (2)  the  mint  issued  230  sets  in  February  and  140  in 
March,  total  370,  (3)  bronze  cents  were  not  coined  until  passage  of  the  Act 
of  Congress,  April  22,  1864,  (4)  the  next  proof  sets  made  were  100  in  July 
1864,  (5)  there  were  probably  extra  proofs  made  of  cents  and  2c  pieces  to 
commemorate  the  introduction  of  the  new  circulating  medium  and  the 
denomination.”  Regardless,  this  very  rare  and  very  popular  bronze  1 864  is 
sure  to  hit  a  home  run  with  collectors  due  to  its  spectacular  state  of  preser¬ 
vation  and  Eagle  Eye  confirmation  of  grade. 


781  1864  Bronze.  PCGS  graded  Proof  64.  Red.  Includes  Eagle  Eye  Photo  Seal 

documentation,  confirming  the  PCGS  grade.  First  of  the  new  48-grain 
bronze  pieces  struck  on  planchets  using  an  alloy  of  95%  copper  and  5%  tine 
and  zinc.  The  present  1864  has  resplendent  copper-red  color  and  sleek  mir¬ 
ror  finish  in  the  fields.  The  devices,  sharp  and  frosted,  give  it  a  very  pleasing 
aspect.  Only  150  Proofs  said  to  have  been  made  of  this  Type! 


782  1864  Bronze.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  65.  Red.  Following  the  switch  to  a 

new  French  bronze  alloy  of  95%  copper,  4%  tin  and  1%  zinc  in  mid-year 
1864,  the  first  coins  struck  did  not  feature  the  “L  on  the  ribbon  end.  This 
was  in  keeping  with  the  years  1859-64  where  the  letter  also  did  not  appear. 
The  present  example  is  carefully  made  and  equally  well  preserved,  as  it  dis 
plays  full  copper-red  luster  throughout.  An  attractive  pern  specimen

it  is  among  the  scarcest  dates  in  the  1860s.

mint  color  have  achieved  almost  universal  approval  and  desirability,  we  are 
pleased  as  anything  to  have  this  opportunity  to  offer  a  nice  run  of  dates  from 
1864  to  1909  in  glittering  Proof  quality.  Many  of  the  specimens  in  the  sale 
carry  Eagle  Eye  Photo  Seal  documentation  confirming  the  PCGS  grade 
(which,  as  most  know,  hardly  needs  certification  since  this  grading  house  is 
one  of  the  most  conservative  of  the  dozen  or  so  providers  of  third-party  opin¬ 
ions).

And  remarkable  it  is,  indeed,  one  of  the  most  majestic  and  sparkling  exam¬ 
ples  of  this  early  Doubled  Die  rarity  we  have  ever  heard  of.  The  upper  motto 
IN  GOD  WE  TRUST  shows  clear  doubling;  the  date  shift,  even  more  iden- 
tifiably  so! 

The  error  occurred  in  the  hubbing  process.  Coins  struck  by  a  die  with  minor 
distortions  will  have  their  various  designs,  numbers,  letters,  or  date,  produced 
with  doubled  shapes.  The  degree  of  doubling  will  vary,  depending  on  how 
severely  the  die  was  distorted  during  the  heating  and  cooling  cycles  between 
the  hubbing  sequences,  as  described  in  detail  in  the  highly  recommended 
Margolis- Weinberg  book  on  America’s  error  coinage.  In  most  cases,  the  dou¬ 
bling  minor.  The  quality  control  people  at  the  Mint  allow  most  of  these  to 
pass  through  without  comment.  However,  coins  with  major  doubling  like 
this  1917  Lincoln  cent  are  almost  always  caught.

880  1857  PCGS  graded  Proof  65.  Detail  so  sharp  and  crystal  clear  as  to  cause 

amazement  in  anyone  who  is  familiar  with  this  series  of  diminutive  silver 
coins.  The  stellar  star  has  multiple  outlines  on  this  Type  2  design,  with  sleek 
satiny  finish  against  the  mirror  field.  The  large  C  on  the  revere,  with  its  III 
Roman  numeral  and  branch/arrows  motif  also  lays  claim  to  superiority  far  in 
advance  of  even  a  more  normal  Proof.  However,  1857’s  most  important 
aspect  concerns  the  rarity  of  the  date  in  Proof.  For  no  more  than  a  few  dozen 
were  struck,  and  then  they  were  issued  one  at  a  time,  not  made  available  to 
the  general  public.  All  in  all,  a  very  splendid,  eye-catching  specimen.  Before 
leaving  this  lot  we  should  mention  its  color:  watery  steel  with  purple  and  blue 
undertones. 

According  to  Donald  Taxay  in  his  U.S.  Mint  and  Coinage  p.219,  on 
March  2,  1851,  mint  engraver  I.ongacre,  having  prepared  the  design  and 
cut  the  dies  for  the  first  type  of  this  denomination,  wrote  to  Treasury  Sec¬ 
retary  Corwin  to  explain  the  designs  (of  which  he  enclosed  trial  strikes, 
possibly  uniface):  “.  .  .  That  portion  of  the  act  referred  to  which  pre¬ 
scribes  my  duties  in  relation  to  the  coin  is  in  these  words:  ‘The  said  coin 
shall  bear  such  devices  as  shall  be  conspicuously  different  from  those  of 
the  other  silver  coins  and  from  the  gold  dollar,  but  having  the  inscription 
United  States  of  America,  and  its  denomination  and  date.’  On  so  small  a 
coin  it  is  impossible  that  the  device  can  be  at  once  conspicuous  and  strik¬ 
ing  unless  it  is  simple  —  complexity  would  defeat  the  object.  For  the 
obverse  I  have  therefore  chosen  a  star  (one  of  the  heraldic  elements  of  the 
National  crest)  bearing  on  its  center  the  shield  of  the  Union,  surrounded 
by  the  legal  inscription  and  date.  For  the  reverse  I  have  devised  an  orna¬ 
mental  letter  C  embracing  in  its  center  the  Roman  numeral  III,  the 
whole  encircled  by  the  thirteen  stars  .  .  .”

The 
buffalo’s  horn  is  full,  his  split  tail  also  pointing  to  the  extra  sharp  strike.  Any¬ 
one  who  succeeds  in  outbidding  the  competition  for  this  1917-S  can  be 
excused  if  he  lets  out  a  few  delighted  yelps  of  pleasure  of  ownership.  For  the 
coin  certainly  ranks  among  the  finest  known  of  its  date  and  mint. 


926  1917-S  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  64.  Premium  Quality.  It  revels  in  full 

mint  brilliance  and  light  golden  to  purplish  toning.  The  strike  is  right  up 
there  among  the  finest  seen  for  1917-S,  with  full  horn  and  head,  full  split  tail 
on  the  buffalo,  and  similar  indications  of  sharp  relief  on  the  side  with  the 
somber-looking  Native  American.

yet  PCGS  decided  to  err  on  the  low  side  by  calling  it  Mint  State  64.  We  feel 
certain  bidders  will  agree  with  our  assessment  and  award  it  a  strong  bid  in 
today’s  active  marketplace.  The  surface  seems  to  glow  with  an  inner  life  all  its 
own;  as  well,  the  toning  shades  from  silvery  nickel  bright  to  pastels  of  blue  and 
pinkish  gold.  What  a  wonderful  achievement  for  a  date  that  more  typically  is 
found  weakly  struck  and  peppered  with  carbon.  The  next  Lot  is  also  graded 
Mint  State  64,  but  just  doesn’t  achieve  this  coin’s  spectacular  beauty.  For  this, 
we  think  it  deserves  to  be  called  “Premium  Quality.  See  what  you  think. 


928  1918-S  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  64.  If  1917-S  is  very  scarce  in  higher  con¬ 

ditions,  1918-S  outranks  it  by  an  even  greater  factor.  This  stems  from  the  few 
examples  that  were  saved  at  the  time  of  issue;  it  also  points  to  the  mint’s  ten¬ 
dency  towards  poor  strikes  in  the  later  teens  and  early  1 920s.  A  well  struck, 
if  not  quite  100%  full  bold  specimen,  the  luster  is  smooth,  spot-free,  and 
shimmering  nickel-gray  from  high  points  to  curved  open  spaces  in  the  field.

If  you  have  been  waiting  in  the 
waiting  room  of  The  Big  Auction  Sale  in  hopes  of  landing  the  ultimate  specimen  of  this  famous  American  error 
coin,  your  name  has  just  been  called  over  the  loud  speaker.  Take  this  opportunity  that  has  been  handed  to  you  to 
deliver  the  finest  known  example  3  legged  nickel  into  your  museum-class  collection  of  Buffalo  nickels. 

In  this  version  of  the  buffalo  nickel,  “Black  Diamond”  (for  that  was  the  beast’s  correct  name)  is  missing  his  foreleg.  He  has 
a  hoof,  but  a  lot  of  good  that’ll  do  him  without  a  leg  to  stand  on.  The  other  three  legs  are  complete.  The  one  at  the  back, 
though,  appears  to  be  moth-eaten.  There  is  also  a  little  trickle  of  dots  in  the  field  curving  away  from  Black  Diamond’s  belly 
to  the  ground  line.  We  won't  say  anything  more  about  them  other  than  to  point  them  out.  Curiously,  these  things  are  all 
diagnostic  of  the  3-legged  reverse  die,  the  ratty-looking  back  leg,  the  missing  foreleg,  the  trickle  of  dots.  For  it  appears  only 
a  single  reverse  was  involved  in  the  manufacture  of  this  oddity.  As  far  as  numismatists  are  able  to  reconstruct  what  happened 
to  cause  the  missing  leg  and  other  identifiers,  this  arose  from  a  clashed  die.  The  obverse  and  reverse  dies  came  together  with¬ 
out  an  intervening  planchet  and  damaged  themselves.  The  press  operator,  sporting  this,  stopped  the  press  run  and  removed 
the  reverse  die.  He  or  a  die  specialist,  then  ground  down  the  injured  parts  —  “lapping”  as  the  procedure  is  called.  Once  sat¬ 
isfied  that  the  clash  marks  were  effaced,  the  press  operator  repositioned  the  die  in  the  press  and  turned  on  the  switch.  Addi¬ 
tional  coins  were  then  struck  from  this  repaired  die.  But  little  did  anyone  realize  it  at  the  time  that  the  grinding  process,  the 
lapping,  had  removed  Black  Diamond’s  foreleg  below  the  knee!  All  that  remains  is  the  forehoof!  This  most  famous  Buffalo 
nickel  error  is  found  occasionally  in  Mint  State  60  to  65  grades.  But  even  the  finest  MS65  rarely  has  brilliant  luster  like  the 
luster  found  on  a  non-3-legged  coin.  The  die  was  simply  too  worn  or  the  surviving  coins  simply  too  lifeless.  Yet,  out  of  the 
blue  comes  this  marvelous  specimen!

Two  reverses  were  used  to  strike  1797  16-stars  half 
dimes,  this  coin  from  the  same  reverse  used  to  strike  the  15  star  piece,  and 
described  by  Valentine  as  number  4.  The  half  dime  types  present  the  same 
general  characteristics  as  larger  United  States  silver  coins.  The  draped  bust 
Liberty  was  used  in  1796-1805,  but  the  small  eagle  reverse  (by  Robert  Scot) 
occurs  only  in  1796  and  1797,  with  the  latter’s  mintage  spread  over  three 
varieties:  13,  15,  or  16  obverse  stars.

1837  Triple  Cut  8  in  Date.  Valentine- 1.  NGC  graded  Proof  64.  With 
decided  cameo  contrast.  The  devices  are  well  frosted  on  this  handsome  rare 
Proof  of  the  new  Christian  Gobrecht  type  without  stars  on  the  obverse.  All 
of  Liberty’s  petite  form  is  snowy  white;  and  all  of  the  wreath  and  legends  on 
the  reverse  were  left  in  the  same  state  by  the  dies.  This,  against  the  mirror 
gloss  of  the  field,  gives  a  wonderful  two-tone  aspect  to  the  coin.  As  far  as  the 
actual  “toning”  goes,  there  isn’t  any,  other  than  perhaps  the  merest  ghost  of 
some  golden  color  at  the  extreme  edge. 

The  Half  Dime  of  1837  by  Christian  Gobrecht  has  a  draped  figure  of  Liber¬ 
ty,  seated  to  the  right  but  head  turned  to  the  left.  Her  upraised  left  hand 
holds  a  pole  on  which  is  a  Liberty  cap,  and  with  her  right  hand,  she  holds  the 
upper  corner  of  a  shield  which  rests  on  the  base.  On  the  upper  third  of  the 
shield  or  chief,  are  horizontal  lines,  the  heraldic  method  of  representing  azure 
or  blue.  On  the  lower  part  of  the  required  palewise  of  thirteen  pieces,  argent 
and  gules,  are  rendered  by  vertical  lines  in  six  pairs.  From  Liberty’s  hand 
holding  the  shield  there  is  a  band  inscribed  LIBERTY  which  runs  diagonal¬ 
ly  across  the  shield.  Liberty s  right  foot,  sandal-clad,  extends  almost  to  the 
edge.  In  the  field,  below  the  base,  is  the  date.  There  are  no  stars  on  the 
obverse,  the  first  time  this  occurs  on  a  half  dime.  (In  1838,  thirteen  stars  were 
added  to  the  dies.) 

One  of  the  extremely  rare  Proofs  of  this  issue,  possibly  fewer  than  20  were 
made  July  25,  1837,  and  only  a  handful  have  been  graded  by  the  foremost 
third-party  services  of  NGC  and  PGGS.  I  he  sale  of  this  coin  in  NGC  hold¬ 
er  377406-001  will  surely  be  remembered  for  years  to  come!

16  star  (JR-1)  makes  up  the  bulk  of  the  known  overdates.  T  his  pleasing  spec¬ 
imen  is  so  special,  so  fresh  and  alluring,  that  we  have  to  restrain  ourselves 
when  describing  its  virtues!  Frost  is  evident  everywhere,  including  the  face 
and  eagle  high  points,  and  throughout  the  fields  The  strike  is  stronger  in 
some  areas  than  others,  which  is  typical  for  a  late- 18th  century  Dime  struck 
at  the  fledgling  mint  at  Philadelphia.  According  to  the  Mint’s  delivery  war¬ 
rants,  all  27,5050  dimes  reportedly  minted  in  1798  were  delivered  July  23, 
1798.  The  16  stars  reverse  has  an  arrangement  of  7-7- 1  - 1  with  similar  16 
vertical  stripes  in  the  shield.

unknown  in  mint  state.  Finest  seen  is  EF-45.  4  he  present  example,  rest 
assured,  sits  near  the  pinnacle  of  the  coveted  Condition  Census  for  this  variety.

I .  Rarely  have  we  been  so  certain  of  a  coin's  place  in  the  numismatic  hierarchy. 
At  the  very  least  this  piece  is  tied  for  finest  known  status,  and  may  well  be  at 
the  pinnacle  for  181 1/09.  When  the  auctioneer  hammers  out  the  final  bid,  the 
successful  new  owner  will  come  away  with  a  scintillatingly  bright,  snow  white 
coin  whose  every  surface  is  awash  in  mint  frost.  Furthermore,  superb  detail  is 
seen  in  the  13  obverse  stars,  the  curls  and  cap  on  Liberty,  the  feathers  on  the 
eagle  as  well  as  its  central  shield.  Only  65,180  dimes  were  produced  in  1811 
from  a  single  pair  of  dies.  (NGC  serial  number  566024-007.) 

JR  I  variety,  struck  from  lightly  clashed  dies.  Reverse  die  breaks  as  noted, 
with  faint  break  also  from  the  lower  edge  of  8  in  date  to  rim. 


987  1814  Large  Date.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  66.  Smooth  and  gleaming  lus¬ 

ter  below  natural  “old  gray”  patina,  the  end  result  of  more  than  a  century  and 
three  quarters  in  its  original  uncleaned  state  of  preservation.  A  highly  desir¬ 
able  Bust  Dime  in  this  grade.  Numerous  light  reverse  cracks,  as  noted  in 
Davis-I.ogan  variety  guide.  Although  seen  regularly  in  lower  grades,  most  of 
the  known  Uncirculated  specimens  are  in  MS60.  The  dated  variety  guide 
notes:  “Finest  seen  is  MS63”  placing  this  lovely  MS66  among  the  finest 
reported  if  it  isn’t  in  fact  the  very  finest  known  JR-4  1814  dime.  As  usual,  the 
obverse  die  was  slightly  misaligned,  creating  deep  stars  at  the  left  but  flat  stars 
on  the  right.  (NGC  serial  number  1619234-005.)

988  1814  Small  Date.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  64.  The  only  variety'  in  which  the 

date  digits  are  this  small,  a  well  struck,  well  preserved  Mint  original  specimen. 
First-rate  gray  antique  color  has  a  blue-like  gloss  to  it  with  lighter  silver-bright 
mint  bloom  around  some  of  the  devices.  Upper  stars  are  weak,  those  lower 
showing  more  radial  detail.  A  scarce  variety  that  comes  most  often  in  Very'  Fine 
or  lower  grades.  Since  the  die  variety  reference  explains  that  the  finest  seen  is 
only  MS60  (Stack’s  Scanlon  Sale  of  1973),  the  coin  in  this  lot  may  well  be 
among  the  top  Condition  Census  pieces,  if,  indeed,  it  doesn’t  rank  as  the  finest 
known  of  the  variety!  NGC  serial  number  1656290-007. 

JR- 1  variety  with  a  small  date. 
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989  1824,  4  over  2.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  64.  Original  dusky  gray  toning 

on  either  side  reveals  mint  frost  throughout.  A  glass  also  reveals  some  weak¬ 
ness  on  the  hair  curls  and  eagle,  the  result  of  insufficient  die  pressure.  A  key 
date,  the  Mint  did  not  report  any  dime  deliveries  in  1824.  The  authors  of  the 
Bust  Dimes  reference  agree  with  the  conclusion  of  earlier  numismatic  author¬ 
ities  who  have  postulated  that  all  or  most  of  the  100,000  pieces  delivered  by 
the  Mint  on  August  22,  1824  were  dated  1824.  Such  a  figure  is  consistent 
with  the  relative  scarcity  of  1824  dimes  today.  The  only  known  obverse  used 
to  strike  1824  dimes  has  the  final  digit  4  punched  over  a  digit  2,  and  possi¬ 
bly  a  digit  3.  The  earlier  punched  digit  2  is  clearly  visible  on  this  high-grade 
specimen.  A  few  proofs  are  known,  with  the  finest  Mint  State  reported  by  JR 
as  MS65,  although  this  lovely  MS64  PCGS  coin  may  be  the  highest  one  cer¬ 
tified  as  of  June  2003.  (PCGS  holder  4973744.) 

JR-1  variety,  Rarity-3.  “At  least  eight  or  more  specimens  exist  in  Mint 
State-60  or  better  condition.” 


990  1831  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  65.  Old-time  dusky  gray  “antique  silver” 

color  as  acquired  over  long  years.  The  handsome  strike  reveals  full  hair  curls 
and  cap,  smart-looking  drapery  and  clasp,  and  a  first-class  eagle  and  shield. 
The  raised  area  at  the  rim  on  reverse  is  from  die  breakup  (see  below).

991  1837  No  Stars.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  65.  First  of  the  new  style  with  Lib¬ 

erty  seated  on  a  rocky  mount  supporting  a  shield  in  her  right  hand  (viewer’s 
left).  A  downright  gorgeous  gem  specimen  whose  surface  condition  is  well  up 
there  among  the  finest  for  this  MS65  level.  Also  impressive  is  the  way  the 
devices  stand  forth  in  bold  relief,  the  result  of  proper  striking  from  the  two 
dies.  Natural  purple-brown  and  gray  toning,  medium-weight  in  most  areas, 
although  lighter  in  centers. 


992  1839-0  No  Drapery.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  64.  Ex  Andre  Dawson 

Collection.  A  wonderful  choice-to-gem  quality'  example  of  this  New  Orleans 
mint  issue.  The  surface  seems  to  dance  with  mint  frostiness  while  everything 
acquired  marvelous  toning  in  something  of  a  “target”  pattern:  reddish  gold  at 
centers,  expanding  to  blue  and  silver  iridescence  on  either  side.  The  few  light 
marks  preclude  this  from  being  MS65. 


993  1840  No  Drapery.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  65.  Medium  gray  patina,  a 

coin  that  bears  all  the  original  mint  bloom  that  the  dies  gave  it,  along  with 
full  devices  (stars  and  Liberty,  wreath  and  legends). 


994  1842-0  Mint  State  63.  Dusky  gray  toning  with  blue  and  russet  toned,  pos¬ 

sibly  artificial,  but  even  so  an  attractive  example.  And  1842-0  is  definitely 
rare  in  Mint  condition,  as  are  most  New  Orleans  seated  Liberty  dimes  struck 
during  the  eighteen-forties.

A  first-rate  gem  in  this  condition;  evert  bit  of  the 
design  (including  the  smaller  elements  like  the  stars  and  wreath  bow  >  show 
superb  detail.  Wholly  brilliant,  which  means  no  toning. 
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996  1853  No  Arrows.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  66.  Light  silver-gray  patina 

makes  a  valiant  effort  to  obscure  the  underlying  luster,  but  the  luster  is  so 
prevalent  and  crisp  as  to  shine  right  through  with  as  though  endeavoring  to 
proclaim  its  originality.  This  is  among  the  scarcer  seated  Liberty  dimes  of  the 
earliest  Stars  Obverse  style.  Struck  before  the  mint  switched  to  a  With  Arrows 
device,  many  1853  No  Arrows  dimes  were  melted  and  then  recoined  into  the 
lighter  weight  pieces  of  1853-1855  and  later.  A  mere  95,000  of  these  were 
minted.  Survivors  rarely  surpass  the  MS60-62  level. 


997  1853  No  Arrows.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  65.  This  original  toned  speci¬ 

men  features  medium  to  deep  russet  and  blue  gray  patina  from  long  years  in 
a  coin  envelope;  excellent  strike;  and  smooth  satiny  frost.  The  No  Arrows 
variety  is  much  scarcer  than  1853  With  Arrows  since  many  were  melted  at 
the  mint  in  1853-55  to  be  recoined  into  lighter  weight  pieces  pursuant  to  the 
Coinage  Act  of  1853. 


998  1 853  With  Arrows.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  66.  Delicate  russet  and  gray 

toning.  New  design  with  Arrows  at  date  to  designate  a  weight  change.  Con¬ 
tinues  with  the  Stars  Obverse  style.  Among  the  finer  examples  in  existence, 
as  the  bloom  from  the  dies  strikes  the  eye  with  great  force. 


996  1854  With  Arrows.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  64.  Frosty,  with  a  few  little 

obverse  marks  beneath  the  light  russet  gray  toning.  A  sharply  made  example. 

600  I  856-S  PCGS  graded  Extremely  Fine  45.  A  few  old  obverse  scratches;  very 
choice  otherwise.  A  key  grade  since  1 856-S  is  unpriced  in  MS60  in  the  Red 
Book.  Only  70,000  minted.  Production  of  Dimes  had  just  begun  at  the  San 
Francisco  mint,  which,  although  it  opened  for  business  in  1854,  concentrat¬ 
ed  initially  on  gold  coins,  next  quarter  dollars  and  half  dollars,  before  finally 
getting  around  to  these  few  dimes  in  1856.

“Eye  Appeal.”  Those  having  a  passion  for  knock-out  color  and  surface  per¬ 
fection  may  want  to  consider  adding  this  little  beauty  to  your  rare  coin  port¬ 
folio.  The  colors  are  majestic;  the  surface  condition  virtually  impossible  to 
beat;  while  the  devices  are  100%  bold. 

1024  1916  Mercury.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  67.  Full  Bands.  Effectively  as 
made,  with  blazing  white  frost,  a  super-deep  impression  from  the  dies,  and 
an  image  that  leaves  a  similar  vivid  and  deep  impression  on  the  connoisseur’s 
eye!  Here,  is  a  small,  round  package,  lies  all  of  A.  A.  Weinman’s  genius,  his 
concept  for  America’s  coinage. 

The  obverse  was  a  winged  head  of  Liberty  derived  from  the  denarii  of 
Ancient  Rome.  The  designer  explained  that  “the  wings  crowning  her  cap  of 
Liberty  are  intended  to  symbolize  liberty  of  thought.”  He  selected  “the  fasces 
and  olive  branch  to  symbolize  the  strength  which  lies  in  unity,  while  the  bat- 
tle-ax  stands  for  preparedness  to  defend  the  union.  The  branch  of  olive  is 
symbolical  of  our  love  of  peace. 

1025  1918  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  64.  Full  Bands.  Essentially  untoned  and 
therefore  the  luster  greets  the  eye  with  a  slap  of  snowy  brilliance.

on  either  side,  the  result  of  many  long  years  in  an  old  coin  envelope  or  per¬ 
haps  retained  in  its  original  mint  tissue  wrapper  as  sent  to  the  Proof  set  buyer 
back  in  1 877.  The  devices  on  this  handsome  toned  piece  are  the  picture  of 
perfection:  bold  as  all  get-out,  they  show  sharp  relief  on  Liberty  and  shield, 
the  eagle  and  all  its  accompanying  legends.  The  stars,  too,  are  in  stellar  con¬ 
dition!  Liberty  and  eagle  also  happen  to  be  frosted.  This  give  the  whole 
ensemble  a  lovely  two-tone  or  cameo  effect.  Mintage  was  only  350  to  500 
pieces  in  1877  (sources  disagree  on  an  exact  figure),  with  far  too  few  remain¬ 
ing  in  superb  Proof  66  condition  to  fill  the  ever-growing  demand  from 
advanced  collectors  and  investors. 

Curiously,  the  eagle  on  the  twenty-cent  piece  is  a  close  copy  of  the  one  used 
on  the  Trade  Dollar.  The  mint  left  the  edge  plain  instead  of  reeded,  the  first 
time  this  occurs  on  a  silver  denomination  other  than  the  pee-wee  3c  silvers 

of  1851-1873. 


MAGNIFICENT  1878  CAMEO  PROOF  65 


1037  1878  NGC  graded  Proof  65.  Cameo.  A  magnificent  jewel  with  areas  that 

are  silvery  bright  and  other  areas  toned  deep  reddish  and  gold.  The  color 
develops  fully  at  the  rim  where  steel  blue  to  sky  blue  iridescence  prevails. 
There  is  also  stark  contrast  between  the  fields  and  the  devices,  the  sort  of 
quality  that  is  impeccable  on  a  Proof,  second  to  none  on  a  twenty-cent  Proof! 


1038  1878  PCGS  graded  Proof  62.  A  few  light  hairlines;  some  warm  golden  to 

honey  brown  toning  at  the  extreme  edge.  Both  Liberty  and  eagle  are  frosted 
against  the  mirror  field.  Scarce  Proof-only  issue:  600  pieces  made,  but  many 
have  since  been  lost.  A  desirable  issue.

1039  1804  Browning-1.  Mint  State  61.  However,  has  been  carefully  retoned  to  a 

dark  shade  of  steel  gray  after  possibly  being  cleaned  and  stripped  long  ago. 
Now  exhibits  smooth,  problem-free  surfaces  with  gorgeous  —  yes,  gorgeous 
—  details  in  Liberty’s  hair  and  drapery,  the  eagle’s  wings,  neck  and  tail,  plus 
the  shield  and  all  legends.  1 804  is  a  key  date  in  the  early  Draped  Bust  series. 
The  first  issue  to  feature  Robert  Scot’s  “heraldic  eagle”,  only  6,738  quarters 
were  struck  dated  1804.  Mintage  increased  markedly  in  1805-1807,  but 
1804  is  just  as  scarce  (some  might  say  rare)  as  1796,  the  other  low-mintage 
date  in  this  period.  (Coin  in  SEGS  MS61  “Toned”  holder.) 

Die  State:  Some  light  die  clash  evident  on  either  side;  raised  die  lines  (as 
struck)  between  stars  8  and  9.  Two  varieties  exist  of  1804,  from  two 
obverses  combined  with  a  single  reverse.  The  less  rare  (Browning  1,  Hilt 
3B)  has  low  4  in  date,  with  die  cut  between  eighth  and  ninth  stars  as 
described  above,  visible  even  on  FAIR  specimens;  only  a  few  Uncirculat¬ 
ed  pieces  survive,  and  prices  on  the  best  ones  have  surpass  the  more 
famous  of  1796  Small  Eagle.  The  other  variety  (Browning  2,  Hilt  4B)  has 
date  spaced  1 8  04  with  4  almost  touching  bust,  but  no  die  cut  between 
stars;  bases  of  BE  are  much  closer  together. 


BEAUTIFULLY  TONED  GEM  1818  QUARTER 


1040  1818  NGC  graded  Mint  State  65.  Shows  minor  recutting  at  the  13th  star 

and  a  fine  die  crack  connecting  stars  7  to  10.  Original  surfaces  with  medium 
purple-gray  and  steel  blue  iridescence,  some  russet  brown  in  the  undertone 
providing  another  dimension  of  color.  The  luster  pristine  throughout, 
including  the  important  high  points  of  the  design.  An  almost  epoch-making 
composition  of  strike,  color,  luster,  and  appearance  conspire  to  draw  your 
attention  to  the  auctioneer  at  the  front  of  the  room  who  is  looking  for  you 
to  raise  your  bid  card  and  enter  the  fray! 

John  Reich’s  conception  for  the  1815-1828  silver  quarter  dollars  was  an 
uncommonly  buxom  effigy  of  Liberty,  wearing  a  mobcap  inscribed  with 
her  name.  (This  was  for  generations  misnamed  a  turban  by  people  who 
never  saw  a  real  one;  and  even  from  the  beginning  it  was  taken  to  repre¬ 
sent  the  pilleus  or  Phrygian  liberty  cap,  whereas  Reich  actually  intended 
it  as  a  fashionable  headdress,  somewhat  like  that  on  some  portraits  of 
Martha  Washington.)

Nature  toned  it  as  it  passed  down  through  the  year.  An  it  is  this  frosty  spec¬ 
imen’s  color  which  catches  the  eye:  deep  russet  gold  and  faded  reds,  some 
normal  “antique”  gray  with  blue  iridescence.  Put  a  glass  to  it  and  you  will 
come  away  amazed  and  delighted;  more  than  this,  you  may  come  away  say¬ 
ing  to  yourself  “this  I  have  to  own!”

1 042  1  818  NGC  graded  Mint  State  64.  An  early  “large  size”  bust  quarter  dollar, 

well  struck  from  lightly  clashed  dies,  with  muted  luster  complete  from  high 
points  to  open  spaces  in  the  field.  Study  the  anatomy  of  quarter  dollars  of  this 
vintage  and  certain  things  begin  to  stand  out:  the  nice  fat  stars,  the  curling 
waves  of  Liberty's  hair,  a  tiny  center  dot  below  the  ear,  and,  of  course,  the 
stately  appearance  of  the  eagle  which  sits  proudly  in  the  center  of  the  reverse. 


1043  1825,  5  over  3.  Browning-2.  Rarity- 1  as  variety,  High  Rarity-7  as  Proof. 

Very  Choice  Uncirculated,  Prooflike,  or  possibly  Proof.  From  the  sale  of 
the  Pittman  rarities,  we  quote,  “Fully  struck  with  highly  mirrorlike  fields, 
including  the  area  within  the  shield  on  the  reverse.  However,  the  fields  lack 
the  depth  and  fabric  that  one  would  normally  expect  on  a  Proof  of  this  peri¬ 
od.  .  .and  so  it  is  my  opinion  [Akers,  the  cataloger]  that  this  is  really  a  fully 
prooflike  business  strike  as  opposed  to  a  true  Proof.  Others,  however,  may 
have  a  different  opinion  and,  in  fat,  this  specimen  has  perhaps  the  most 
famous  “Proof”  pedigree  of  any  of  the  so-called  Proofs  of  this  date  and  vari¬ 
ety.  It  traces  its  pedigree  to  B.  Max  Mehl’s  Golden  Jubilee  sale  (featuring  the 
Jerome  Kern  Collection)  in  1950,  Lot  1411,  and  earlier  to  the  ‘World's 
Greatest  Collection’  sale  where  it  sold  as  Lot  86.  The  quality  of  the  coin, 
whatever  its  original  minting  format  may  have  been,  is  excellent,  and  there 
are  only  a  few  light  hairlines  and  minor  contact  marks  present.  The  color  is 
particularly  beautiful  since  the  coin  has  gorgeous  sunset  toning  with  reddish- 
gold  predominating  and  shades  of  violet  and  blue  as  highlights.  In  the  Jerome 
Kern  sale,  JJP  paid  $34.50  for  this  coin.” 
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1044  1825  NGC  graded  Mint  State  64.  Lustrous  and  sharply  struck,  with  aged 

toning  giving  the  whole  coin  a  distinguished  appearance.  The  devices  needle- 
sharp  from  stars  and  curls  to  cap  and  drapery.  On  the  reverse,  a  pristine  eagle 
whose  claws  are  sharp  and  whose  shield  displays  each  and  every  horizontal 
line  and  vertical  strip  representing  the  red-white-and-blue  of  the  Union  in 
heraldic  fashion.  Dies  for  this  piece  were  designed  by  John  Reich,  who  left 
the  mint  in  1813  and  so  further  impressions  or  touch-up  dies  were  made  by 
his  replacement,  William  Kneass. 


1048  1847-0  Mint  State  63.  Although  it  cleaned  long  ago,  the  procedure  was  done 

with  a  delicate  touch,  leaving  the  luster  brilliant  and  white,  the  fields  and 
devices  mostly  mark-free.  A  scarce  New  Orleans  mint  date  from  the  much- 
melted  1 840s  period  when  the  price  of  silver  made  these  worth  more  as  metal 
than  their  face  value.  Mintage:  368,000.  (Coin  in  SEGS  MS63  holder.)

1045  1839  No  Drapery.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  64.  Sleek  gray  patina  with 

antique  look  to  the  entire  coin,  plus  some  greenish  gold  iridescence  in  the 
undertone.  A  handsome  specimen  of  this  early  Seated  Quarter  design.  Regu¬ 
lar  production  coinage  began  Sept.  29,  1838.  Only  466,000  were  struck,  a 
figure  oddly  close  to  the  annual  totals  for  1 839  and  1 840-0  of  this  design. 
Understandably,  these  “No  Drapery”  coins  have  become  recognized  as  scarce 
in  all  grades  and  very  desirable  in  mint  state.  They  are  called  “No  Drapery” 
only  in  contrast  to  the  Hughes  design  (see  next  section),  which  has  extra 
bulky  drapery  at  elbow. 


1046  1843-0  NGC  graded  About  Uncirculated  55.  Original  dusky  gray  and 

russet  brown  color,  the  fields  and  devices  frosty  in  the  protected  regions.  A 
scarce  New  Orleans  mint  issue. 


1047  1844  NGC  graded  Mint  State  64.  Struck  in  an  era  when  silver  coins  rarely 

circulated  within  America’s  borders  but  were  instead  exported  to  Europe  or 
Central  and  South  America.  A  scarce  date  from  the  1840s,  clearly  well  cared 
for  in  its  medium  gray  cloak  of  toning.  I  he  eagle  is  especially  well  struck  by 
the  dies.  Only  a  few  obverse  stars  show  any  softness. 


1049  1853  Arrows  and  Rays.  ICG  graded  Mint  State  65.  Pleasing  frosty  surface 

beneath  original  dove-gray  toning,  lightest  in  the  centers,  deeper  around  the 
rim  on  either  side.  Virtually  without  marks;  smooth  fields,  sharp  devices  like 
stars  and  letters,  Liberty  and  eagle.  The  reduction  in  weight  on  Quarter  Dol¬ 
lars  after  passage  of  the  Coinage  Act  of  1853  is  indicated  by  the  arrows  at  the 
date.  Rays  were  added  on  the  reverse  side  in  the  field  around  the  eagle.  The 
arrows  were  retained  through  1855,  but  the  rays  were  omitted  after  1853, 
leaving  this  a  key  one-year  Type. 


1050  1857  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  66.  Beautiful  grav  toning  with  antique 

appearance,  plus  some  greenish  blue  color  in  the  undertone.  A  superior 
example  of  this  No  Motto  issue,  the  style  used  front  1840  until  186V  Starv 
at  left  flat;  those  on  the  right  sharp. 
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SUPERB  UNCIRCULATED  1860-0  SEATED  LIB  2H 


1051  1860-0  NGC  graded  Mint  State  65.  Among  dates  in  the  1856-1862  peri¬ 

od,  it  seems  the  New  Orleans  branch  mints  escaped  the  notice  of  collectors. 
In  fact,  collecting  branch  mint  issues  didn’t  take  off  until  the  late- 1890s,  so 
it  doesn’t  surprise  us  to  find  that  1860-0  is  extremely  elusive  in  this  lovely 
state  of  preservation.  First  impressions  are  important  when  judging  a  coin, 
and  this  1860-0  leaves  us  considerably  astonished  by  its  scintillating  mint 
frost  and  eye-catching  color.  Both  sides  are  pristine;  the  entire  coin  boldly 
made  and  carefully  attended  to  by  its  former  owners.  Now  it  is  up  to  you  to 
decide  what  to  bid!  (NGC  holder  220910-001) 


SENSATIONAL  1861  MINT  STATE  67 


1052  1861  NGC  graded  Mint  State  67.  Superb!  The  1861  is  not  only  a  rather 

common  dare  in  the  No  Motto  series,  it  is  also  one  of  the  most  common 
issues  in  the  entire  series.  We  caution  bidders  however,  that  this  date  is  diffi¬ 
cult  to  locate  as  a  Gem,  and  Superb  Gems  number  just  a  handful,  few  of 
them  boasting  this  coin’s  sensational  aura  or  luster.  A  wonderful  coin  from 
the  standpoint  of  originality.  The  central  obverse  devices  are  silvery  bright 
while  the  outer  portion  close  to  the  rim  turns  golden  brown.  For  the  reverse, 
gleaming  luster  sparkles  beneath  a  lovely  purple  afterglow.  On  both  sides,  the 
underlying  mint  frost  is  full  and  vibrant,  while  devices  are  sharply  impressed. 


1053  1861  NGC  graded  Mint  State  66.  An  1861  beauty  that  dispels  any 

myths  about  early  No  Motto  seated  quarters  being  unavailable  in  full 
white  frosted  condition:  this  piece  has  it,  and  you  will  admire  its  superla¬ 
tive  condition.  From  the  way  the  fields  shine  and  glow  to  the  depth  of 
sharp  strike  by  the  dies.  The  snow-white  mint  bloom  seems  to  surge  across 
the  field  as  the  coin,  held  carefully,  is  gently  tilted  beneath  a  light.  The 
experience  is  exhilarating,  the  coin  superb. 


LOVELY  TONED  PROOF  1868  SEATED  QUARTER 


1054  1868  NGC  graded  Proof  66.  Features  deep  amber  gold  toning  whose  color 

leads  direction  into  halos  of  lavender  and  then  blue.  Both  sides  are  so  tone, 
both  sides  will  catch  your  eye  with  their  beauty  and  originality.  In  1868,,  the 
mint  cajoled  and  convinced  a  mere  600  collectors  to  purchase  Proof  sets,  of 
which  the  quarters  were  a  part.  This  can  only  be  thought  of  as  one  of  the 
most  attractively  toned  left  in  existence.

1055  1873  No  Arrows.  PCGS  graded  Proof  67.  With  strong  cameo  effect 

between  the  devices  (frosted)  and  the  mirror  field.  A  wonderful  example, 
sleek  and  naturally  toned.  Golden  russet  transcends  into  high-octane  iri¬ 
descent  blue  at  the  rims  on  either  side,  while  inspection  reveals  also 
splashes  of  dusky  purple  giving  it  yet  another  dimension  of  beauty.

Since  the  mint  struck  two  I  ypes  of  quarter 
dollar  Proofs  in  1873,  the  mintage  was  split,  600  pieces  going  into  the  No 
Arrows  set  and  another  540  Proofs  into  the  With  Arrows.  The  arrows  were 
placed  at  the  date  in  the  years  18763  and  1874  to  denote  the  change  ol 
weight  from  6.22  to  6.25  grams. 

1 059  1 874  With  Arrows.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  64.  Just  shy  of  gem  65  qual¬ 
ity,  a  well  made,  frosty  specimen  without  toning.

The  strike  on  the  stars  is  about  what  you'd  expect  tor  1 88~  most 
ly  flat,  though  in  no  way  affecting  the  sharp  eagle  or  above-average  figure  ot 
Liberty.  Mintage  this  year  came  in  at  710  Proofs.  Compare  that  figure  to 
today’s  multimillion  figures!

The  Coins  of  1839  —  A  Superb  Sampling 

The  following  five  lots  comprise  a  wonderful  selection  of  some  of  the  Philadelphia  mint’s  beauti¬ 
ful  coinage  of  1839.  Included  in  the  group  are:  coronet  style  large  cent  and  the  no  drapery  seated 
Liberty  half  dime,  dime,  quarter  dollar,  and  half  dollar  denominations  by  Christian  Gobrecht,  the 
mint’s  talented  chief  engraver.  It  is  a  very  simple  group  of  five  coins,  but  one  that  could  only  have 
involved  the  consignor  in  many  months  (if  not  years)  of  diligent  acquisition.  As  you  will  read  in 
their  descriptions,  these  are  all  high-end  “museum-quality'  pieces.  Collectors  often  are  forced  to 
wait  and  wait  before  even  a  single  specimen  of  one  of  these  appears  for  sale  in  the  conditions 
offered.  There  is  something  wholly  satisfactory  seeing  the  five  pieces  listed  together  rather  than 
interspersed  throughout  the  sale  in  their  regular  order.  Etiquette  forbids  us  from  touting  these  as 
“great  investments”  or  “the  things  dreams  are  made  of”  or  “if  you  miss  this  opportunity,  blah,  blah, 
blah.  .  .”  Yet  they  speak  for  themselves.  Their  grades  are  superb.  The  silver  issues  exhibit  everything 
from  silver-white  bloom  from  the  dies  to  natural  “old  silver”  patina  from  Nature’s  Artist  Palette. 
The  copper  cent  is  a  world  unto  itself.  (Each  piece  to  be  sold  individually.  You  may,  of  course, 
attempt  to  out-bid  the  others  to  acquire  all  five  coins.)  Shall  we  begin,  then? 


1111  1839  Large  Cent.  N-3  R1  PCGS  graded  Mint  State-66  Brown.  Head 

of  1838.  Choice  lustrous  light  bluish  steel  brown  with  5%  of  the  original 
mint  color  remaining,  mostly  on  the  reverse.  The  surfaces  are  satiny  and  very 
attractive,  free  of  any  defects  except  for  a  short,  dull  scratch  at  the  dentils 
right  of  star  1 1.

The  luster  below  this  is  creamy  smooth  and  cascades  around  the  surface 
with  light  striking  it.  The  effect  is  notable.  The  effect  is  what  is  known  as  “cart¬ 
wheel  spin”  and  any  collector,  be  he  amateur  or  be  he  professional,  will  fall  in 
love  with  it  in  an  instant.  As  far  as  the  devices  go,  they  too,  like  the  preceding 
Half  Dime,  show  complete,  crystal  clarity.  From  the  stars  and  hair  strands,  to 
the  drapery  folds  and  small  shield  ornamenting  the  obverse,  this  side  is  pristine. 
On  the  reverse,  crisp  clear  lettering  in  UNI  I  ED  S 1 ATES  OF  AMERICA  and. 
within  a  perfect  wreath,  ONE  DIME,  show  that  this  side  too  received  a  full 
impression  from  the  dies.  That  said,  the  coin  is  without  mincing  words,  a  truly 
spectacular  1839  No  Drapery.  It  resides  in  NGC  holder  550279-001. 

All  dimes  from  1838  through  Sept.  1840  (Philadelphia)  and  1839 
through  Dec.  1840  (New  Orleans)  came  from  working  dies  sunk  from 
the  No  Stars  hubs  of  1837.  However,  each  working  obverse  had  13  stars 
individually  entered  by  hand,  often  irregular  in  spacing.  I  ibenv  retains 
her  diaphanous  clothing  without  a  fold  of  material  at  the  elbow  as  in 
1840-1859,  hence  the  “No  Drapery"  name.

AMAZING  GEM  TONED  UNCIRCULATED  1839  NO  DRAPERY  QUARTER

1114  1839  Quarter  Dollar.  No  Drapery.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  66.  Among  Seated  Liberty  Quarter  Dollars  of  this  issue  (struck  only  in  1838-1840),  few  can  match 

this  specimen’s  outstanding  characteristics.  Whether  you  judge  a  superior  coin  by  its  color  or  its  luster,  its  design  elements  or  the  depth  of  strike,  this  coin  brings 
them  all  together  in  a  pristine  circular  package  which  requires  no  apologies.  On  the  contrary,  the  coin  is  replete  with  frosty  luster  and  resplendent  originality  beneath 
a  covering  of  smooth,  medium  brown  toning.  The  color  is  accompanied  by  pale  dusky  lilac  and  blue  in  areas.  All  stars  are  full,  although  one  cannot  quite  describe 
them  as  “needle-sharp.”  A  little  area  of  weakness  occurs  at  the  back  of  Liberty’s  hair  and  along  the  leading  edge  of  the  leg,  with  similar  minor  rounding  in  the  motif 
of  the  eagle,  primarily  the  neck  feathers  and  the  leg  at  the  left.  Housed  in  NGC  holder  917769-008,  it  is  especially  amazing  to  see  a  coin  of  this  vintage  in  this 
amazing  gem  toned  quality.  So  few  remain  out  of  the  original  mintage.  So  few  that  are  able  to  tickle  the  eye  and  caress  the  aesthetic  sense  as  this  one  does. 

During  summer  1838,  the  new  Engraver,  Christian  Gobrecht,  completed  device  punches  for  the  new  quarter  dollars.  These  copied  neither  the  dollars  of  1836 
nor  the  half  dollars  of  1837-38,  but  combined  the  dollars’  Liberty  Seated  motif  by  Thomas  Sully  with  a  version  of  the  old  Reich-Kneass  eagle;  the  denomina¬ 
tion  was  for  the  first  time  expressed  as  QUAR.  DOL.  The  first  versions  struck  in  1838-1840,  lack  a  fold  of  drapery  at  Liberty’s  elbow;  the  1840-1891  design 
that  superceded  it  was  from  a  modified  hub,  supposedly  the  workmanship  of  one  Robert  Ball  Hughes,  who  changed  Christian  Gobrecht’s  original  idea  by  cloak¬ 
ing  Liberty  in  a  much  heavier  gown. 


OUTSTANDING  TONED  1839  NO  DRAPERY  HALF  DOLLAR

1115  1839  Half  Dollar.  No  Drapery.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  64.  A  genuinely  handsome  (and  pleasing)  example  of  this  important  one-year  Type,  The  obverse  fea¬ 

tures  Liberty  seated  on  a  rocky  outcrop  holding  a  staff  atop  which  is  a  liberty  cap;  at  her  side  and  supported  by  her  other  hand,  a  shield  inscribed  LIBERTY  on 
a  curving  ribbon.  She  wears  a  dainty  cloak  of  fine  material  that  leaves  her  crooked  elbow  exposed.  All  of  the  devices  are  quite  sharp.  In  fact,  they  are  incredibly 
sharp  lor  this  issue,  and  include  thirteen  needle-point  stars,  outstanding  hair  definition,  full  folds  in  the  clothing  and  crisp  horizontal  and  vertical  stripes  in  the 
shield.  There  are  a  few  light  handling  marks  on  one  arm  and  in  the  field  at  right,  consistent  with  this  mid-level  grade.  The  surface  on  both  sides  is  naturally  toned. 
Steel-blue  gray  sheen  is  interrupted  by  pale  reddish  brown  in  areas,  with  the  luster  glowing,  the  surface  completely  free  of  spots,  defects,  or  other  annoyances.  As 
for  the  reverse  quality,  this  side,  too,  is  well  above  average  for  an  1839  No  Drapery  specimen:  excellent  detail  in  the  neck  feathers  and  wings,  with  only  minor 
blunting  on  the  leg  at  left,  which,  as  it  happens,  lies  opposite  a  high  point  of  the  obverse.  The  coin  bears  PCGS  serial  number  5476059  as  is  among  the  few  truly 
outstanding  No  Drapery  specimens  in  existence  today. 

Following  the  Mint  tradition  of  uniformity  of  design  of  all  silver  coins  in  this  period,  the  Gobrecht  Liberty  seated  design  (after  Thomas  Sully),  adopted  for  sil¬ 
ver  dollars  in  1836,  was  extended  to  half  dollars  in  1839.  The  reverse  is  similar  to  the  previous  types,  however  the  inscription  is  at  first  in  small  letters  similar 
to  those  of  1836-37.  The  first  obverse  dies  show  no  extra  drapery  at  the  crook  of  Liberty’s  elbow;  later  dies  through  1891  have  a  small  extra  patch  below  it. 
Compare  to  other  1839  No  Drapery  denominations:  this  is  unlike  the  bulky  cloak  on  the  Robert  Ball  Hughes  version  found  on  dollars  and  smaller  silver  1840- 
9 1 .  Only  on  half  dollars  does  the  original  Sully-Gobrecht  design  continue  (albeit  with  redrawn  Reich  eagles  rather  than  the  Peale-Gobrecht  flying  eagle  of  the 
1836-39  dollars).

The  Only  Certified  1795  Flowing  Fiair  Half  Dollar  With  “Silver  Plug'

1117  1795  Small  Head.  Very  rare  with  silver  plug.  PCGS  graded  Fine  12  “Silver  Plug”.  Beautiful  medium  gray  patina  in  the  fields,  contrast¬ 
ing  lighter  “rubbed”  silver  highlights  (Liberty,  tops  of  stars  and  letters,  eagle’s  breast  and  wings,  leaves  in  wreath),  and  with  a  prominent  silver 
plug  visible  on  the  obverse  and  reverse.  In  fact,  the  plug  measures  approximately  10  millimeters  in  width.  Very  well  struck  for  this  variety,  with 
some  of  the  curls  showing  separation  on  Liberty.  Traces  of  a  planchet  impurity  streak  through  the  upper  brow  into  the  field  and  another  to 
the  left  of  this  in  the  hair.  For  the  grade,  a  bold  appearance  on  this  coin. 

Several  examples  of  1795  Flowing  Hair  dollars  have  been  seen  with  a  circular  (more  or  less)  silver  plug  in  the  center,  the  outline  of  the  plug 
being  visible  at  the  center  of  the  obverse  and  reverse.  To  date,  this  is  the  only  certified  1795  Flowing  Hair  half  dollar,  although  there  are  reports 
of  two  others  known,  one  of  which  is  in  extremely  poor  shape,  and  neither  of  which,  in  the  belief  of  the  consignor  of  this  handsome  Over- 
ton- 126,  would  be  certifiable  by  a  third-party  service. 

According  to  Bowers,  in  his  monumental  encyclopedia  of  silver  dollars,  “the  plugs  were  inserted  before  the  coins  were  struck,  as  rhey  were  flat¬ 
tened  by  the  dies  and  carry  impressions  of  the  design.  Why  these  plugs  were  used  is  not  known.  It  is  quite  possible,  indeed  likely,  that  numerous 
other  dollars  exist  with  central  plugs,  but  that  the  flattening  during  the  striking  process  was  so  complete  that  no  trace  remains  of  them  today. 
Often,  the  different  alloy  of  the  central  plug  caused  it  to  tone  differently.  It  may  have  been  that  during  the  weighing  process,  certain  planchets 
were  found  to  be  slightly  too  light.  Rather  than  go  through  the  process  of  melting  the  planchets,  casting  the  metal  into  ingots,  rolling  strips  from 
the  ingots,  and  making  new  planchets,  it  may  have  been  deemed  more  expedient  to  drill  a  small  hole  in  the  center  of  the  lightweight  planchet 
and  insert  a  silver  plug,  extending  slightly  above  and  below  the  planchet  surface;  a  plug  with  enough  extra  weight  to  compensate  for  the  drilled 
hole  and  also  the  deficiency  in  the  original  planchet  weight.  The  planchet-with-plug  was  then  struck  by  dies,  flattening  the  plug  and  producing 
coins  as  observed.  The  Mint  had  the  technological  capability  of  inserting  such  plugs,  as  evidenced  by  the  1 792  silver-center  pattern  cents  (Judd-1 ). 

“The  complicated  nature  of  planchet  making  in  1801,  a  year  not  distant  from  the  1795  year  under  discussion,  is  illustrated  by  this  quotation 
from  The  U.S.  Mint  and  Coinage:  ‘Voigt  said  that  the  gold  and  silver  planchets  underwent  32  operations  before  they  were  ready  to  receive  an 
impression.’  However,  the  same  text  also  noted  this:  ‘Voigt’s  32  operations  must  have  included  many  subdivisions,  and  perhaps  the  labor  ot 
various  clerks.’  Even  so,  it  is  clear  that  planchet  making  was  not  an  simple  process." 

Clearer  still  it  the  great  rarity  and  importance  of  the  1795  Flowing  Hair  Overton- 1 26  specimen  offered  for  your  consideration!

1  lie  upper  one 
on  the  right  is  the  only  one  of  the  four  that  has  a  stem.  Point  of  leaf  is  under  left  base  of  I.  Rarity-4  as  a  variety,  Unique  with  stiver  plug.  (This 
piece,  from  an  early  state  of  the  dies,  was  struck  before  a  die  crack  developed  from  the  edge  through  L  in  UNI  1  FD,  etc.). 
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1118  1805,  5  over  4.  About  Uncirculated  50.  With  nice  iridescent  toning 

beneath  neutral  dove-gray  patina.  Nicely  centered  on  a  trouble-free  planchet, 
the  surfaces  are  also  attractive  for  this  desirable  1805  overdate.

OF  and  nearby  clouds,  also  weak  areas  on  Liberty  including  top  hair,  hair 
over  temple,  and  lower  bust.  Well  toned  and  original,  an  uncleaned,  almost 
mark-free  specimen.  A  few  faint  old  hairlines  underneath  the  toning.

1120  1 807  Draped  Bust.  Heraldic  Eagle.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  64.  Last  of 

this  early  style  in  which  Liberty  faces  to  the  right,  her  hair  tied  at  the  back 
with  a  ribbon  but  otherwise  left  free  to  flow  and  waggle  in  the  wind.  A  bold¬ 
ly  made,  superbly  toned  example  of  this  important  Type,  the  color  trends 
from  golden  to  blue  iridescence  with  some  dusky  purple  gray  in  centers  on 
either  side.  Dancing  luster  covers  the  surface,  overlays  the  high  points  and 
can  be  found  everywhere  within  the  design  such  as  hair  waves  and  feathers. 

Following  the  lead  of  the  dollars  (1798)  and  the  dimes  and  half  dimes 
(1800),  the  first  half  dollars  minted  after  1797  bore  the  new  Heraldic  Eagle 
design,  Robert  Scot's  copy  of  the  Great  Seal  of  the  United  States  (1782).  This 
device  punch  lacked  stars,  berries,  and  also  the  end  of  stem;  it  also,  placed  the 
warlike  arrows  in  the  eagle’s  dexter  claw  (observer’s  left),  the  peaceful  olive 
branch  in  the  less  honorable  sinister  claw.  This  style  was  in  production  only 
from  1801  to  1807  on  the  half  dollars. 

Overton- 105  variety,  Rarity-2.

Lovely  sky  blue  iridescence  at  the  rim  merges  into  light  lavender  anti  areas  ol 
gold.  Don’t  be  alarmed  if  you  have  to  bid  a  little  higher  than  you  first  antic¬ 
ipated;  for  others  in  the  room  and  out  there  in  the  ether,  will  surely  want  to 
own  this  1818  overdate  as  eagerly  as  you. 

Overton- 101  variety  with  UNITED  close  to  the  rim.  "1818  dated  hall 
dollars  are  as  a  rule  generally  well  struck.” 


1121  1807  Draped  Bust.  Heraldic  Eagle.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  62.  Moder¬ 

ate  hairlines  and  marks  on  the  portrait,  the  reverse  noticeably  smoother,  with 
both  sides  lustrous,  both  sides  displaying  original  russet  gold  and  antique 
gray  toning.

1124  1818  Brilliant  Proof  65  or  Presentation  Striking  Mint  State  66.  A  superb 

example  that  is  nearly  identical  in  all  characteristics  to  the  Eliasberg  lot  which 
it  resembles,  and  which  was  later  certified  Proof  66.  Pleasing  golden  russet  color 
hugs  the  rims  and  overlays  the  fields  within  its  diaphanous  embrace.  The  reflec¬ 
tive  fields  are  present  everywhere  including  within  the  key  vertical  shield 
stripes!  As  far  as  the  strike  goes  —  well,  Wow!  Needle-sharp  stars,  unbelievable 
detail  in  the  hair,  drapery,  clasp  and  cap,  equally  stunning  eagle  with  shield. 
About  the  only  section  of  weakness  a  magnifying  class  can  find  is  the  right  claw, 
which,  as  it  happens,  lies  opposite  the  highest  folds  of  Liberty’s  cap  and  would 
be  the  first  place  to  be  affected  but  the  least  insufficiency  in  die  pressure.  The 
scroll  with  E  PLURIBUS  UNUM,  unlike  most  which  show  soft  striking  at  the 
PLU,  is  squared-off  and  flat  along  the  edges,  suggesting  extra  pressure  from  the 
dies  at  the  very  least,  or  a  double  blow  from  the  dies  as  a  more  probable  source 
of  the  sharpness.  A  remarkable  specimen,  all  things  considered.  We  encourage 
anyone  who  has  any  interest  to  either  view  it  in  person  or  appoint  someone 
knowledgeable  in  the  Bust  Half  Dollar  series  to  do  so  for  you. 

Overton- 1 13  variety  with  first  18  wide,  81  close;  arrowheads  joined.  Rar¬ 
ity-3  as  a  regular  strike,  Rarity-7  in  Proof. 


1  126  1825  NGC  graded  Mint  State  66.  Glowing  luster  accompanies  the  bright 

pinkish  rose  to  bluish  iridescent  toning,  with  both  sides  shimmering  under 
reflected  light.  The  hair  curls  and  cap  are  all  that  they  should  be.  the  eagle 
and  shield  also  extra  bold  for  1825.  The  fifth  “style’’  of  John  Reich's  capped 
bust  left  Half  Dollar,  that  of  1825  to  1831,  employs  heavier,  coarser  curls 
which  arc  now  fewer  in  number  than  1817-24.  Further  relief  modifications 
occur  —  heavier  and  simpler  elements  —  in  the  cap  and  drapers.

1 127  1830  Possibly  Presentation  Proof  64  or  Better.  If  not  a  Proof,  then  cer¬ 

tainly  this  lovely  1 830  ranks  as  a  special  striking,  a  remarkably  choice  exam¬ 
ple.  As  is  the  case  in  most  of  the  early  Bust  Half  Dollar  Proofs  it  is  often 
impossible  to  be  certain  of  the  intent  of  the  Mint  when  it  struck  the  coin. 
This  displays  all  of  characteristics  and  is  plainly  as  much  a  Proof  as  several  we 
have  seen  certified  by  PCGS  or  NGC.  Deep  purple-gray  with  blue-as-steel 
iridescence.  The  fields  watery  mirrors,  the  devices  boldly  struck  including 
most  stars.  The  E  PLURIBUS  UNUM  scroll  in  sharp  relief  as  well.  Deserves 
close  inspection. 

Overton- 108  variety.  There  is  a  fine  circular  line  in  the  upper  loop  of  the 
8,  with  18  noticeably  higher  than  30.  This  also  has  the  defining  “dot” 
below  the  date  between  8  and  3  near  milling.

Natural  toning;  heavy  mint  frostiness;  aver¬ 
age  strike  on  reverse  ribbon  scroll  several  of  the  stars.

gray  patina.  The  surfaces  are  richly  frosted  throughout  on  this  near  Gem 
specimen.  Strike  weakness  occurs  on  either  side,  possibly  from  well-used  dies.

1 130  1833  NGC  graded  Mint  State  66.  Pristine  frosty  surfaces  beneath  a  medi¬ 

um  veil  of  oyster-shell  gray  toning  with  colorful  iridescence  at  the  rim.  The 
luster  glistens  as  it  cascades  demurely  around  the  coin.  Even  the  high  points 
of  Liberty’s  curls  and  cheek  are  lustrous.  About  the  only  softness  visible  con¬ 
sists  of  PLU  of  PLURIBUS  and  the  lower  extremities  of  the  eagle,  its  claws 
and  branch  end. 

A  minor  stylistic  change  was  made  to  Reich’s  capped  bust  left  Half  Dollars 
struck  from  1832  to  1834.  Unlike  before,  the  relief  levels  of  the  entire  design 
were  visibly  raised;  curls  were  made  finer  and  thinner  (but  coarsening  gradu¬ 
ally  in  1833  and  1834).  Also,  the  profile  was  substantially  altered.

1 132  1836  Reeded  Edge.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  61.  Featuring  dusky  “old  sil¬ 

ver”  patina  whose  smooth,  even  spread  gives  it  a  note  oi  distinction.  The  cen¬ 
tral  design  on  the  obverse  is  mostly  sharp,  with  the  exception  of  the  forehead 
curls  and  front  of  the  cap.  On  the  reverse,  soft  strike  effects  are  seen  along  the 
eagle’s  head  and  neck  and  on  one  leg  and  claw. 

The  1 836  Reeded  Edge  Half  Dollar  has  long  been  mislabeled  a  Pattern. 
Since  the  time  of  R.  C.  Davis’s  original  articles  on  Patterns  in  The  Coin 
Collector’s  Journal  in  the  1880s  this  has  been  the  case.  Robert  W.  Julian 
established  in  1982  that,  in  addition  to  a  very  small  production  run  (non- 
Proof)  on  November  8,  1836,  further  quantities  were  struck  in  December 
of  that  year.  The  total  minted  in  1836  was  unquestionably  low  due  to  dif¬ 
ficulties  with  the  new  steam  press,  probably  mosdy  due  to  ejection  failures. 
The  specimens  struck  in  November  and  December  would,  without  ques¬ 
tion,  have  been  struck  at  the  old  weight  and  fineness  since  that  was  the  only 
legal  basis  on  which  they  could  have  been  struck  prior  to  passage  of  the  new 
Act  of  January  19,  1837.  These  would  thus  have  weighed  208  grains  and  a 
fineness  of  .8924  silver.  The  pieces  struck  early  in  1 837  —  and  forming 
part  of  the  delivery  of  February  22,  Washingtons  birthday  and  the  first 
anniversary  of  the  “First  Steam  Coinage”  token  and  probably  not  a  ran¬ 
domly  chosen  date  —  would  have  been  on  the  new  206-1/4  grain,  .900 
Fine  standard  as  were  the  1 837  strikes  of  the  1 836-dated  Gobrecht  Dollar. 
Both  the  December  1 836  and  the  February  1 837  issues  were  struck  for, 
and  released  to,  circulation  through  normal  channels. 


1134  1842-0  Medium  Date.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  64.  Lustrous  and  pleasing,

Coin  dealer  J.  W.  Scott  found  that  the  Confederate  die,  once  it  came  into  his 
possession,  was  extensively  rusted  and  that  a  piece  had  chipped  out  of  border 
near  ER(ICA).  He  proposed  to  make  and  promote  restrikes,  but  was  under¬ 
standably  dubious  that  the  die  would  last  long  enough  to  complete  even  a 
few  dozen  impressions.  With  the  help  of  fellow  coin  dealer  David  Proskey,  he 
repolished  it  to  minimize  rust,  and  struck  500  “white  metal  (probably  tin) 
tokens  (Breen-8003).  As  the  die  suffered  no  further  deterioration  during  this 
limited  run,  Scott  went  ahead  with  his  original  plan  to  make  silver  restrikes. 
He  obtained  500  1861  half  dollars,  probably  many  coming  from  circulation, 
supposedly  all  O-Mint  coins.  Proskey,  under  his  supervision,  placed  the  first 
few  on  a  brass  block,  obverse  down,  probably  within  some  kind  of  plain  col¬ 
lar  to  prevent  undue  spreading  under  pressure,  and  overstruck  their  Union 
reverses  with  the  Confederate  die,  thus  creating  the  famed  Scott  Restrike 
1861  half  dollars  using  the  same  die  as  on  this  white  metal  token.

1866  is  distinctly  superior  to  later  issues  of  the  middle  1870s;  collecting  was 
just  then  getting  started  but  numismatists  tended  to  be  drawn  to  the  Proofs 
and  ignored  the  business  strikes,  especially  those  ot  the  branch  mints  like  San 
Francisco.  Lastly  is  this  coin’s  outstanding  condition:  very  frosty,  resplendent 
in  its  cloak  of  warm  golden  to  amber  toning,  and  strictly  original  surfaces 
plus  a  full,  sharp  strike.

The  bold  devices  rival  many  higher-end  Proofs  of  the  various  seat¬ 
ed  Liberty  issues. 


1149  1866-S  With  Motto.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  65.  Essentially  in  snow- 

white  “as  struck”  condition,  a  glittering  Gem  BU  of  this  key  Type  change,  the 
first  year  the  mint  issued  the  With  Motto  style.  Frosty  white  luster  seems  to 
glow  with  satiny  elegance.  With  Liberty  and  the  shield  bold,  it’s  nice  to  see 
also  that  the  13  encircling  stars  are  themselves  quite  bold.  The  lack  of  any 
signs  of  softness  in  the  strike  carries  over  to  the  reverse.

1 152  1873-CC  No  Arrows.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  61.  A  trifle  weak  on  Lib¬ 

erty’s  thigh  but  gleaming  with  silvery  mint  luster  whose  condition  is  far  above 
average  in  the  fewness  of  marks  or  little  hairlines.  Some  rare  dates  like  this  are 
relegated  to  a  distant  corner  of  the  room,  but  1873-CC,  whether  of  the  No 
Arrows  or  With  Arrows  variety,  takes  up  a  position  in  the  exact  center  with 
its  rarity  and  desirable  features.  The  Carson,  Nevada  mint  had  operated  only 
since  1870.  By  1873,  when  this  piece  was  struck,  a  mere  122,500  half  dol¬ 
lars  left  the  dies.  Almost  all  saw  some  circulation,  nearly  the  entire  mintage 
having  long  since  disappeared.  The  offering  of  a  nice  Mint  State  like  this 
shouldn’t  be  taken  lightly.

This  is  no  swinging-door  garden- 
variery  specimen  of  the  No  Arrows  design  but  a  honey  of  a  coin  in  full-bore

The  mints  were  busy  striking  Morgan  silver  dollars  for  the  most  part;  and 
there  may  also  have  been  a  surfeit  of  small  circulating  coins  in  storage  at  the 
Treasury,  necessitating  a  reduction  in  new  coinage.  Whatever  the  cause 
and  there  were  probably  several  contributing  causes  —  mintage  declined  in 
1879  over  what  it  had  been  in  1878.  To  pur  a  precise  number  on  it.  the 
Philadelphia  mint  struck  4,800  half  dollars  meant  for  circulation  this  year, 
with  another  1,100  Proofs  destined  for  the  Proof  sets  ot  1879.  Ot  the  4,800, 
many  reached  circulation;  others,  those  that  come  to  us  in  Mint  quality,  tend 
to  be  moderately  well  marked.  In  Mint  State  68  condition,  this  coin  repre 
sents  a  landmark  offering!  (PCGS  serial  number  50052155.)

1246  1928  Hawaiian.  NGC  graded  Proof  64.  Matte.  One  of  the  50  Matte  Proof 

presentation  coins  issued  by  the  United  States  government  —  the  only  time 
such  pieces  were  struck  and  awarded  to  special  recipients  in  the  1920s  or 
1930s.  The  strike  is  quite  bold  on  these,  much  sharper  than  the  usual  pro¬ 
duction-run  coins  meant  for  sale  to  the  public.  Also,  after  being  struck,  a 
matte  or  sandblast  surface  was  put  on  them  in  a  special  process  that  leaves  the 
coin  smooth  and  dullish  rather  than  gleaming  with  silvery  luster.  A  glass 
reveals  the  extra  bold  detail  in  the  High  Chief’s  face  and  body  (he  wears  a  tra¬ 
ditional  Hawaiian  “malo”  or  loin  cloth  along  with  feathered  sash  and  a  flow¬ 
ing  feather  cape.  Similar  capes  can  be  found  in  museum  collections  and  are 
said  to  be  valued  in  the  millions  of  dollars  nowadays). 


The  Hawaiian  Commemorative  was  struck  to  observe  Hawaii’s  first  sighting 
by  Europeans  when  Captain  Cook  and  his  lusty  crew  chanced  upon  the  isles 
one  fine  day  in  1778.  Cook  would  return  to  Hawaii  on  his  second  voyage  in 
1779.  He  dropped  anchor  in  Kealakekua  Bay  on  what  became  the  Big  Island 
of  Hawaii.  It  was  there,  through  a  misunderstanding  between  the  natives  and 
some  of  the  crew  members,  he  was  stabbed  in  the  back,  dismembered,  and 
(if  the  history  books  do  not  lie)  fed  to  the  dogs!

1247  1928  Hawaiian.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  65.  Also  know  as  the  Captain 
Cook  commemorative  over  in  Hawaii,  this  displays  original  greenish  brown 
luster  from  the  original  brown  craft  paper  envelope  in  which  these  were  sold. 
A  first-rate  strike  goes  along  nicely  with  the  toning  and  underlying  surface 
perfection.  Mintage:  10,000  pieces. 

1248  1924  Huguenot.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  66.  The  gleaming  white  luster 
seems  to  leap  at  you  from  the  pristine  surface;  as  with  other  1924  Huguenots, 
the  dies  were  prepared  in  such  a  way  that  the  finished  coin  has  a  satiny  tex¬ 
ture  in  the  fields. 

1249  1925  Lexington.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  65.  Scattered  antique  gray  ton¬ 
ing  over  brilliant  shimmering  white  frost.  Commemorates  the  Minutemen  of 
Lexington-Concord  battles  of  1775. 


1250  1934  Maryland.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  67.  Superb!  Lovely  blue-white 

luster  beneath  pale  russet  toning;  refreshingly  original  and  glowing.  Cecil 
Calvert  is  depicted  in  three-quarters  facing  bust  with  the  Maryland  coat  of 
arms  (later  State  Seal)  for  the  reverse. 


1251  1921  Missouri.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  65.  Unlike  the  majority  of  this 
issue,  which  tends  to  be  dull,  the  luster  dances  and  pirouettes  around  the  sur¬ 
face  creating  a  gorgeous  white  blast  for  the  eye  to  take  in.  Furthering  the 
coin’s  allure,  its  devices  are  very  well  struck.

Struck  for  the  Panama-Pacific  International  Exposition  in  San  Francisco, 
the  mint  sold  half  dollars,  gold  dollars,  quarter  eagle  commemoratives,  and 
two  different  $50  gold  pieces  to  collectors  from  specially  prepared  dies  for 
the  commemoration  by  Charles  E.  Barber  and  George  T.  Morgan.  Only 
27,134  half  dollars  were  sold. 


1254  1935  Spanish  Trail.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  65.  Original  toning;  sleek 

mint  frost;  sharp  relief  on  the  simple  skull  of  a  long  horn.  Only  10,000  pieces 
were  issued  of  the  Spanish  Trail  commemorative.

9.  The  Auctioneer  may  open  or  accept  the  bidding  on  any  lot  by  placing  a  bid  on  behalf  of  the  Consignor  or  his 
or  her  agent;  a  Bidder  by  mail,  telephone  or  telefax;  or  any  other  participant  in  the  Sale.
